Parliament being met at Wdlminller, 
purfuant to their lait Prorogatioi, the 
King came to the Houre of Lortls, and 
being katcd upon the Throne with 
the ttfunl State and Solemnity, and 
the Commons being fent for up and at- 
tending, his Majefty op<:n'd the Seffioa

'" »"jj- , " though I am no ways engaged in it, and have bad no 
""^ " Part, except by my good Offices, in thofe Trania£lions, 

'* which have been declared to be the principal Caufes and 
" Motives of it, I cannot fit regardlefs of the prefent 
" Events, or be unconcerned for the future Confequences 
" of a War, undertaken and fupported by fo powerful an 
*« Alliance. 

" If ever any Occafion required more than ordinary Pru- 
" dence and •Circumfpeftion, the prefent calls upon us to 
*' ufe our utmoft Precaution, not to determine too haftily 
*' upon fo critical and important a Conjunfture ; but to 
** confider thoroughly, what the Honour and Dignity of my 
** Crown and Kingdoms, the true Intereft of my People, 
*' and the Engagements we are under, to the feveral Powers 
" we are in Alliance with, may in Juftice and Prudence 
*' require of us. 

*' I have therefore thought it proper to take Time to ex- 
" amine the Fafts alledged on both Sides, and to wait the 
" Refult of the Councils of thofe Powers, that are more 
*' nearly and inunediately interelled in the Confequences of 
** the War, and to concert with thofe Allies, who are un- 
" der the fame Engagements with me, and have not taken 
** Part in the War, niore particularly the States- General of 
" the United-Provinces, fuch Meafures as Ihall be thought 
*' moft advifeable for our common Safety, and for rcftoring 
** the Peace of Europe, 

" The Refolutions of the Britifli Parliament, in fo nice a 
*• Junfture, are of too great Moment not to be carefully 
" attended to, and impatiently expefted, by all, and not 
*• the leaft by thofe, who will hope to take Advantage from 
** your Determinations, whatever they ftiall be, and to turn 
** them to the Prejudice of this Kingdom. It muft there- 
" fore be thought moft lafe and prudent, thoroughly to 
" weigh and confider all Circumftances, before we come to 
** a final Determination. 

" As I Ihall have, in all my Confiderations upon thia 
** great and important Affair, the ftrifteft Regard to the 
" Honour of my Crown, and the Good of my People, and 
'* be governed by no other Views, I can make no Doubt, 
" but that I may entirely depend on the Supportand Affi- 
" fiance of my Parliament, without expcfing myfelf, by 
" any precipitate Declarations, to fuch Inconveniencies, as 
*' ought, as far as poflible, to be avoided. 

" I-n the mean Time, I am perfuaded, you will m.ike 
•* fuch Provifions, as ihall fecure my Kingdoms, Rights, 
•* and Pofleffions, from all Dangers and Infults, and main- 
" rain the Refpeft doe to the Britilh Nation : Whatever 

, " Part 
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fart it may, in the End, be moft reafonablc for us to ai5), fnn^nj. ceo. it 
it will, in all Views, be necefniry, when all Euxopc is "" w- 
preparing for Arms, to put oiirldvcs in a proper Poiture 
of Defence. As tkis wUl bdi prcferve the Peace of the 
Kingdom, fo it will give us a due Weight and Influence, 
m whatever Mcifures we fliall take in Conjuiiftion with 
our Allies : But iliould the Dctcnce of the Nation roc 
be fufiiciently provided for, it \vill make us tlifregnrdctl 
abroa<.l, .'tid may prove a Tcmptntion and Encouiagenicr.t 
CO the dcfperate V iews of thofe, who never Jaii to flat- 
ter thcmfL-lvcs with the Hopes of great Advantages from 
pub lick Troubles and Diforders. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Cojmnons, 
*' I ihall orJer the ElUtnates to be kid before you of fudi 
Services, as require your prefetit and immediate Care, 
i'he Augmentation, which will he propofed for the Sea 
Service, will be very confiderable ; but I am confident it 
will be thought by you reafonable and neceflTary, 1 muft 
jjarticulaiSy lecommend to ysur Care the Debt of the 
N^vy, which has every Year been laid bcfoj-e you j but, 
friini (he prefert Circumftances qf the Times, I believe 
you will think it now require foitic Provifions to be 
made for it, which cannot well be longer poilpon'd, 
Mriihiut manifeft Detriment to the pubiick Service. 
•* As thefe extraordinary Charges and Expcnces are una- 
voidable* I make no Doubt but you will effcfturiUy raife 
theSuppIiesncceffaryfor defraying of them, with thatRea- 
*1inefs nnd Difpatch, and with that jull Regard to the true 
Ititcred (ii t»y People, which this Parliament has hitherto 
flicwn upon all Occafions. 

My Lords and Gcotlemen, 
*' It is at all Times to be vviH^ed, that the BuHnefs of 
Pailiaircnt might be carry'd on free from He^ts and. 
Animofities, and with that Temper, which becomes the 
Jfuftice ;Jid Wifdom of the Nation : At this Time it is 
more particularly to be defiredj that tliis Seflion may dot 
be protraft'-d by unneceflary Delays, when the whole 
Kingdom feemii prepared for the Eleftion cf a ne^v Par- 
■ iS.iment ; an Ei'cnt which employs the Attention of aU 
Europe ; And l am very well pleafcd, that this Oppor- 
tunity offers of taking again the Senfe of my People in 
the Choice of a new Reprefentative, that the World may ' 
fee hosv much their true Sentiments have been miilaUen, 
or mifrcprefented. Thofe who fee and hear only at a Di- 
ibnce, may eafily be impofed upon, and from thence con- 
ceive falfe Hopes or Fears j but I am confident a little 
Time will effciftually remove all groundlefs Surmifes, and 
it will be found that Great Brioiin is always lo 3£l l\:ra.T^

Kcfs in the Concern he had cxprefs'd upon account of 
the War unhappily begun, in Europe, and hh Majelly'* gscat' 
Wifdom in ufing fo much Precaution upon that crifkaJ Coo- 
junflurc, in waiting the Refult of the Councils of titofe Pow- _ 
ers, who were more nearly and immediately intcrelkd in ihe ■ 
Confequences of the War, and in taking time co CAamine ■ 
the Fails aUedged on both Sides, aitd to concert with ttiofe 
Allies, who were under the lame Engagementi with iiis Ma- 
jefly, and had not taken Part in the W-r, fuch Meafures, aa 
iliould be thought moll adviiUble for the common Suhiy^ 
and for reftoring the Peace of Europe : To deciaxe their un- 
feigned Confidence in his Majefty, that in M his Confide ra- 
tions upon that great and important AiFair, his Majefly 
would have the ftri£left Regard to the Honour and Dignity 
of his Crown and Kingdoms, :jnd to the true Intereli of his 
PfopJe : And to afTure his M^eily, that he might ititirely 
depend upon the Support and AffiJlance of his faithful Com- 
mons, in fuch Meafarca as he (hould find k necefliiry to enter 
into, for attaining and fecoring thete great and valuable Pur- 
pofes ; And that that Hotife would make fuch Provifion for 
rhe Safety and Defence of the Nation, as fhould fee is re his 
Majcfty's Kingdoms, Rights and Peffeflioria from all D^iigert 
and Infults ; a? might preferve the Refpecl due to the Crown 
of Great Britain ; and not give any Encouragement to the

* I believe it ha,$ iW&y$ been taken for granted, that the 
speeches frotn the Tkrone are the Compofitioos of Mlnillera 
if Scare; upott that Suppofition we have alivay^ thought our- 
lycs at Liberty to examine every Prppofition contamsd in 
itm i tv&i without Doors People are pretty free in cheir 
irks upon thttn ; J believe no Gentlemaa here is ig- 
it of tJie Reception the Speech from the Throne^ at the 
Clofe of lailSeilion, met with from theNatian in general. It 
h not to be doubted, but the i^me Fj^edom inay be taken 
with any Propofition made by any Gentleman in this Houfe, 
in coofcqucnce of fuch Speech, I will not fay the (^elUon 
motcd by tlje Hono-irabk Geiitleman, was penned by the 
HxMic Hand that penned his Majelly's Speech tho' there is a 
good dval of Realon to believe it, 

' As to the Motion, I have one voy great Objeftion to the 
whole ; it is too cautioufiy and too generally worded : Un- 
der fuch general Esqpreflions there may be Defigns concealed, 
which the Gentleman, who penned the Motion^ dots not 
think proper now to declare ; but when ihey come to be 
CA-pkined, this Houfe may then probably find itfelf drawn 
into fome DifHcultie;, by making ufeof fuch uncertain £x' 
prcflionb in the Addrefs now propofed, There is indeed one 
Paragraph, which I (hall now particularly lay my Finger on i 
1 cannot pretend to repeat the very Words, for we, who hear 
the Spetch and the Mution but once read, are obliged in 
tome manner to fhoot flying ; I th-ink it propofcs for us to 
fey in our ^^ddrefs, • That we will fupport his Majeily in all 
' thofc Meafares, which he fhall think it neceilary to enter 
• into.* Now^ I am afraid, that under fuch a general Ex- 
preJTion, there may be couched, or at leail it may here^ 
be infilled on that there Is couched, a Promife of a Vol 
Credit, and therefore I ihould be witlbg to have 
Words a little explained ; for I fhall always endeavour, as 
much a.} I can, to prevent this Houfe being raJhly drawn 
into fuch Fromife^ : I iball not pretend to DJFer any Amend' 
meat till I have heard other Gentlemen's Sentiments i I 
now only lay my Finger upon this Part of the Motion j af- 
ter other Gentlemen have fpoke, I may poifibly give my 
Opinion farther, and pcrhap* offer an Amendment; but 
1 could with rather that the Words were left out,' 
Sit John Hynde Cotton fpoke next : 

Mr $peaker, 
* 1 agree in a great Meafure with the Motion j but I 
lii»vc an Objedion to the Pafiage where wc promife to pro- 
vide for iIjc Security of his Majelly's Kingdoms, Rtghtt^ 
and F&fff^tmi : Now, Sir, thcfe la !l Words are fo general, that 
1 aa oiiaid thry may include his MajedyH Gccmau Domi- 
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nions ; I am perfuaded they will be underfiood in this Senfe 
by all without Doors, whatever this Houfe may intend to 
mean by it : The Gentleman who opened the Debate has, 
•*tis true, Iktisfy'd me and I believe every Gentleman in 
the Houfe, that no fuch Thing is intended ; but I think it 
likewife neceffary to fatisfy the World without Doors ; I 
think it incumbent upon us, to aflurc our Conftituents, that 
no fuch Thing was ever meant, and therefore I think it 
will be proper to add fome explanatory Words j for which 
Reafon I fhall beg Leave to move for this Amendment, 
viz. that the Words, thereunto belonging, may be added 
after the Word 'PoffeJJions^ fo that the Sentence will run 
thus, ' As fhall lecure his Majeily's Kingdoms, Rights and 
* Poflbnions, thereunto belonging, from all Dangers and In- 
« fults.' 

Hereupon Mr Campbell replied : 
Mr Speaker, 

* I believe I did Open the AiFair before us In the Manner 
the honourable Gentleman was pleafed to mention : But it 
was not from an Opinion, that there really was any Poffibi- 
lity for putting fuch a Senfe upon thofe Words, as the Gen- 
tleman feems to be afJprehenfive of : They are fo fully ex- 
plained, both by what goes before, and by what comes 
after, that there is no Room for imagining, they ever were 
meant to comprehend his Majeily's German Dominions j 
every Man muft fee they relate only to the foreign Rights 
and Poffeffions belonging to the Crown of Great Britain : 
I gave fome Explanation of them, only to preclude any Ex- 
ception being taken, by Gentlemen's coniidering thofe gene- 
ral Words by themfelves, and without Regard to what went 
before, or followed after : But to any Gentleman either 
within or without Doors, v/ho confiders the whole together, 
there cannot fo much as a Doubt arife about the Meaning ; 
they can relate to nothing but what belongs to his Majefty 
as King of Great Britain, therefore I cannot think there is 
the leall Occaiion for the Amendment propofed.' 

Then Lord Coleraine flood up and faid : 
Mr Speaker, 

* The Gentleman who fpoke lafJ, has not in the leaft 
fatisfied me, as to the Meaning to be put upon the Words 
objcfted to ; for if thofe Words be taken in a ftrid gram- 
matical Senfe, they mufl certainly comprehend his Majefly's 
German Dominions : Thofe Dominions are certainly a Part 
of his Majeily's PofTeffions, and as fuch mufl be comprehen- 
ded under thofe general Words j nor can I fee any Reftric- 
tion put upon them, either by what goes before, or what 
follows after ; even the Amendment propofed, will not, I 
am afraid, be fufiicient to reftrain them as they ought to be,

1 1 am of Opinion, that rhe Amendment ought 
to be in thefe Words, ie/onghtg ts iht CraiK'tt of Great 
Brkaht J fo 3S tiiat the Seruence may run thus, ' As (hall

Mr H(;iii*y Pelham fjpoke iiext, as follows i; 
Mr Speaker^ 

• Tue Queflion moved by the honourable Gentlemaa 
u*as, 1 thought, ib aptly woraed, and, ro uie my wortfty 
Friend's Exprcflion, lo cautioully worded, that 1 did not 
imagine any Obje£Uon would have bten made to it. As 
to the Words, Rights and Po^t^otts^ the proper Meaning 
of them feems to me certain and apparent : Doubts have 
ktely been raifed about fome of thofe Dominions, which 
properly belong to the Crown of Great Br; tain } and tho' 
there never was any Foundation for thofe Duijbts, yet fome 
Gentlemen have itrongly infilled there was lUll fomething 
wanting, fomething farther ncceflaiy to be done, in order 
to fecure her Enjoyment of thole Polfeflions : From that 
Confidcratjon alone, if there were no other, every Gen- 
tleman mull conclude, aH that could be meant bj, thofe 
general Words, was, to comprehend the feveral BrjtiHi Pof- 
fdfions in foreign Parts ; but as to his Majeliy's German 
Dominions, as they in no way belong to the Crown of 
Great Britain, which is mentioned in the very next Sentence, 
I can't belieye any Gentleman in this Houfe, or without 
Doors, will ever imagine they were meant to be compre- 
hcnded under thofe general Words, therefore I can't think 
any Amendment neceflary.' 

TJien Mr Pulteney Ibod up and faid : 
Mr Speaker, 

' When I heard his Majefty's Speech, and the Motion 
made by the honourable Gentleman, I was in Ffopes, Sir, 
we fliould have feparated to Day without any Debate \ yet 
I muft OAvn, the Words taken Notice of by my honourable 
Pxiend \^Mr Shippai] did at firit Itrike me a little, I was 
indeed a little afraid of the Confequences, or at leafl of the 
Ufc that might be made of fuch Words, but I wa£ refolved 
to pa& them over in Silence : However, now they are 
t.-ikcn Notice of, I moil (^y^ fome Amendment in order to 
rtflrain them a little, vvill not be unneceflary. I am not 
for leaving thtm out cnti:ely, becaufe one Part of his Ma- 
" lly's Speech would ilaJid without any Anfwcr ; and I am 
ivvijilng this Hoiife IhoulJ, ufjon any Occafion, fliew the

with the greater Con5.deiice, becaufe this very Momtng 
look'd over Ibrnc of the Journals of the Houfc, together with 
ray honourable Friend, bv which I found that famous Vote 
of Credit was agreed to m this Houfe, April 1 2, 1 727, to- 
wards the Clofe of the Seifion ; I remember there was a very 
thin Houfe, and no other Foandation for that Vote, hardly 
indeed any material Argument offered In Favour of it, than 
wha^ has been mentioned by my honourable Friend. I remem- 
ber it bore a very ftrenuous Debate, and that the Geiitleniail 
iMr IFifiningtoft] who fits behind the honoarable Pcrfon who 
jpoke lafl, had a very confiderable Share in that Debate, and 
was one of the Tellers againft the Queftion. 

' Whether any fuch Ufe is now intended to be made of the 
general ExprcQion^ objeded to, I Ihall noi fay ; but that I do 
HOC take to be the Matter in Difpute : The proper Queftion 
j& whether any fuch Ufe can be made of thofe general Ex- 
preffions ? For if it can, we are not to depend upon the Af- 
liininces of any Member of this Houfe that it will not i 
therefore, left :\ny fuch Uie (hould hereafter be made of thofe 
general Expreffions, it is highly neceiTury fome Words Hiould 
be ndded, for rellrainirg them to what is now declared to be 
the Meaning and Intention of them ; For my own Part, I am 
very eafy about it, becaufe I am now free to declare, that if 
ever any Vote of Credit of the fame Nature with thofe lately 
agi-eed to, be propofed or moved for in this Houfe, I {hall 
always be sgainil Liny fuch, as long as I have the Honour to 
fit ill rhis Houfe ; nor Ihall any general Words, or any ex- 
prefii PromJfe cnntnined in any former Addrefs, be of thekalt 
Weight with me in fuch a Debate.' 

Hereupon Mr Winnington gave an Account of the Vote 
of Credit agreed to in the Year 1727 : But Mr Gibbon and 
Mr Sandys objecting to his Account of that Tranfaftion, Sir 
WilJiam Yonge fpoke as follows *. 
Mr Speaker, 

• I was at fome Diiknce, when the honourable Gentle- 
jjian on the Floor firll mentioned the Cafe, which fecms 
now to be tlie Subject of Debate 1 and tho' I had not look'd 
into the journals this Morning, yet I could not but think 
it waa impoifible, that ever any Houfe of Commons (hould 
have proceeded in the Manner reprefentcd. I have now 
look'd upon the Journals of that and the prcceeding Seffion, 
and as 1 have the Book in my Hand, I thall from thence 
fe that Matter in a clear Light. In the Year 1726, his late 
Majcfty lent r.n exprcTs Meibge to the Houfe of Common 
then fitting, [ S(g Fol. I. p. 369- J by which he acqaainii 
ihera, th;it in order to prevent and fruilrate fuch Defigns, a 
Jiftd been formed againlt the particular Intereft of this N'i- 
Sfcfi txnd f he general Peace of Europe, he found it neccff; 
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Dot only to augment his Maruime Force, but to concert fuch 
other Meiiiures as might moft cffeflually conduce to t^cfe 
dcfiraWe Ends ; and as thefe Services would require fome 
traordinary Expence, his Majefty hoped he fhould be en- 
Jed, by t'He Affiftance of Pari i amen tj toencreafc the Num- 
ber of Seamen then before voted and granted for the Ser- 
vice of that Year ; and to enter into and make good fuch 
Engagements, as the Ci re um (lances and Exigency of Affairs 
might require. Upon this Meflage, the HooTe of Com- 
mons, 3S in Duty they ought, voted and pre fen ted an Ad' 
drefs to his MajeAv, [Sec To/. I. p. 370.] that he would be 
plcafed to make fuch Addition to the Number of Seamen 
then before voted 5 and to concert fudi other Meafures, as 
Jus Majelly ihoiild in his great Wifdom think \vouId beft 
nducc to the Security of the Trade and Navigation of this 
ingdom, and to the Prefervation of the Peace of Europe ; 
and aiTured his Mryeftyj that the Houfe would efFeftualJy 
provide for, and make good all fuch Expences and Engsge* 
mcnts, as fhould be made for obtaining thofe great and de- 
ferable Ends. 

* At the Beginning of next ScJHon his Majefty, m his 
Speech [ Set P'oi. I. p, 375.] exprcfly faid. That as the Ex- 
pence, he had In the preceeding Year been in a particular 
Manner intrulkd to make, had amounted to no confiderable 
Sum ; and the publick UdJity might again require the like 
Services to be performed, he hoped they would again repofe 
the Jame Tvull and Confidence in him. To this tlie Houfe 
of Commons, in their Addrefs of Thanks^ [Sfs fW. J, p. 382,} 
as ejtprefiy anfwer and promife, that they would repofe fuch 
a Truft and Confidence in bis Majelly, as the publick Utility 
ihonld require, and as his Majeily Ihould find reaibnabte and 
neceflary for carrying on the great Work, in which his Ma- 
jelly was engaged, for tlie Interdl and Security of his Peo- 
ple, and the common Caufe of Europe. 

* Thus every Gentleman may fee, that the Vote of Cre- 
dit agreed to at the End of that SellJon, was not in Confe-

have been granted j he and I do not differ much in our Ac- 
counts i but the honoarable Gentleman, who fpoke with 
the Book in his Hand, and fet out with a Promise of clear- 
ing that Matter fglly, has, in my Opitiian, and, I believff, 
in the Opinion of every Gentleman who heard him, left the 
Matter juft where he found it j therefore I would advife 
him, for the fjture, to fpeak without Book. 

• Can any Gentleman imagine, that, in Confequence of 
the Paragraph of his late Majefty's Speech mentioned by the 
jionourablc Gentleman, or the Anfwer thereto in the Ad- 
drefa of Thanks^ h Vote of Credit was or ought to have 
been agreed to, without a new Meflage from hi* Majefty, 
fignifying, that thepublick Utility did aftualJ)* igam require 
the repofiDg of fach a Trull and Confidence in his ,'vlajcily, 
as had been repofed in him the precceding Year ? Does any 
Gentlcmm fuppofe, that this Houfe is to repofc fuch a Trull 
and Confidence in the Crown, only bccauie it is demanded 
by the Crown, and without affigning any Reafqn for fo 
doing f No, Sir, I appeal to every Gentleinrmprcfent whea 
tliat Addrcfs was agreed to, whether he did not think, that 
all that was meant or intended by thafe general Affarances 
in their Addref^ of Thanks, was, that they would again re- 
pofe the fame Truft and Confidence in his Majefty, if upoti 
A new MefTage, it could be fhcwn them, that the pub lick 
Utility required it: *But Gentlemen found afterwards ano- 
ther Ufe made of thofe general Expreffions ; they were at 
the End of the Sclfion made the only Argument for agree- 
ing to a Vote of Credit; and left the lame Thing Ihould 
be again praffifed, we ought to be c;ttremely cautious of 
patting any fuch general Exprcfllons in our Addrefs of 
rhants. 

• When I firft flood ap, I faid I had no fntennon of mak- 
ing a Divifion or Difference among II us to Day, and the ho- 
nourable Gentleman, who fpoke nt-xt after me, faid, he was 
glad to find me in that Way of Thinking, Sir^ I am now 
in the fame Way of Thinking I always was ; and if other Gen- 
tlemen think in the fame Way Uicy have lately taken up, I 
am afraid we fhall have many and great Differences before 
this Seffion can well be at an End. The honourable Gen- 
tleman fajd he did not remember, whether the Cafe of a 
Vote of Credit I mentioned was of a late or old Date : 
Alas, Sir, there are no fuch Votes of Credit Co be found of 
sin old Date ; Votes of Credit of old were of a very dif* 
fcient Nature, they were never fo much as afked, but for 
foine partJcuJar Pu^fcs exprdly mentioned -, the Sum was 
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fways limited ; the Pailiamcot became Sureties only for i^™ 7 <5*«.o* 
that Sum ; and an exa£l Account wa5 aftcnvards given to 
Parliament to what Purpofes the Money fo granted was ap- 
led ; But oar tate Votes of drdlt have all been granted 
the Dark ; we have granted Sums unlimited without 
iwing to what Ufes the Money fo to be raifcd was to 
be applied ; and we could never have any proper Account^ 
tho' often aiktd fof, how the Money was difpofed oK 

* Ho^'k ever. Sir, rho' 1 wifti we may leparaie to Day with- 
Oot any Divifion, yet I hope we (hall have many Days after 
this to entei into the Q^nfideration of Affairs of very grtat 
Confeqcencc- The calamitous Situation of oiir Affairs both 
at Home and A broad neceflariJy requires the Coiifi deration of 
Parliament: Thert: ^rc many, many Grievances both foreign 
and domeftick, under which the Nation groans at prefent, 
and which call loudly for Redrefs ; therefore, tho' we pro- 
mife not to protract or prolgng the Sejiion by unneceffary 
Delays, yet I hope we fhall not feparate before we have 
taken all thofe Matters properly under our Confideration : 
TTie State of the N^ition miilt be called fgr, and* I dare 
fay, this Houfe of Commons, which ha? ihewn fo much Re- 

fard for their Fellow Subjects, will envy any fucceeding 
loufe of Commons the Glory of redrelTmg thofe many 
Grievances we now labour under : On fuch an Occafion, I 
hopCt Gentlemen will be emulous who fhall attend bell i 
and when fuch a Spirit of Liberty appears over the whole 
Nation, J am convinced no Man will dare defert his Duty 
in this Houfe, when AiFairs of fuch Moment demand bis 
Attendance in Parliament.* 

The above Amendments not being infifted on, the Quc- 
jb'on was put upon Mr Campbeirs Motion, and agreed to 
without a Divifton : A Committee was alfo appolraed to

relating to tlit ire^ry of Sevilk. C;.u w hz Ivv^- 
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«fcd^ thnt thafe Letters and InflrutfUotis have any Rdatioi: 
im-U' . Qf Concern with a Treaty afterwards concltided with tht 
Emperor, who was not at that Time in good Terms \ 
either of the other two Courts ? As all luch Ncgotiationa 
arc carry'd on in the moll fecret Manner poflible, h cannot, 
in my Opiuiort, ht fuppofed, that our Minilters, either ac 
the Court of France or Spain, knew any Thing of thofe 
Negotiations at Vienna, which Co happily end^ in that 
Treaty i and therefore it is impoiTible to fuppofe, that we , 
can, from the Letters and Inltruftions fent to them, receive] 
any Light or Information, with refpcft to the Treaty 
Vienna now called for. 

* But graniingj Sir, tliat fome poflible Connexion mightl 
be found oat, between the Treaty of Vienna and the Let.' 
ters and Inilruftions which the honourable Gentleman ha»1 
been pleafed to move for, yet there is another Rule to be' 
obferv'd in the ufing that Power which this HoLife has of 
calling for Papeit, which, in the pre fent Cafe will be an 
effedtua! Bar to the Motion : Tho' this Houfe has a Power 
of calling for Papers, yet we ought in no Cafe to call for 
thofe Papers which may contain Secrets, the publilhing 
whereof miglit be of fignal Difadvimtage to the Common- 
wealth ; I believe it will be granted, that a Secret commu- 
nicated once to this Houfe, is in great Danger of not re- 
maining long a Secret : It was never known that a Secret

CcHkrily tend to give the HouJ'e a. great deal of Informa- 
tion, not only with relation to the Treaty of Sev-ille, but 
likewiTc with relation to the Treaty which we fli.iH foon 
have, 1 hope, laid before us, in Purfaance of the Rcfo- 
lutiori we have jiift now come to ; and therefore f tnkt it 
to be as proper now, as it can be when tiie Dsy comes 
which the Gentleman fpeaks uf, 

* As to any Secret which m^y be contain'd in the Papers 
cali'd for, and which It would nor be proper at preient to 
publifti to the World, that can be no Argument againit 
the Motion j becaufe, if tkit (hould happen to be the 
Ca^, his Mojelly would communicate to us none but fuch 
as contained no fuch Secrets ; and tn his Anfwer to our Ad^

* As to the Connexion between the Papers now moved 
for and the Treaty jufl before call'd for, it is in my Opi 
nion evidenr : For what End have we called for a Copy 
the Treaty of Vienna ? What are we to confider oft wh 
we enter into the Confideration. of that Treaty ? Are U( 
we to confider, whether it was for the Benefit of this Nationj 
or not ? And how lh.all we determine this, without knowing 
the Circumilanees, or thofe Affairs, which made it nEceflkry 
for us to conclude fuch a burthen fome Treaty ? It is well 
kaown, that by that Treaty we enter'd into very great En- 
gaijcments ; Engagements, which » if punfluatly perform 'd, 
may coll this Nation infinite Sums of Money ; and Engage- 
.ments which we certainly ought not to have enter'd into, if 
(he publick Tran(|ui!i:y couJd have been eftabltfhed aC any 
cheaper Rate. Is it to be prefumed, that the ImpolTibility, 
which was found of carrying the Treaty of Seville into 
Bxccution, without involving ourfelves and all Europe in a 
bloody War, was what made it neceflary for us to agree to 
thofe Engagcmems coniainM in the Treaty of Vienna : And 
how is it poiHble for us to determine^ Tj^hether or no there 
was an ImpoiFibility of carrying the Treaty of Seville into 
Execution, without having al! thofe Papers iirfl laid before 
us, which relate to tlie Execution of that Treaty ? It was, 
i remember, when firft concluded, a Treaty which was much 
bragg'd of by the Friends of the Gentleman who fpoke laft ; 
and jf it was fa good a Thing, I cannot find out why he or 
hh Friends ihoald be fo fond of keeping fecret either the 
Means by which it was obtain'd, or the Methods that were 
sifterwards ufed far carry tng it into Execution.

' Hii Majelly, Sir, in hia Speech from the Throne, re 
commends the prcfcnt Situation of Affairs to the Confidera- 
tion of Parliament ; he recommends it to us throughly 
weigh and conhder aU CircumlUnces before we come to 
final Determination ; but if fuch Things as arc neceflary ft 
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our laforajation are, when call'd for, rcfufed by tliofc in 
PoiAfer, how is it poflible for us to anfwer his Majelly's Ex- 
peftationsf It mull be owned, that wc have oi late Vears 
been in very odd Circumilinces i and our prefeut Situation 
may, perhap, in the Opinion of many, be owing, in fome 
Meafure to the Mifmanagement of thofe in the Admin ijlra-; 
tion ; I {hall not fay it is fo ; but if thi^. be not the Cafe, 
I can fee no Reafon Ibr refufing the Papers mow called for i 
and if this be realJy the Cafe, it ought certainly to be in^ 
quir'd into ; and the Papers now call'd for, as well as a great 
many others, mufl neceilarily be laid before us, in order to 
enable us to make a proper Inquiry, and to apply proper 
Hemedies for thofe Evils which the Nation kboura under at 
prefent. Upon the whole, Sir, as I faid»s^t firit, I think 
the Motion now made to us moft regular ; I think it is ab- 
foiutely ncceirary for us to have thofe Papers laid before 
us ; for without them, I am fure, the Refolution we have 
juft now come to can be of no EfFeft, and therefore I hope 
the Hou^lc wdl agree to the Motion,'

* I ftand up to agree in fome Part with the honourable 
Gentlenian who fpoke lall : If we are at prefent in any un- 
happy Situation, and if it be but thoLght, by any Gentle - 
roan in this Houfe, that that Situauon is any Ways owing 
to the Mifmanagement of thofe in the Adniiniftration, in 
my Opinion, whoever thinks fo, ought to move for this 
Hoofe's going into fuch an Inquiry i they ought to move 
for the Houfe to go into a Committee upon the State of 
the Nation ; aiid, upon the Foot of fuch an Inquiry, I will 
willingly jom IlTue with the honourable Gentleman, or any 
Other Gentleman in this Houfe. Whenever the Houfe fliftU 
pleafe to refolve upn going into fuch a Committee, I pro- 
mife^ that fo far as lies in my Power, nothing iba.l\ be re- 
fufed, that is thought proper or ncce0kry for giving the 
Houfe all the Information, that can be wiflied or defired ;

of the Nation, and to ferve fome particular Ends of their 
owa ; \yhcft a Negative is put upon any fuch Motion, \Vie.'^ 
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re then ready to cry out, ' We would Lave rdiei^d yoo, \ 
would have extricated you from all tht Difficulties y 
labour under, but we were by Power deny'd the Mcdrts 
' doing it.' This, Sir, is a Piece of Manatgcmcntj it is 
Sort of Parlbmcntary Play, which has always ljf(j»i praftift 
by thofc who oppofe the Meafures of nhe Adminifbrduoti ; 
remember it as long as I remember Parliaments, and ha' 
by my own Experience been acquainted with it : I can 
jnembcr Motions made with no other View, but to have a 
Negative pat upon them ; and particuhrly at the Btgiimtng 
of a. Seffion, the Language among fiich Gt'rtleuien Iiis al-

* will djilrefs them ; and if they piu a Negative upon ever)* 
' one, it wili render th«m odious among tlie People* 

* This, I iay, ha? been always the common Prifitice of 
thofe who are refolved, at any Rate, to oppoTe the Admini- 
ilration ; but I mu ft take Notice that to fay, that any Moi 
tion in Piidiament is n-'fufed by Power, is, in my Ojiinlon, 
a very unparliamentary Way of fpeaking : When any iVlotioo 
IS made, every Gentleman is at Liberty to debite with 
Freedom upon it, and to agree or difagrce as he tliirtk* rea- 
fonable; if it be reje^ed, it mutl be by a Msjority of the 
Houle, and becomes an Aft of this Houfe i and to Uy, that 
what is an Aft of the Houfe, is an AA of Power, is. not, T

Toexiti ; it will appear, I believe, that we are not thereby 
obliged to do .ivy Tiling, but what we were by the Nature 
of Thiings, and by the Circumftances of the Affliirs of Eu- 
rope, obliged to do, if no ("uch Treaty had ever been made. 
If this fliould appear, it will then be certain, that what rbe 
Borourable Gentleman was pieaied to mention, was not the 
* true Caufe, or ihe only Foundation of rhe Treaty of Vi- 
enna ; fo that, 'till this Houfe has entered into ihe£onfide- 
jralion of thtf Treaty ot' Viennii, and has found that the 
Engagements thereby entered into were fuch, as we ought 
not to have taken upon us, if there was any other Way left 
of carrying the Treaty of Seville into Execution, without 
entering into a War ; 'till fuch Time, I fay, it cannot fo 
jijijch ai be pretended, that there is any Connetlion between 
the Letters and Inftru£lions relating to the'E.vecution of the 
Treaty of Seville, and the Treaty of Vienna now refolvcd 
to be called for ; and therefore, ''till that Time, the J\^Qtioa 
now liefbre us cannot be a proper or a regular Motion. 

' Before I conclude. Sir, I muft tiskt Notice, that th,e 
Way which fome Gentlemen have got into, of making Pane- 
gyricks, and pralfrng the Minifers for their great and pro- 
found Wifdom by way of Irony at one Time, and at other 
Times calfing Names, fuch as, j^ cowardlv JJmhnJlrtitmi, 
a tvierimgy Jiifiiit^ Minifii-y j ( though by the By, I never 
uirderllood the pre lent to be a ftiifting Adminiilration ; for, 
as 1 take it, the great Qiiirrd amongll us is, that the 
Adminiftratlon has not been Ihifted ) iuch a Way, I fay. 
Sir, is a Method of Speaking, which] very ill becomes any 
Meinbcrof this Houfe. Though I cannot agree with Gen- 
tlemen who fay, that this Nation is at prefent in fo unhappy 
a Situation i yet 1 mull grant that the Affiiirs of Europe are 
not at prcfetit in a very happy Situation ; and if the Errors 
or Mifmanagement of any of the Admin iftration here, lias 
contributed in the Jeail to the prefent Fofture of Affairs in 
Europe, 1 mufl think that they very little deferve to fer\'e 
the Crown ; but really by fomc Gentlemen's way of Talk- 
ing one would imagine that the Miniilers of England were 
the Miniliers of Europe ; or that Madnefs and Folly reignecl 
at this Court, and that the moil profound Wifdom prevatl'd 
at all others: If any unforefeen Accidents abroad, if the 
Ambition of any foreign Prince, or the Mifcondufl of any 
foreign Court, produce any untoward Effefts, or occafion 
iiPj- Troubles or Commotions in Europe, the Minifter% of 
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England art immediately loaded with the Whole ; it h tkt_ 
that iiavi done the Mifchlef, and they rnaH atifwer for it. 
This, Sir, is a way of creating ihofe who have the Hoooar 
to ierve the Crown, which to rnr ready feema neither candid 
nor jail ; However, I Ihall trouble you no further, but cnly 
to declare that I Jhall be againft the Motion, which the ho- 
nourable Gentleman has been picafcd to make.' 
To this Mr Shippen anfwer'd^ 

Sir, 
• As the honourable Gentleman, who fpoke lall, has made 
grievous Complaints of the Treatmertt he and his Friends re- 
ceive from other GeoElemcn, I am a good deal furpriaed 
that he fhould, at the fame litne, fall into that very Error 
which he (o much complains of in others ; for to fay, that 
Gentlemen make Moiions, only for the Sake of having aa 
Opportunity to declaim againfl thofe in the AdrainJiba- 
tion i or for the Sake of making a Figure in the Votes, is 
Language, in my Opinion, as unparliamentaiy, and treat- 
ing Gentlemen with as little Candour, as what he has blam- 
ed others for, 

' I moll f^y. Sir, that it feems to be a very difficuk Mat- 
ter, to know how to pJeafe thofe great Men in the Admini- 
ftration ; for I find that when any Enconvioms are made up- 
on them, wlien any Thing is faid in Praife of their Mea« 
fures, they immediately take it to be meant by ivay of Ij 
ny ; and ifany Gentlenum happens to give them any Names' 
which miy fecm to he a little harih, thofe they underiland cx- 
aflly as they are fpokc, and complain that Gentlemen do nc 
t^-eat them in a parliamentary Way : But, Sir, whatever 
ther Gentlemen may do, I am none of thofe who have bc' 
Rowed Panegyricks cither upon the prefent or upon any 
Adminiftration, and I hope 1 never was, or ever fliaJl be 
guihy of calling Names. Perhaps the honourable Gentle- 
nun m:;y diflike thofe Names, which he pretends have been 
fiven to him in this Houfe ; whether it be parliamcnta/yj 
language or not I Ihall not determine, but I muil tell hiniii 
ithiit it is very foft and pleafant Langu^age when compared' 
ivitli that of the People of England : Were he to hear them 
'fpeak, he would hear them fpeak in a Stile very dilFere 
from that ufed at Court, or even in this Iloufe s and I he* 
lieve it would be for his Advantage, to give a little more At- 
tention to the plain Language of thofe he looks on to be none 
of his Friende, than to the foothmg Flatteries of his Cica.^ 
tnres and Pajrafites about him. 

' Sir, Gentlencn may make themfelves merry, biK what 
I have faid may perhaps, when it is too late, be foan^ 
to be true; and whatever the honourabi* Gentleman and] 
his Fjieiidfl msy pretend to think of the prerent Motion, 
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tiH )x of Opinion, that it is not only reafon^ble, but that Aniw?. gm-ji, 
i& a natural Confequence of what was ittunediately before ^_,— '— ^ j 
monrifd and agreed to i and therefore 1 hope this Houfe will 
aft fo confidently with itfelf, aa to agree to the prefenj Ma- 
tioQ likewifc* What Information we may get from the 
Papers moved for, with regard to the Treaty of Vienna, 
the Gentleman who has fcen them can beft tell i but as that 
Treaty was the immediate Confequence of the Negotia- 
tions relating to the Execution of the Treaty of Seville^ E 
tnuft think that the Journal of tliofe Negotiations will afford 
tis fome Light, with regard to that Treaty which imme- 
diately followed J and therefore J hope the Gentleman tvill 
excufe me for not taking it upon his Word, that the Pa- 
pers called for can have no Manner of Connexion with 
the Treaty, which we fecm now refolved to take into Con* 
fideratiOQ.'

^H * I ftand Qp now, as I have been obliged to do upon ma* Mr PoiteiuT. 
^Ky other Occdions, to alTert the Rights and the Privileges 
^^f this Houfe t we have not only a Right to call for what 
Papers we think necclTary for oar Information, but we have 
a Right to have the Papers fo called for, laid before us. 
The honourable Gentleman on the Floor feems highly of- 
fended at an ExpreiHon, which dropMfrom my honourable 
Friend by me. I will agree with him, that thb Houfe may 
Of may not agree with the prefent, or with any other Mo- 
tion, that (haJl hereafter be made by any Gentlmian in this 
Houfe r This is a Privilege, which 1 hope (hall always be pre- 
fervcd, not oniy in Show, but in Reality ^ I hope no GentJe- 
jnatJ fhall ever attain lo fuch aPower,as to have a Majority m 
this Houfe always ready to approve what he pleafes to pio- 
poft ; and I will tikewife agree with him in this, that when 
any Motion is rcjefted by a Majority, it tlien becomes an 
Aft of the Houfe, in which every Gentleman muft ac-

lifhfc! to the World. Is not this faying and unfading in tht 
lame Breath ? Vou may call for what Papers you pjeafe ; but 
you mull not crJl fwr the Papers relating to any foreign Nc- 
gotlation, becaufe the Addrefling for thofe appears, at firft 
Sight, to be iuch an Addrcfs as his Majelly cannot comply 
with. Sir, I fay, that when this Houfe finds it necefTary, thcj 
may call for all the Papers relating to any Negotiation wh 
tvcr. and m.iy ioiift upon having all of them laid hefai 
the HouCe. J>o not we knoWj that Ltpnn fuch Occafions 
name a. fccret and feletl Committee to infpeft fuch Paper 
and to report what they find in them relating to the ASiJ| 
under our ConfideratioH ; and I hope we Ihall always hai 
in this Houffl ten or a doacn Gentlemen, 35 capable 
diftinguifh what o up lit to be kept fee ret, and as capable to" 
Itcep thufe Secrets, as any Seci-etary or other Miniller of 
State, that is or ever (hall be in this Nation. 

* I am really furprifcd to hear Gentlemen pretend, that! 
there is no Conneflion between the Negotiations for car- 
rying the Treaty of Seville into Execution, and the Treaty 
of Vienna j when by that very Treaty of Vienna the Treaty J 
of Seville was actually carry'd into Execution, It is pkiaj 
to the whole World, that the Treaty of Vienna was th<sl 
laft Negotiation fet on Foot for carrying the Treaty of So«.j 
ville into Execution ; and in order to judge of this lall Ne-J 
gotiation, we only defire to fee the Papers relating to thcj 
preceding Negotiatitjns, which were carry'd on for the fame] 
Pui-pofe. It may, for what I know, be true, that by th< 
Treaty of Vienna we cntcr'J into no Engagetnent?, but fuct 
as we were obliged to by the Nature of Things, and the] 
Cii-cum fiances of the Affiirs of Europe ; but it muH ftirelyj 
be granted, that an cxpfefs Stipulation is more binding tl; 
a ratur;d Obligation ; and tiut no prndcnc Mxn will con- 
firm a natural Obligation by an exprefs Stipulation, tmJeJij 
he h.ts foiki. very good Confideratiou for fo doing : Ifwei 
had enter'd Tnto no exprds Engagements, we Ihould have] 
left our Pofterity in the fame Cafe we were in ourfclves i\ 
they might then have judged as well as we, by the NatortJ 
of Things and the Circiamflances of the Aff.Lirs of Europe,] 
as they fliould then have appear'd to them ; but now they I 
are pinned down, they mull judge oiiJy by the Tenns of] 
the Treaty which we have made for them; and though [ 
the Nature of Things and the Circumftances of Europe, 
fiiould be entirety aker'd, it will, without Doubt, bein-« 
filled on, that they ought to perform thofe Engagement* - 
we have fubjciied fbcni to. 

* The honouriible Gentleman fiiid, that if the Nation wai 
in an utihappy Situation, .nnd if thyt Situation was owing to 
any Miifpitngfim^riX at lionte, it ought to be inquired into ; 



■lul diat, on the Foot of fuch an Tnqairy, ^te was rcidy to Anh«7 Geo. it. 
join Iffue with any Genckman in tins Houfe. On that '^^f-ti 
Foot, Sir, 1 am ready to join I flue with him : To me there 
h nothiog appears more certain, than that we are in a mofl; 
kmentable and calamitoas Situation j and even from tho 
Lights I have already 1 am cnnvineed, beyond aH Doubt, 
that car prefcnt Situation ib owing to the Mifmanagement 
of thofe at home : It may, I believe, be proved, to the Sa- 
tisfaifb'on of every unbiafled Perfon ; but I miiJl {Ay> that 
if the honourable Ge.it!oman*s Opinion prevails in the pre- 
fent Debate, he is taking a very ciFetlual Method to prevent 
IB being in the Powei of any Gentleman to bilng Proofs 
of what I have now aiTerted, While he is poiTefleil of all 
Of moft of the Materials neceffkry for fuch a Proof^ it is an 
eafy Matter fir ft to deny Gentlemen any Accefs tp them, 
and then to thiow out a DetiaiKe ; but this will nut, I hope, 
be in his Power i I hope this Houfe will, in the prefent 
QudUon, join with me in Opintoo, that it h abroiutely,ne:> 
ceHary for us to have the Papers now caird for, laid be- 
fore p.

If 
the Quellion (honld come before us, Whether or no we 
ought to take any Part in the prefent War f Can we paff 
any Judgment upon fuch a QueJlinn, without lirft knowing 
liow we iland engaged to the feveral PoweiB abroad ? And 
can we know any Thing of this, without firil examining the 
lUSUJy Treaties and Negotiations which have been carry'd 
on of late Years ?

As I have faid before. Sir, even as Things now appear 
lb mc, all that has happcnM is the Work of our own 
Hands ; the Weaknefs of thofe whom many already look 
upon as our Friends, and the Strength of our Enemies^ Is 
ftff of oar own doing ; Gentlemen were told of it at the 
Time when thofe TrMifa^ons were carrying on, but they 

Kloo wife ta liften to Advice. When ttie whale Ctiam 
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to be itnpartialJy look'd into, what I now fay will be foaB 
to be true : Certain Caufes will be found prodadng cer 
Effefts i thefe Effefta afterwards becoming Caufcs, and 
diidng other Effedis, 'tilJ at iail we have arrived at the 
rable State we are now in ; but thefe arc Matters, which I 
hope will foon come to be more fully opcn'd, and cle 
ftated to this Houfe. 

The honourable Gentleman faid, ' That Motions were < 

* made with no other Vitw, but to have Negatives put up 

* them ;' if that be the Cafe as to the prefent Motion, 
Gentleman and his Friends may eafily dijTappoint us of til 
Negative we are fuppofcd to cxpeft ; and I with with 
my Heart, that the Gentleman would give himfelf 
Pkafure of dtfappoijjting me and fome other GcntJe 
the obliging of whom did never, I am perfuadcdr yield 
any great Delight,' 

Mr Dan vers Hood up next, and fpoke as follows : 
Sir, 

* I am eritirely again ft your Qwellion ; I think !( »:i 
moll unreafonable Propofitbn ; and that k would be alt 
gether as right and as dutiful in us to addrefs hh Maje 
to bring h'n Cabinet, with all the Papers in it, and hf\ 
upon the Table, or upon the Floor of this Houfe, tot 
perufed by the^Members. An honoujable Gentleman, wh 
fpoke Iail but one, talked of the Language of the Pt 
of Enghjid, <ind feenied to infinuate» as if they abufed all 
railed at the Mill irtiy. As to that, I Live been, fmce I 
SciTion, in. feveral Counties of England, and have con ver 
with People of different Parties, and I never heard 
Man reproach the Miniftry ; on the contrarj', they ietnid 
all to think, that the only Difpute among us here was wl 
ihoald be Miniller ; and as this is a Difpute which the 
nerality df_t^e People of England are no way concerned 
Gentlemen are much miitaken, if they imagine chat

* We have been told, not only upon the Occaiion 
our Addrefs, in Anfwer to his Majelly's Speech from 
Throne } but have Itkevsrife heard from Gentlemen 'm\ 
late Debate, that the principal Caufcs of the War nc 
carrying on in Europe, proceeded from thofe Obllruflic 
which were tlirowa in ihsit Way, at the late EletUon ol 
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I ihall therefore beg Leave to move, That 
Addrcfs be prefented to his Majefty, that he 
would be graciouily pkafcd to give Dirc£Uon, rhat the fe- 
veral Inilruilions to Mr Woodward, his Majefty's Mipiflar 
sn Polaod, in the Year i/ag, be laid before the Houfe. 

' It is very well known, Sir^ that the Irte KJng of Po- 
land was at that Time id a bad State of Health, fo bad, 
that even his Life was defpait'd of, and therefore we need 
not doubt^ but that there were fome Meafures tJien kid 
down for regulating, t>r at leail influencing the Eleflion of 
a new King -. As wc had a Minifter ihere at that Time, it 
is as little to be doubted, but that we were at Jedt confulted.

lUting between us and the Kepublictc of Poland ; and we 
were certainly interefted in that great Event, becaufe of 
the extenfive Trade carry 'd on by our Subjefts in that fruit- 
ful Kingdom : Tis true, the then King of PoJand happen'd 
to live for a few Years after ; but it is probable, that the 
Meafiirc^ then agreed on, were much the fanne with thofe 
which have been fince purfu'd r or at leaft, that the Mea^ 
furcs then concerted, very much influenced fome of thofc 
Meafares which have been fince carry'd into Execution : 
For this Reafon, I Ihould be glad to fee, and I think it is 
abfiilutely necffliuy for this Houfe to fee the Iniirufiions, 
9t leaA, that weic fcnt to our Miniiiers at that Time, be- 
fore we can determine any Thing as to the State in which 
we fland at prefent, with refpeft to the War now unhap- 
pily begun in Europe ; and therefore I have taken the Li- 
berty to make you this Motion, which I hope the Houfe 
will agree to.'

If we Should agree 
this Motion^ ii would, in my C^inion, ftiew a very 
J>ifrefpc£l to his M^ijefty j for as his Majelty has from tl 
Throne a^ufed u6, that he had no Share in thofe Meaftires 
which have occafioned the prefent War, other than by his 
good Offices I and as this Motion, if it means any thhs;,

Moment, they 
cry, O ! this we told you long ago i and thus they pretend 
to have fbretc^d every great Event that has lately Jiappen'd 
in Etirope ; but I would gladly aik them, Where or when 
any of them have prophejyd, what PotentatCj or in what 
Manner any Potentare, woald interfere in the Eledion of a 
King of Poland ? Have any of them prophcfy'd that the 
Kitig of Sardinia ^youl"^ grant a PalTage to the French Troops 
through his Territories to Italy ; or did they prophcfy, that 
he would join with France in declaring War againft the Em- 
peror ?

1 aot been told that my N^me was mentioned in it. *T)s trae« 
that, about the Times mentioned in that Pamphlet, we were 
obliged to fit out fome Squad tons of Men of War j and tho* 
1 thovight myfclf then old cnowgh to be laid afide. yet I had 
the Honour to be appointed by his Majefty Commander 
of fome of thoa ; With one of thcfe S^uEdront 1 (ailtA v» 
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the Bakick, for the Relief of Sweden, which was then in a 
very dangerous Situation, the MuLovitcs having then a large 
Squadron at Sea, witli which they x^ttt ptundering and ra- 
vaging their Coails, at the fame Time that chey were at- 
tacking them with a numerous Army by Land. 1 he very 
News of out fiftmg out fiicb a Squadron for the Baltick had 
fo good an EfFL-ft, that Tseforc I arrived at Stockholm, the 
lHufcovites had agreed to conclude a Peace wiUi S*4 edcn, 
upon reafotiable Terms ; fo (hat when I cam? to Stockhohn, 
Lwas told hy the Court, that they had no farther Occafioa 
for our Fleet ; but the Fright the poor People were in, 
where I touch'd, and their Joy on die feeing our Fleet, was 
A plain Demonft ration of the Danger they thought thera*' 
felves in. I went afterwards to the Coait of Spain, [ In D€et\ 
1726] with another Squadron J where J cruizM, and Uiok'd 
out with all pojTible Care for the Spanifh Flotilla, then ex- 
pciftcd home ; they, indeed, had the good Fortune to efcaj 
me ; but if the Gentleman who wrote that Parnphlel, kne* 
the Pkcc I was obliged to cruize in, and the onJy Place 3 
could pofijbly cruize iut for the intercepting of the Flotilla ;and' 
if he knew the great Seas that roll therein the Winter Time, 
he would not have had Occafion for long Nights, or foggy 
Weather, as a Realibn for ray having miiTed meeting with 
the Flotilla ; he would have known, that at that Time 
the Year they might have pafled even within my Vicwj 
without its being in my Power either to come up wit 
them, or to fire a Gun at them : But Gentlemen often cen- 
lure other Penple's Aflions, becaufe they know nothing of 
the Matter about what they take upon them to critic 
cife. I have ferved as an Officer in the Navy ever fine 
the Revolution, and, I hope, I have hitherto ferved wkhi 
oat the leaft Reproach ; I am fure I have always endeavour^ 
ed tp ferve my Country to the utmoll of my Power ; and' 
therefore, \ hope, Gentlemen will take Care not to throw 
any RcAeftions upon my Condufl : fiut Tome People feein 
to think, that, with ocr Squa.drons, we may do what ever 
Tvc plcafe, and that if a Squadron is fitted out we muft fight, 
whether there be any Occafion for it or no 1 1 believe they 
thinks that with the lail Squadron we had at Spithead, we 
ought to have fought the Dutch, who came and join'd us^ 
rather than not to have fought at all ; but furely this, as it 
is a very monltrous, cannot be a good Opinion ; We may, 
perhaps, this Year fit out a Squadron, and poffjbly they too 
may go no farther than Spithead, they certainly will oot» 
ntilefs there be a Neccfllty for proceeding farther ; but when 
aJl our Neighbours are fitting out Squadrons, and making 
great military Preparations, it would fuxeiy be very im- 
prudent 
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prudent in ui, not tg pat ourfelves, at leaH, in a Pofture 
of Defence/ 

Tncn Mr William P«!teney fpoke in Behalf of Mr mji w, ^jjtciny 
Sandy &*s Motion : 
Sir, 

" I am very apt to believe, my honourable Friend over 
the Wayi who made you ihis Motion, was very feriotis, as 
be always is in every Motion he makes in this Hoiife. The 
Rcafon he gave for his Motion ^Aas a very llroug one,, fo 
ftrong, that it has not as yet met with any Anrwcr ; for if 
it Should appear, chat we, at the Time he mentioi^s, coQ'* 
(xrted Meafitres in Conjunftton with other Powers, for re- 
gulating ot influencing the next Ele^ion of a King gf Po- 
land ; and that the Plan then laid down ha.s been fince pur- 
iu'd, tliefe Icllr unions will certainly mform us. and from 
thence we may know a little more of our prefcnt Situation

were in Frlendfhip with Ffjncc, they were caballing with 
the Minjrtcrs and Agents of the Emptror ; when the Face 
of A^re chinged, and our Fricndfhip with the Emperor 
was rdlored, they then obalied with the Minifteri and 
Agents of France ; and thus they have been always In the 
grealdl Friendlhip with thofe who have been molt a.t En- 
mity with their native Country.

Share in thofe Tranij,dtions which have given Occafian 
the prefent War ; though he has, in his Sj'tcech from the 
Throne;, declared, that he has had no Share in them. The 
Anfwer to this Obje£liofi is plain j we all know, it has al- 
ways been allowed in this Houfe, that Speech ei^ from the 
Thrune are the Speeches of the Miniftcr, and upon that 
Ruppofition it has always been thought, that neither this 
Houfe, nor any Member of this Houfe is guilty of any Dtf- 
lefpefl to hts Vlajeily, in examining and cdnvalTing with 
all poffible Freedom every Sentence of the Speech from the 
Throne ; even the Fafts there aficrted may be deny*d, xod 
if upon Examination it fhould be found, that they arc faJfc, 
the Minifter oaght and certainly would anfwer fever ely for 
it.

^Bation from the Inilnitlions now called for, as to the Faft 
in Dilpute at prefent, h what I Ai^H not tftke upoit me to 
determine ; nor can it be, m my Opinioti, deternilned by 
any Gentleman in this Houfe ; but to me it feems very pro- 
bable, that we may from thefe Inflruftions receive fomc 
Lights, which ciuy etxabk us to determine how this Nation 
Aandfi engaged, with refpefl to the War now carrying oti 
in Europe, Jince the principal Reafon of that War is al- 
lowed to be founded upon the Jate Eleflion of a King of 
Poland. Gentlemen may, if they pleafe, pretend Ignc ranee, 
bat it k \^ certain, that the iate King of Poland was ia 
the YtSLT 1729 in a very bad Condition, with refpeft to 
his Health, and therefore it fecms certain, that ibme Mea--

tKorfc Tianfafktons, it cannot be faid, I think, ihst we have

^V What Share we had in thofe Tranfaftions, 'till I fee 
tfcofe Inilru£iions, it is impoffible for me to fay ; but from 
the Lights I already have, it appears evident to me, that 
we have had a very large Share in all the other Negotia- 
tions, which have been lately carried on in Europe. Did 
not we procure the Introdufiion of the firit Spanilh Force* 
into Italy ? Are not wc Guarantees for all I>on Carlos's 
Kights and Pofleffions in Italy ? Are not we Giiftr?-ntees for 
all the Emperor*3 Rights and Poffeffion* in Itidy ? Are not 
we Guarantees even for the Pragraaticlc SanAion in its fall 
Extent ? I believe we are under Engagements to every one 
of the Northern Powers; and I have heard, that we arc 
itader fome Epgagemcnts to the Court of France i fo tWt 
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let a War have broke out between any twt> Power* in Eo-;, 
rope. It will be difficult to (hew, that wc had no Hand 
the Tmnf^iftions which gave Occafion to that War ; uj 
the contrary, I believe it will appear, that each of themj 
might have juftly made Uemands upon us j and this, Sir|< 
h our prefent unhappy Simatiorv : If this fliews great Wif 
dom, or regular Pra&ice, as the Get]tleiiian was pleafed t4 
call ir, in ihofe at the Helm of our AiFalrs, I leave to the 
World to judge : We have been runjiing ill over Europe, 
and entering uito Engagements with every Prince and Sate 
in Europe, and all this without any nationai Benefit 
View, but generally to the grejit Detriment of our JDome 
flick Affiirs, and often to he great Interruption of our 
Trade in all Parts of the World ; and hpw probable it 
may be, that the fime W»fioin, which has brought us ini

* We were told. Sir, the firil: Day of the Seflion, thi 
wc were to concert Meafures, and to aSt in Conjunftic 
with Powers who are uider the fame Engagements with u$ 
and have not taken Part in the prefent War, more parties 
larly the States General : But I would gladly know, if 
have hitberto taken any one Step in Conjunftlon with themi 
L it not well known that in molt Cafes we have lately madt 
the iird Step by ourfelveii, and then have, with great Diffi-j 
ctilty and Expense, prevatled on them to fallow us, whicl 
they never did, but upon their own Terms, and under ve» 
great Reilri^ions and Refeivations : They have now indc 
done fometlLing for their own Security, but what they ha'v 
done was, I believe, done without any Thing of our Parti^ 
cipation ; they did not fo fnuch, I believe, as confult wit}l^ 
U5 upon that Head, which really louk^ as if they had (ome 
Diftrnlt of our Power, or as if they thought they could nc 
put any Canfidence in the Counfels of this Nation ; and 
our mo ft natural Allies Ihould once begfn to harbour fucb all' 
Opinion of us, w^ m:iy then conclude, that there is no De* 
peiHience to be had upon their Friend fhip Or Alliance. 

* In Ihorr, Sir, if his Majdly expe<Ss our Advice uj 
the prelent State of the Aifairn of Europe i if his Majefl/" 
expefh the Aflhlance of Parliament in the prcfent Exigencj 
of Affiiirff, we muH he infornied bow our AffJirs iUmc 
before we can in a proper parliarrentary Way give eithe 
our Advice or Affidance : It was with this View, and with 
this View only, that foine Papers have been already calJcd 
for, which hai'e indeed been refufed by a Majority j it h 
with this View only, ijjn.t the Papers mentioned in the Mo- 
tion now before us are aflttd for, and if they likewife be re- 
fufed by a Majority, we mw, perhaps^ give Im Majcftjr 
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AJTillance aa his Miniilers fiiall pleafe to aife ; but I am AiSBOT. Cei.tr, 
f«rc we can give no Advice, nor can we gire a Rcafon for 
what we do*** 

Sir Robert Walpote fpoke next^ 

Sir, 
* I will agree with th« honourable Getitleinan who fpoke 
la&f that the prefent Ppllure of AiFairs ^oes require, zoA 
bis Majeily expefb the AfllAance of Parliament ; but I 
will fay, tknt the pre fen t Motion, and fome fuch lately 
inade, had the Houfe agreed to them, would have tended 
to increafe the pre fen t Troubles and Cortfufions A broads 
rather than to have mveti any real AIM&tice either to our- 
felvcs or others. I believe. Sir, there is not a Court in 
Europe, whether engaged in the prcfent War» or otherwife, 
but expefled to have known by the 17th of tiiis Months 
what Fart Great Britotti was to have taken in the prefent 
War ; as yet it remains unrefotv'd, or, at leaii, a Secret, 
and it is the Ititereil of Great Britain it (hould continue fo ', 
btit fome Gentlenten feem incliDcd not only to precipitate 
their Country into a Kcfoludou^ but to publifh that Refo' 
lutton, as foon as taken^ to the whole World j and which 
Side defcrves molt the Thanks of their Country, thofc who 
are for our coming to no Refolution ''till we have fully ex- 
amined the Circumlknces of Affairs, and «ven then con* 
cealing our Refoiutions till we are juA ready to carry theni 
into Execution ; or thofe who are for our coming to a halty 
KdblutioD, ard immediately publifhlng it to th.e World 
that our Enemies may h^ve Time to provide agalnil it, 1 
leave to the World to judge. 

• Whatever other Gentlemen may think, it is my Opini- 
on* that our Situation h much better than can well be ex- 
pe^ibed f and whenever that Matttr (hail come to be exa- 
BUaM into, I believe it wiU appear, thst our prcfent Situa- 
doii is the very bell the Nation could poffibly be in, with 
relatbn to theprefent Porture of Affairs in Europe. The 
Gentleman who Ipokc laft, was pleafed to mention the State* 
of Holla:)d, and that they had done fomething for tlieit 
own Security ; 'ds true, ihey have done fomething, they 
have entcr'd into a Treaty of Neutrality ; whereas we have 
rcmaJn'd entirely in a State of lnad:ion ; but upon this very 
Account, I chink, we are in a much better Condition than 
they are, for by that Neutrality they have cng:iged not to 
x£i at all, nor to concern thcmfefves in the prefcnt War ; we 
zre ftilt at Liberty, and m:iy, upon any Event, take that 
Part which ihall then appear to be mol{ for the Interell of 
Great Britain : In this then our Ciife ib blotter than theirs, 
becaufc they arc engaged by an e:t;pre(s. Stipulation not to 
coDCcin chrmfdvci m ihf prcfent War, whcmi wc nt uti- 
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dcr no Engagement, but that natural Obligation w1i 
upon every Country not to coticern them (elves in any Wa 
unlcf^ they find it for their lutciell (o to do. 

• I do not helkve. Sir, that the States General, or 
other foreign Po^er has Jefs Truil in the Strength, or left 
Confidence in (he Counf'-ls of this Nation than they former- 
ly had ; but if it were fo, I ftiouM not wonder at it, when 
every Pod tells them, that wc are a divided Nation, and 
that there is no Dependence to be had upon our prefent 
Coanfels, becaufc great Alterations .tre foon to happen, wht ' 
mull neceflarily prod«ce a thorougJi Change in all our pt 
IJcfr Mcafurea ; and upon this CoJifiiJcration J leave tt to ' 
every impartiai Man to judge, if we are iri any unhappy Si- 
tuation, who have contributed muft to it, thofe who hai 
honelrty and faithfully fer^'ed the Crown, or thofe who hav 
■ made it their Bufinefs for fome Years, to do all that ivas 
their Power to dillrefa every Mcafure of his Majeiiy's 
verriTTient ; and that too in Conjtinftion with a Pcrifon wi 
1 believe will never be trufted by any Court in Europe, 

'His Majc%, in his Spetch from the Throne, has 
BS, that he h not any Way en^ged in the prefeot War, 
thiit he will cake Time to examine the Fa;^? alkdged on bod 
Sides, before he comes to any determination ; when he 
done fo, it is not to be doubted, but that he will lay all 
Infgrmatiotii he can get before his Parhament, and will ' 
the Advice of Piiriiament, what Part the Nation ODght 
take in the then Gonjundure ; why then fh^nld we cndeavou 
to anticipate his Majelly's wife Defigns ? Why ihould we r 
headlong and plunge the Nation into a War, by joining 
ther one Side or other, before his Majelly has had anj 
Time to examine into the Pofture ftf Affairs abroad ? This 
feems, indeed, to be tiic View of fome Gentlemen ; bat, 
furely fjch a rafh Proceeding would rather incrcafe tba 
dinjinifli the Unhapplnefs of our prefent Situation ^ and 
very far from that Coolnefs and Temper which uught to 
fliewn, when the very Safety of our Country depends ut 
on the Prudence and Unanimity of oar Refolutions.

nority, who can as Jiitle be fiifpeiSed of Corruption, as an| 
of thofe who generally appear upon the Minority Side 
(Ae QHeftion, 
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t&Cy Matter for Gentlemen to reprefcnt Airiri 7. ocn. ti. 
the Meafures, lately taken by the Government, as unwife, 
inconMeut, and the like, or to give ihem wfanc other Epi- 
thets they iiavc a mind, but wheu the Day comes for Jrnjuir- 
ing into themj which I aa heartily v/ifh for as any Gentle- 
luaa in this Houft% I believe thofe Meafures will appear in 
a quite different Light ; and thofe Geutleineji, why may 
perhaps have hearkned to every little Whifper of fome of 
the foreign Miaiilcrs at this Court, which is, I believe, the 
'only Foundation they have for what they h^ve afrt-rted, wiJi 
find themfelves at !ail difappointed. Whenever fitch an In- 
quiry fiiali- be refolded on, I make no Doubt, but that tli«; 
Majority of this Houfe will agree to call for every Paper, that 
can be thought necedary for giving the Hoiife a full Jnfor- 
mAnon of the prefent State of the Nation : But chis ts not 
the Qoeftion at prefent, nor are we now to inquire whether 
his Majefty has had a Share in thofe Tranlkftions, which 
have given Occafion to the prefent War in Europe ; and tliere- 
fore 1 eannot think we have, at prefent, any thing to do 
with aiiy Inllruftions givea to hi» Majeiiy's Miniflexs in Po- 
land or elfewhere, 

* His Majeliy, 'tis tfue. Sir, expefb the Affillance of his 
Parliament, but for what ? He does not immediately cx- 
pc£l fuch an Afliftance as to enable him to take any Part in 
theprefent War ; he wants only fuch ati Aflillance as may en- 
able him to put the Nation in a proper Pollnre of Defence ; 
aind furely wc may determine what Afliitatice will be necef- 
ikry for that End, without inquiring into any of our foreign 
Negotiations. It is for thh Rcafon, Sir, that I think the 
Houfe has done right, in rejcfting all the Motions hitherto 
made for Letters and Inllru<!:^ions relating to our foreign Af- 
taitSt and, for the fatne Reafon 1 make no doubt, but that 
they will likewlfc rejeft the prcfent Moiion.'

was then begun and carried on again ft the Kmperor, with 
fo much Vigour, by the united Powers of France, Spain, 
aatj SArdinia. This Motion was fecondod, but, being op- 
pofed by the Courtiers, it was carried in the Nt'gL\tive, with- 
out a Divifion. 

Then Mf Sandys ftood up again, and (aid, * That though 
eke Motion he hadi juft before made had been rc^ctCted) 7<^l^ .oa, 
JU^ F ]» 
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he never propofed any Thing m that Hoiife, bui 
thought juft and reafonable, he was not therefore apt lo 
be difcouragM ; and for that Reafon he would beg Leave 
to make another Motion, which he hoped would meet 
Sln^oT'ioA^Q^twith better SQCcefs, which was. That an humble Addreft 
hir^l^rrtljf to" flioald be prefented to his Majefty, that he would be gra- 
hiiMijcftyjbyihc douily pleafed to communicate to die Haufej what AppJi- 
canon had been made to him by the feveral Parties tb^l 
engaged in the Wa^^ founded upon Treaties or other En* 
sagements. 

This Motion being feconded by Sir John Rufhoat, the 
fame was oppofed by Mr Henry felhanij who ipokc u fd- 
lows. 
Sir, 
* It h very true, that the honourable Gentleman, who 
made you this Motion, ie not very ape to be dircouragcd, 
but however he may flatter himfelf with Succefs in his prdeni 
Motion, it is, in my Opinion, fo much of a Kin to hii 
former Motion, which the Houfe has aUeady rejeded, thai 
I can fee no Reafon he has to expcdt, that the prefeitt fhottid 
have a different Fate,' His M^jelty has already told us, thai 
he was no way engaged in the prefent War, nor had had 
any Shaj-e in thole Tranfailions which gave Rife to it | and 
therefore *tis not to be prcfumed, that any Power engaged 
has made any Application to him founded upon Treaties or 
other EngJigerdents. Some of them might perhaps have 
made an Application to his Majeriy for his Affiltance ; but 
even fuch Application was not to be prcfumed, becaufe, had 
any fuch Application been made, it was not to be doubted, 
but that his M-ajefty, in his Speech from the Throne, would 
have taken foine Notice of it. As this Queftion, Sir, is of 
the fame Nature with the former Qwetlion moved by thai 
Gentleman, and founded upon the fame Jealoufy of his Ma- 
jefly's Condadl, it is impoifible for me to have any thing 
new to urge againK it; but I b'^lieve it is as impoffible for 
any Gentleman in this Houfe to fay any thing new in Fa- 
vour of it J and tlierefore I fiiall give the Houfe no farihi 
trouble^ only to declare, that I fiiall give my Negative 
it^ as well as I did to the former.' « 

Then Mr Pulteney fpoke in Favour of the Motion. 

Sir, 
* In whatever Light the honourable Gentleman, whoipoi 
laft, may take the prefent Motion, I think it muft 
a vejy different Confideration from the Motion formerl 
made by my worthy Friend, I believe it will not be d 
nied, b«t that we are under fome Engagements to every one, 
cr, at Jeail, to raoft of the Powers conccrnM in the prefent 
War J and whatever we may ait prefent ptetend to think oi 
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cbo£b Engagenwnts^ it is very probable, that thofe to whom 
we are engaged think othcrwiie : It is not to be doubted, 

«X that fome of thenv think that we are, by ihe Engage- 
fnts we have entered into, obliged to aJiJt them, upon 
e prefcnt Emergency ; and it is pretty well knowa, that 
they have made Applicadon for an immediate /crfDrroance 
©f thofe Engagements. I have heard, that ten thoufaml 
Land-Forces, or fome fuch Number, has been afluaUy de- 
manded by one of the Powers engaged in the War i I will 
mot, iode^, affirm the Truth of it, though I have fome- 
ching more than the Whifper of a foreign Miniiter to con- 
firm what I fay. 

»' It Is weil known. Sir, that in moft of the Engagements 
■ have entered into with foreign Powers^ it is left to the 
Choice of the Power we are engaged with, to demand a Quo- 
ta in a Squadron of Ships, a certain Sum of Money, or a 
certain Number of Troops j, and as we are to go into a 
Committee upon the Supply on Monday next, there is no- 
t3iing more rcafonabk, tli;xn that the Houfe Jhould be in- 
formed of what Demands have been made upon us, and 
whether thofe Demands have been for Ships, Monty, or 
Men, before we go inio that Committee ; for, witliout fudi 
Information, it will be impolSble for us to know how to 
come to fuch Rdblutions, as may be moUt for the Safety and 
Honour of the Nation. The Motion is t|iercfore fo far from 
being unreafonabJe, that it is ncceifary it fhould be com- 
plied with I and if it is not, I cannot really fee how we otirt 
properly go Into the Committee upon the Supply on Moftr 
&Ly nesct.' 

To this Sir William Yongc replied : 
Sir, 

* I can fee no Reafon, why the Hottfe may not be fully 
prepared for going intc^the Committee of Supply on Mondky 
next, though this Motion fhould be rcjeded as the others 
have been i and therefore I do not think it nccelTary io en- 
ter into {he Debate at prefent, nhetlicr the Motion be rea- 
ibiuible or no ; there may be another Time for that Quc- 
jlion, for which Reefon I fiiall now only move for the pre- 
vious Qaeftioo. 

Hereupon Mr Pulteney flood up again, and faid ; 
Sif, 

* 1 find the Gentleman, who fpoke laii, has avoided en- 
CCring upon the Merits of the Queftion, and, by a Sort of 
tKurUamcntary Trick, by moving for the previous Queilion, 
he intends, it fcems, to put off the Quellion for this Day, 
9X. leift.} this, in my Opinion, h treating the Queflion with 
mnda greater Indecency than if it were to be (airly argu'd, 
aiul aft«r\VArd3 rcjct^cd i for if the Quelliga be djeU-j'd 'ivW 
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after Monday next, it will then be too late to enter apon 
the Confideration of it ; it will really be in EfFeft, firft to 
refolve, and then to enter into the Confideration of what 
ought to be refolvcd ; and therefore I muft defire, that the 
■Queftion may be fairly debated, that Gentlemen would, at 
leafl, give us a Reafon for what they are to do, and then 
let the Motion fland or fall upon its own Merits.

* I did not intend any Trick when I moved for the pre- 
vious Queftion ; it is what has been always praftifed in this 
Houfe, when any Queftion has been moved, which Gen- 
tlemen have a Mind to favour fo much as not to put a Ne- 
gative upon it : But even as to the Merits of the QdelUoil, 
it cannot, certainly, ha/e any Relation to any Refolutions 
we can poflibly come to on Monday next in the Committee 
of Supply ; for all the Refolutions we ccnne to in that Com- 
mittee, are founded upon Eftimates given in, or Demand

of it i and as it appears to the Houfe, it will certainly be 
agreed to or rejedcd ; but as I do not think this a proper 
Time for debating it, I muft infift upon my Motion.'

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Praftice, we ma/ expeft in a few Years the whole ^'">j'^^-ii- 
Xrade of the KingJom, (o far as relates to our Home- \_i— — , _J 
Confumption, will be got jotp the Hands of Smugglers only, 
atid the Retailers who buy from them. It wa^ expefled 
that the Alteration, made fame Years ago in the Method 
of coTJe&lng thofe Duties, would have prevented this in-

* As to the infamous Practice of Smuggling, and the Frauds 
committed in that Branch of the publick Revenue, which 
the Petition relates to, I believe, every Gentleman would 
willingly do fomcthing to prevent it, if pofuble ; but the 
Method, propofcd by this Petition, appears really to me in 
a very ftrange Light : It has been found, they fay, that 
the Laws of Excife joined with the Laws of the Cuilonu, 
have not been efFcftual for preventing all thofe Frauds? 
r.nd therefore Gentlemen propofe, that we fliould t^e off 
one of thefe Checks, j\nd indeed, that which muft be ac- 
knowledged to be the mod effeflual ot the two, in order to 
prevent Running for the future. I need not fay any thing

The Hearing of Coraplainta from the Subjcfts, an<l the Rc- 
drefling of their Grievance:-, 1 have always underftood to 
be a chief Part of the Bufinefs oi ParUameiit i and I am 
ibfTy to heoj it laid in this Houfe, that any Time js im- 
praper Ibr fuch a ConiicSeradon, efpccially when it is not 
(a much as pretended, that the Complaints art: frivolou;, or

* The honourable GentJemao fpoke of ottr being on the 
Brink of a War, ami therefore thougfit it unwife lor us to 
Attempt to do any I'hrng that might IciTen the publick Re- 
value : 1 believe no Gentleman -in this Houfe means to 
leilicn the publick Revenue ; the very End of the Motion 
now made is to endeavour fomethttig that may iltcreafe the 
publick Revenue, by preventing thofe Frauds by which it 
is greatly diminished. The Gen tie man allows, that the 
JjLWA of Excife and Cuilom^, when joined together, are 
ioeffisi^anl for preventing the running of Tea ; but thinks it 
ftrange, that the taking oS one of thofe Checks Ihoald be 
pTOpoied as a Method for the preventing of running for the 
fatUfe, aad it would be fo if this were the cnly Methods 
bat there may be fame Method propoled, if wu go into a

Fmm 1716 to 1724 that Duty continued ftibjeft only to 
the Law* of the Cuilomb. and yet fo greatly did our Con> 
fninption iOCre.i<e within that Time, that in the Year 1725 
the Duty ainounted to 1 1 2,000 1. near double the Sum in 
that fcven Years which preceded the Alteration. This 
can be attributed t-nly to the Increafe of the Conrumption, 
for it can riot be faid, that the Cultom-Houfe Officers were

W2S made ; We cannot luppofe the Cdjifumption Jias fmce 
decreafed ; on the contniry, as Tea has been fold cheaper 
tlian ever it was before, we mull fuppofc that the Coo- 
fumption has greatly incrcafed i and as by this Alteratioa 
the unfair Traders were entirely pat out of all their old 
Arts of Smuggling, or at kail of difpofing of their run 
, Goods, we mull fuppolV the Duty increafed, and vccor^ 
dingly it did {o til! the Year 1729 ; when it nmoumed to 
about 1 62,000 1.

made, 
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made the MoeJon, and the honourable GentlcmaB who fpokc 
la.& have urged in Support of their Motion, I mud 
agree with my honourable Friend on the Floor, that the 
prefcnt is not at all a proper Time, nor indeed are we 
airy Way prepared for going into a Committee upon the Pe- 
tition before us. I am forprizi'd to hear Jt pretended that 
no Argument has been oiFered againft the Motion, bat tliat 
of its not being a proper Time ; have not Gentlemen been 
told, is it not well known that this is thclaft SelTion of a Par- 
liament^ which muit always be pretty much hurried ?

Arguments are not offered againft wl 
ihey propofr, oc at leaft only fuch as are general ; but, 
think, it has always been the Cullom, when any thing tA 
IS offered, thofe who are for it give their Re2,fon;, ^id ifj 
thole Reafons cannot be fufficlently anfwered, the Hoc 
then agrees with the Motion.

The Peti- 
tioners have very juft Grounds to hope this Houfe will take 
cff from I hem thofe Shackles, we mott jullly refufed to put 
upon the Dealers in Wine and Tobacco : They have as good 
a Title to all the Liberties and Privileges of Englifhmeti as 
any other Subjefts, and I can fee no Reafon for diJlitiguiJli- 
tog them from the reA of their Countrymen. In the prefenc 
Caie Gendemen need not be afraid of making a Precedent, 
md laying a Foundation for a great many Petitions ; there 
tat no Dealers in England followed by the Laws of Excife 
as the Dealers in Tea are, except only the Dealers in Bran- 
dy ; therefore, the giving Ear to the heavy and juft Com- 
pi.-unti of tJie Petitioners, can lay no Foundation for a Mul- 
titude of Petitions being brought in upon ui from the Dealers 
Ctnamodities ; for tho' there arc other Commodi- 
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ties fubjcfl to the Laws of Excifc, yet thofc go no 
than the firft Manufefturer; thsy do not follow the Commo- 
dity into the liulc Shops and Cellars of every petty RctaiJcr. 
Gentlemen tell us, thitt wc are to have Matters oi much grea- 
ter Wejgh the fore U3, which require a more immediate Confi- 
deration, and which will take up the whole of that Ih on Tinte 
we have to be together. I know ntithing of greater Wdgk 
than that of effL:ctuaUy lecuring the pubhck Rerenue, encou- 
raging the fair Trader, and relieving our Feiiot' 'Subjs 
from the Grievances they hbour under ; and I wflh the 
tlemen would inform the Houfe, wliat it is they chtnk s. Mat- 
ter of much greater Weight.

The 
Time I fpent in the Country, during the lail Rccefs of Par- 
liatncjit, happened to be where I bad Occafmn to fee a gr&t 
dial of tliat in^unoui Predict' -, fo thrtt if there was no 
Other Motive for going into the Cummlttee propofed, than 
that of endeavouring to do fometbing to pre; vent Smuggling, 
ibot ilonc with me would be a prevailing Motive i and fot 
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any Gentleman ; much more by thofe Gendemen, who mu 
know much more than I do of the great Increafe and fital^ 
Effedls uf this infamous Pratlice, In the County of SufFblk, 
die Smugglers went about in i'ucK formidabk Bodies, that 
if fomcthing is not done to puc a Stop to it, they may foon 
tliresten Danger even to our Civil Govcrnmtnt : I have of- 
ten met thetti in Gangs ci 40 or 50 together all fo well 
mounced, that even the Dragoons could not come up witlt 
them ; aJid ihey give fuch exccfTive Wages to the Men that 
will eitgage with them, tti:it the Landed Intereft fufFers con- 
fiik-rabiy by ic : 'I 'he common Price of n Day's Labour 
th;it Country is aheady got up to i8d. and, even at th 
Price, it is with great Difficulty that the Farmers can gc 
Labourers ; and how can it^^-i otherwife f For all tbeyouMi 
clever Fellows of the County are employed by tiic SmB| 
glers i from them they have half a Crown a Day while tii 
wait upon the Sea-Coaft for the Janding of the Goods, 
ais foon as ihc Goods are landed, and they mount on Ht 
back to go about the Country to difpofe of them, they havffl 
i. Guinea a Day, and Lire well entertained during their Ae-J 
tendance : Thus they iind a much eafier and more proHtablf] 
Employment than any they can have from the Farmer, an 
while they are thus employ 'd, all Improvements of Lani 
muH remain in Sufpence. Gentlemen may talk of the greacj 
Check put upon Smuggling, by the joining of the Lawsi ' 
Excife to the Laws of the Cuftcms, but they muft allow thajj 
that Projetl, from which fo much Benefit was expeft^, 
proved altogether mefFcfiual ; and I am, afraid, that all otli 
Methods will prove ineitdual, as long as the Duty is {« 
high, and fo much Advantage to be got by running, Ii 
that Part of the Country where I was. Tea is generallji 
fold by Ketailers in their Shops, at 55. a Pound ; and as' 
we muft fuppofe the Importer to have a Profit upon Impor- 
tation, and as the Duty amounts to above 45. 9 d. a Found, 
1 leave Gi:ntlemen to judge whether it is pofTible, to fell 
by P^.ctail at 5 s. per Pound any Tea, upon which the Duty 
has been honcilly paid. It is eafy to guefs whence all thti 
Tea comes ; the Smugglers buy it in Holland, at z s, fiK 
Pound, and from thence run it into this Country ; tl 
Dutch buy it in the Eail-Indies at 6 d, perVouad, fo 
this Nation pays the Dutch i s. 6 d. per Pound for the Cai 
riage. This muft be a vail Lof<! to the Nntion, and ccrj 
fainly fo great an Adv^nt^'ige to Holland, that I am furej 
there were now a Dutch Minifter in our Gallery, he would 
be extremely pleafed to hear this Motion rcjciJled ; ar 
woutd not trtil to acquaint the States General, how mucl 
the InteretVijf Halknd had, by fomc Gentlemen in a Britifl 
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Hoafe of Commons, been preferred to that of Great Eri- 
tain I am amazed to find that fome Gentlemen do not fee 
w much the Kevcnue fuffers by the Pradllce of Smuggling, 
nd tho' I do riot expeft that they fliould take any great 
re of the SubjeQ, yet I hope they will take fome Cai-e 
Clic publick Revenue, fitice tliey have the fingering and 
~ ag of it Upon tlie whole, I m aft fay, if we have 
cgard for the Subjefts in general, fur the Trade of 
h N^Ltion, for the publick Revenue, for the landed Iiite- 
It, particubrly the Till^ige ; we certainly mufl agree to go 
into thi J Committee j I am fure nothing more worthy of our 
CoDfidcratioti can poffihiy come before us ; therefore 1 ihall 
be molt heartily for the Queftion.' 

Then Mr Henry PcUi^uti fpoke agalnft the Petition.- 

Sir, 
* I cannot lay. Indeed, with the Gentleman who fpoke 
laft, that I have been in daily Exp'^ftaiion of this Petition j 
on the contrary, I was in Hopes, as the Senfe of this Houfe 
had been taken upon it lalt SelTton, the Petitioners ivouM 
have chofen a. more proper Time for renewing their Rc-^ 
queil, than when we are upon the Brink of a War. Our 
Situation is at prefent fuch, that to Jo any Thing which 
might pofGbly Itffeii the publick Revenue, would be afling 
otherwifc than ifa!:. Houfe ought to do ; the prefenttng it at 
fuch a critical Jun£lure, fetrns really done wkh no other 
\''iew, but that of reviving tliofc Clamours and Difturbances, 
which were lately fo artfully ilirred up over the whole 
Xitigdom. Jt is impolliblc to talk cither for or agoinlt com- 
mitting a Petition^ without entering fome way into the Me- 
rits of it, and into what may be expeilcd to be done in that 
Committee : Jn this, if there is any Irregularity, the Gen- 
ticmcn who have fpoke for referring the Petition to a Com- 
jnittce. Live been as guilty a^ thofe who fpoke againil it j 
but in my Opinion, there is nothing more proper to bv-coti- 
Cder'd at prefcnt, than whether or no there can poiTibly be 
any Thing propofed in that Coinmitiee, for redreJling the 
Grievances complained of in the Petition ; for if no pre- 
fent Redrefs can be thought of, it would not be very con^ 
fillcnt with the Dignity of this Houfc, to go inu a Com- 
mittee upon any Affair, only to ftare at one another, and 
then to break up without hearing any Thing propofed, or 
coming to any one Refoluiion ; and as yet I have he;trd 
jjotiung mentionetl, nor lb much as hinted at for us to do 
in "tUat Committee, but what might probably dimfniili the 
publick RcvcnuCj which is a Rifquc we ought not to run 
at prefcnt. ! am very ft'nfible of the great Enormilica coni- 
inittrd by the Smugglers, cfpccially in the adjacent Coun- 
ties. The open and outrageous Mannfr m ftKv^ \Kcv tin-^ 
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^iflBor oe«. 11. on their Frauds is well known ; but that Method of Smngi 
gling is much more expenfive, difficult, and dangerous, 
than the privite Way they had of carrying on that PradlicC; 
before the Laws of tlie Exctic were joined to thofc of th 
Culloms ; it k likcwife well known, how many Scizu; 
have ktely been made, and how many of thofe Smuggli 
have been quite ruined and undone ; this mull neceifaril/ 
difcourage any new Undertakers in that Way, and will ca- 
tainly put an End ta the Prafttce. I fhall not now preteiiii 
to fay, what Increafe has been made to the publick Re* 
venue, by fubjc^ling Tea, Coffee, and Chocolate to th# 
Laws of Excsfe, but it is certain that Branch of the Revenue 
has been fincc that Time increafed, and 1 cannot think but 
there was more Smuggling before than fince that Alteraiitsi 
was made ; there were not indeed fo mr^ny Seizures made 
before, nor was Smuggling formerly carried on in fo 0[>tn 
or fo violent a Manner ; fo that it has frnce m3.de a great 
deal more Noife, and from thence moll People conclude, 
fkifcly I believe, that Smuggling has lately increafed. 

* It istrgejmoft of thofe Things now under theLawsof Ex- 
cifc, are not fo m uc h folio wed after as Te^i, which indeed makei 
a Difference a^ to the Number of Perfons who are thereby 
fubjedled to the Ex'cife Laws : But as to thofe who^ by theif 
being Manufefturera of luch other CommodWes, are fubjefted 
to fuch Lnws, they certainly have as much Reafon to com- 
plain of Grievances, tts the Dealers in Coffee and Tea can 
poiTibly have ; and therefore they have as good Re^fon to 
apply to ParHament for Relief. Have not the Mnllters, 
Brewers, Soap-boilers, and a great many othen, as good a 
Tide to all the Liberties and Privileges of Eoglifhmen, t* 
the Dealers in Coffee and Tea, or any other Subjefts i 
^flnd the Reaibn for diilinguifhing both from the rcll of their 
Countrymen is, bccaufc the publick Utility and the Natare^ 
of their Buiinefs, make it abfolutely neceffary to do fo : If 
we then take the Cafe of the Pefitioners int^oor Confide- 
lation, can we expeft but all the othev Sorts of Traders, 
who are, or imagine themfelves in the fame Circumftances, 
will not apply to us for Relief? And will it be confiftent 
with the Juilice of Parliament, not to take their Cafes under 
our Con fide rat ion, as well as the Cafe of the Petitioners* 
Thus (hall wc open a Door for a great deal more BuJinefs, 
iJian we Jhall have Time to difpitch in this Seflion or in 
this Parliament. In the prefer t Cafe, Gentlemen ought 
to coufider, that the Duties upon Coffee End Tea are appro- 
priated to the Payment of tlic publick Debts ; and there- 
fore, before we attempt any Altenuion, as to the Method 
of collecting it, or any Thing that may poffibly dimlnilh it» 
WC ought to have tW CQuknt of thofc who aie interelled 
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>f a Diminution we ought to be i 
sffuretl of the Means to make it up in another Way. 1 
have always had, and (hall have as great a Reeard to the 
Interdl of the Subje^, as any Meitiber of this Houfc ; 
vi(l I do not doubc but the honourable Gentleman who 
ifboke Jail has the fame : But I never couM think the taking 
Care of the Subjeft, and of the publick Revenue, were 
tiiiUiid Confitlerations ; they are certainly the ikme, and in 
all our Deliberations in this Houfe we ought 'to have a Re^ 
card to both. I agree, that fomcthing may, and ought ta 
PC done^ for putting an immediate Stop to the prefent Prac- 
tice of Smuggling, but I think it more confiftetit with the 
IS'ifdom of this Houfe, not to enter upon fo copious a 
Field at the very Qofe of a Parliament ; and therefore, as 
one that wiihes well to the Subje^, &f a Member of thi^ 
Houfe, and as an honeit Man, I Jhall give my Vote ibr 
ordering the Petition lo lie on the Table.' 

Mr Palleney fpoke next in Favour of the Petition : 
Sir, 

* I fimi that all the Gentlemen, who have oppofed this Mo- Mr^ei'ciwy. 
tioa now in your Hand, pretend to be of Opinion, that this 
is not a proper Time for going into the Committee pro- 
pofed. This was, F remember, the chief Argmnent made 
life of in Jait Seflion of Parliament againft taking this Petition 
into our Confideration ; then indeed they pretended, that 
the Petition was Hgncd but by a few of the Dealers in that 
Cominodity : But this Objeflion being now intirdy remov'd 
by the Gentleman who prefented the Petition, they are o- 
bligjed to have recourfe to the other Objeflion, which they 
iheo made ufc of. In laft Selfion they told us, ' This Seffiqti 

* it near an End, we have not Time now to enter into the 

* Confideration of the Matters complained of in the Petition, 

* bat next SeJEon it^ihall be done.' Now we are in the next 
Sc^n, and in the Beginning of the Seffion too, they can- 
not tell us the Seffionisnear an End : Bat they fay, *This Sef- 

* AoQ will be but fhort, and as it is fo near the Qofe of 
' a Parliament, we cannot now enter into tJic Confideration 
' fsf this AfEiir, bur it Ihall be done next Parliament.' What 
tannt Trifling is this ? Can Gentlemen expcd that this Houfe 
will be treated in &ch a Manner ? Who h the Gentlerasti 
can promife, that this will be done next Pariiiment ? Can 
he, who £incies himfelfthc greateft Man amongft us, be fure 
of having a Seat*in next Parliament ? Or if he has, can he 
be furc that his Power ami Sway will be the f^me ? But why 
" ould this be bat a iliort Seffion? There is no Ncceflity, 

t 1 know of, for putting an End to the Sefllon fo foon i 
f there if>, why did they not call ns fooner ? Thafe in the 
AdjnJniilration have the fole Advifingof his iNJaJef^y, and \t 
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. Gto u. lies ivholly ifi His Br cAft wl^en to call us log;ether, as wtlT u 
when to put an End to the Seflion, Shall our Trade then 
lie cxpofed to Fraud and Smuggling ? Shall our Fdlow-Siib- 
jc£U continue to groan under Loaii of Opjr effion, only 
becaufc they arc relblved this Seflion (hnll be a fiiort Otic f 
The honourable Gentkman, who fpoke Idt, feemed to 
think that this Petition was piefented with a View only, ^ 
he faid, to revive the Clamours, and renew tJie Dlfturban- 
ees that were lall Year wirhoai Doors. This I am furpria*J 
at ! Shall our opprefled Cauutrjir.ea be acctifed of having* 
Defign to raile Uiftuibances, when tJiey comply in to Parlia, 
ment uf the Grievances they labour under ? iihiiil ihofe who 
fue to us in the moft humble Manujer, and pray that we 
\voulfl take their Cafe into Confideration, and give thcctl 
fonie Relief if pofiib!e> be deemed feditioua ? No, they can- 
not be fo much as fafpefted of having aiiy lucli Ddign ; 
but if the prefent Motion be rcjeflted, it wdl, and it ought 
to revive thofe Clamours, and renew thofe Difturbancef,, 
wliich were lall Year moll jatlly raifed over the whole King- 
dom, by a moft wicked Scheme which was propofcd in th: 
Houle : The Nation will from theiice moll jjftly conclidi 
that the ^chtine then fet qn Foot is not ytt Inid ^fide j th' 
will have Reafon to fear, that an honouJabie Gentleman m: 
perhaps be able to pcrfunde Gendenien, at the Beginning oi 
a, Seven Year's Parliament, to agree to that wicked Schane, 
which he could not perfjade them to agrc(! to immediate]; 
before a new Elcftion. If our Fellow-Sabjefls were iniircly; 
relieved from the Opprefiion of Exeifs-Luws, it n;tcht uoi. 
perliiips be fo eafy to fad die us with til em again j but the' 
Gentleman is refolved to prefervc this as a Neil-Egg, as 
Foundation to build on, whenfoever he has a Mind to tak< 
up again his favourite Scheme. Gentlemen feem to be i: 
a Fright^ as if the publick Revenue were to be diminilhed' 
or taken away ; but I ani convinced their Fears are ground 
lefs : All that is defired is, that we would go into a Com 
piittee, that we tvould take the Aifair once ferioufly into ou 
Conftderation, to fee if any Thing can be done moreeffcc 
tnally to fccure the publkk Revenue than it is at prefent,- 
and at the fame time to grant fume Relief to thofe who pe- 
tition for it, and have a Right to expetl it. This will give] 
us a Title to return to our ConlHtuerits with fome Confi 
dence ; and J can fee no Reafon why ivc fhouM leave to an 
future Parliament the Honour of doing a Work, which wtl 
be of fuch figtial Service to tliclr Country and to their Fcl 
Iow-Sttbjc£l5 ; The Grievance now complain t'd of was 
without doubt, the Foui»dation of that wicked Scheme whic 
wc had lall Year bt'Tnte «s ; and I am convincetl, no Gen 
rifjnae \yho had tk« Honour of oppoflng that Scheme, wi 
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Motfon ; DtKerwifc the 
wfe mull be much changed from what it was when an 
llionourable Gentleman, on ieeitig the Minority daily in- 
«:rc:afe, and the Majonty ficken away, was at lall torc*d, 
almoil with Tears in his Eyes, to give up his fiivouritc 
'Child, of whom he feemed to have a moll extraordinary O- 
|>imon, when he faid, ' That Gentlemen, who envied him 
r* other Things, would fc»,e Day or other envy him tha 
•• Honour of that Projeft." I am perfaaded he ilill enter- 
:tain3 tiie fame good Opinion of it, and waits only for a 
kproper Opportunity to renew it ; for which Reafon he is un- 
i.\vilHng that we flioiild go into fach a Committee as is now 
jpropol'cd, left we ihoulJ Tap all the Foundations of any fii, 
turc Projedi: for a farther Extcnfion of the Excife-Laws.' 
To this Sir Robert Walpole replied. 

Sir, 
' If I were to follow the Gentleman, who fpoke lall, iftRWaJpt** 
in all he hss faid, I muft iutirely neglect the QuciUon 
rl>efore us ; but of late it has become io falhionable for 
Centlemen to run axvay from the Queftion, and fay every 
Thing their Fancies foggeft to them, that it is impolfible to 
jpvc them any Anfwer, and keep to the Order of Debate. 
J cannot comprehend how I come to be any way peribnally 
COTJCcrr.ed in the prefent Q^eflton, yet moil of what the Gen- 
tlcmaji faid feemed in a particiihr Manner to be dircftcd ac 
'ane, which indeed is a Subje^ I always fpeak to with the 
^reatcft Unwilbngnefs, as it is very little worthy the Atten- 
tion of this Houle- As to thofe Clamours which were lately, 
«ir have at any other Time been raifed without Doors, £ 
know that aH the means haman InduHry was capable of, 
liave been emplojed to raife Clamour againrt me in aH Parts 
•of the Kingdom ; but it is my Happinefs, that after ten 
Years Endeavours for that Purpofc, no Objeftion could ever 
he made to my Conduft, except what proceeded from fome- 
thing I had propofed or moved for in this Houfe. I am 
jiot confciou3 to myfelf that I ever propofed any Thing in 
this Houfe, but what I thought confiilent with my Dury, as 
A Member of this Houfe, as a good Subjed, and as a Ser- 
vant to the Crown j and in fuch Cafe, Gentlemen may talk 
of the Privileges of Parliament, and of- the Freedom of 
Debate in this Hoafe, but if what a Man fays is to be 
mifreprefentcd, and Clamours raifed againft him without 
Door% for what he honcllly and fairly propofeF, or gives as 
hi<i Opinion in this Houfe, I mtift leave to the Houfe t6 judge, 
-whnt their Privikg<?3 m^iy in 1 ime come to. As to the wicked 
Scheme, us the Genitcnjan was plcaJed to call it, which he 
would pcrfuide Gentlemen, is not ye: bid afidc. I, for my 
own Part, can aflarc thb lioufr, 1 am not fo [timI as wcti^va 
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to engtgf in try Thing that looks like an Excifc, tho' in 
own private Opinion, I ftjll think it waa a Scheme, that Wi 
have tended very much to ihe Intereft of the Nation, 
am convinced that all the Clamoun without Doors, add' 
great Part of the Oppofitioti it met with every where, wil 
founded upon artful FalJhoods, Mifreprefentaiifflis, and lofi" 
nijations that fuch Things were intcnded.as had never entet- 
«d into the Thoughts of any Mag I am acquainted with. 

I will now try, if I may he allowed to fpeak a few Words to 
the Queilion now before us, bat mull firlt take Notice, thai 
I do not rcmeinber any Promife made lafl SeHion, that iJbui 
Petition llwiuld be taken into Confidcration in this SeDiom 
nor do I know any Perfon that could make fuch Promife, or 
that can now fay it ftiall be confider'd of next Scffion. i 
am fure I never made any fuch Promife ; but I believe any 
Gcntletnan may fay, that the next Parliament may^ if tky 
pleafc, take the Affair into their Coniideration ; jtcd I think 
it ii an Affair of fuch ConfequencCj that it wiU be matt 
proper to enter upon it in the Beginning of a new Par 
jnent, than at the very Clofe of an old one, Jt has 
pretended, that the AEceration made fome Ye*r» ago, ai 
(he Method of collefling the Dudes on Tea, ha^ not pi« 
vented the running of that Commodity, nor increafed the 
Revenue in Proportion to the Increafe of the Confumpiioni 
to prove this. Gentlemen have been pleafed to make Co JO' 
pu tat ions, but, as was before obferved, they took a very uo- 
fair Method. As to the Running of Tea, the Alteratioa 
made has not indeed entirely prevented it, but I am fun 
ft hm made Running a great deal more expeniive and dao' 
gerous ; therefore one may with a great deal of Probabilil^ 
concliide, that no fuch large Quantities of Tea Itave bed 
run fines the late Alteration was made, as there were befon 
that Time i or at le^Xl it may be faid» that as all Soisof 
Tea* are now fold much cheaper abroad tJian they were ftr 
nerly, and alt our Smugglers are become more cunning, aaJ' 
more bold and defperate, a great deal more of that ComnKK 
dity would have been run in opoti us, if that Alteration ■ 
coll«fttng the Duty had not been feafonably made. AilP 
the Increafc of the publick Revenue, if Gentlemen wil] talK 
ch of it it a Medium for fevan Years before aid 
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ffrven Years after the Alteration, I believe it would be foufid 
to h.we been a growing Kcvenue from that Time 'till tht 
Ve.ir 1 739, when indeed it began to dccreafe i but that w# 
not owing to the new Arts found out by tha Smugglers, but 
to the Incrcafe of their Profits by Smuggling ; tor in that 
Year the Dtitcii had four .Ships at China, and the FrcocJi 
four more, by wbich they imported fo gieat QuaniitiCi 
Tc*, aitd were oblljed to fell it ib chjcwp, th»t they noroP^ILi 






iiea thofc Places we formerly ufed to fupplf, but 
Ijgrea^ Quantiiiea of it were run in updn us, becaufe tlie In- 
civafe of the DiiTerence between the Price of that Commodi^ 
ty Abroad and the Price here, confiderably Jncreafed the 
Profits to be got by Running, which made tlie old Smugglers 
xatt greater Risks, and engaged a great many new Adven- 
TurcK in that pernicious Trade ; and this is the true Caufc 
•why tbat Branch of our publick Eeirenue began then to de- 
ereafe ; but if the former Method of coUefting that Duty 
had been thea in ufe, it would have decreafed much marc 
conAderably ; nay» I da not know but it might have ahnoJ( 
intirely vanlAied. Another Miltake which Gentlemen have 
fellen into h, they have, a^ to the Produce of thij Branch 
of the Revenue for lail Year, forgot to make any Allowan- 
ces for the large Quantities now in the Warehoufes of the 
iEaJt-India Company, which mull all pay Duty before it can 
be rcnoioved in order to be fold for Home'Confumption ; f» 
that to pick out any one Year for determining the Amount 
tbf that Part of the publick Revenue, is a very ikllacious Way 
of compuung, becaufe it intlrely depends upon the Sales 
Which the Eaii-lndia Company arc pleafed to make, and not 
tipon the Quantity that is confumed within the Kingdom for 
pbM Yearj and yet Gentlemen have been fo candid, as to 
pick out this laii Year^ when the Produce was jefs than it 
mas been in any one Year fuice the Alteration was made, in or- 
Hvr to compare it with the Year immediately prcceeding the 
MJtetatioi), when the Produce was higher than it had ever 
been before i and for this plain Reafon, becaufe, when that 
Alteration began to be talked of, every Body imagined, that 
it *vould inhance the Price of Tea, and therefore moll pri- 
yite Families laid in great Stocks of Tea, before the Aftcra- 
kkm took Place- When Gentlemen talk of going into Com- 
pttitceas to confide r of taking the Duties off of any Commo- 
Micy, they do not ftirely refle£l, that it would be entering 
pmo an ACair which requires the moJl mature Coniideraci- 
b* t th*fc are many other DLities which ought to be lowered 
KK taken off, if it were poffiblc j and if we were to go into 
jTuch a Committee, I do not know but ic miglit be thought 
bioitr reafonable by many Gentlemen to take off the Duty on 
Soap and Candles, than to take cW, or even to lower the 
!l>ucy now payable upon Coffee and Tea i but thcfe are Con- 
iCderations which 1 cannot think proper to E>e entered upon 
In the lad Seffion of a Parliament ; therefore I mnft be againil 
Ifcke prefetJt Motion, whatever Ufe may be made of putriLg 
^ Ncg.itivc upon it : The rcjefting of it mny perhaps be m^ds 
Uiir of by fomcGeatJemen to raifc new cLmours, and to 
Incrcaie the Number of Cockades, with the fine Motto of 
ii|kr*;f, j^trijt Mti<i t)9 Sjf(i/i i but wKftirvtr Uop» miiy 
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he conceived from fuch low i^rtiijces, I CDteftaln no F« 
about them, nor (haJI they ever deter me from declaring i 
Sentiments fredy upon any Su bjed that comes before 
Houfe.* 

Hereupon the Speaker rofc up, and faid. 

Gentlemen, 

IT ts HO Biijinefi of mine to appear t/n either Sidf if I 
^ejihn ; Bui it is my Dttiy to take No/icg, ivhen ■ 
tlitrnn are difarderly, Thfre is nethi^g more irrtgftlar A 
fir Gerttlctnea to he perfifinl in their Dehatest nr to mi 
any Thing that has hes» /aid in a Jhrmer S^^on (ff Pi 
mint, or fveH snfy the vtry Day btf^re. 

Upon this Mr Palteney flood up again, and faid, 
Mr Spake r, 

* It is certain there la nothing more irregular^ than

Igreat Difference that there has lately been in the Price of 
Tea Abroad, and the Price of it in this Kingdom : Now, 
I cannot believe there is, or has lately been, fo great a Di.f. 
lercnce between the Price of Tea in foreign Part.s, and ih» 
Frice at our Baftlndia Salea j fur it is certain that oar Eail- 
JndU Company^ muft and ought to regubee their Price ac^ 
cordmg to the PHcc it bears in foreign Markets ; They cer- 
tainly buy it as cheap in China as any other Company can 
do, and it coils them no more to britig ic Hntne, therefore 
they ought to felt as cheap as any Company docs, otherwife 
thcf cannot preteriQ to fell any of their Tea id a foreign 
Market I and it is to be hopedt they do not make iife of 
their excloftve Privilege, to lay 2 Tax upon this Nation, by 
making as pay dearer for their Tea than we can purchafe 
!it (torn others : This indeed would give an Encouragement to 
Smuggling, but this would be owing inttrety to their ma- 
lting a bad Ufe of their exclufive Charter. For this Rea- 
iea it is to be prefumed, that in the Vear 1729, when the 
' IVice of that Commodity fell fo much Abroad, it fell & 
great deal like wife at our Eait-India Sales here i and there- 
fore that Di^rence, which the Gentleman built fo mucK 
on, cannot be the real Caufc of the Decreafe of that Branch 
dI" out Revenue fince that Time ; hut this is a Fa^ft which 
, we ought to inquire into, and a llrong Reafon for our going 
into the Conimtttee I have propofed. 

* 'Tis true, the Laws of Excife do not coittribate any thing 
t9 the Enconr;igement of Running s this k what no Gentle- 
m^Q has afierted, but I am convinc'd they have contributed 
' BDtblng to the preventing of Running ; and I am fure, if 
it docs not appear, that they have contributed very remark-

I and this lull Incrcnfe, which mult be acknowkdj^ed by eve- 
ry Man, is a g')od Rcafon why the Rule, which the Gentle-

'laincr by fabjeftlug Tea and Coffs^e to the Laws of Ex- 
ought not to be obfervcd ; for if the Confumption 
laaJ^ increaj'd for fevcn Yeari before, and {tvetv \txi% 
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Alteration we fh.ill maUe, efpedally when it is for freeing 
fuch a confiderable Number of their Fellow-Cbiintrynien 
from great Hardlliips ; but it will be Time etiough to thiak 
of this after we have comt to the Reiolucion of going iou 
a Committee upon dtiis Affair i therefore that Argument cm 
be of no Manacr of Weight againft the Qudlion/ 
Mr John Cockburn fpoke tiext. 

' In our prefent Situation, I would be very far fromj^ 
greeitig to any Thing that could poilibly dimimfh the publick 
Revenue ; but I am certain the Kcvenue can be in no Dan- 
ger by our agreeing to the prefent Motion $ for when we 
are in the Committee propofedl» if any fuch 7'hing fhould be, 
oiFcr''d, Gentkinen niay freely give their Negative to it,| 
itotwithilanding their having given their Confent for goiii|] 
into a. Committee, I muit fa.y, I have not heard much Ar-i 
guinenr made u(e of by the GenttemeQ who hace opposed 
this Motion : The whole of what they have faid refolvesui, 
this, that the Time is improper, hecaufe the Seflion is to 1 
l)ut fhort 9 fo chat the true Quellion now before us, is^ Sh 
wc allow fo many of our Fellow-Suojefb to labour unde 
what they apprehend to be a Grievance, without maksnj' 
die le^lt Inquiry into their Complaints ?

Hereupon Sir WHliaJn Wyndham fpoke as follows ; 
Sir, 

' I do not Hand up to oppofe the Motion made hy the 
hotidurablc Gentleman over the Way ; for as the Motion 
ftands. the Number of Forces propofcd to be kept up for 
next Year re, I find, no greater than that which wa& kept 
up for laft Year, and, according to our prefent Situation, 
1 do believe the kecpin^^ up the fame Number of Forcei. 
will not be thought very extravagant j but by what 
Gentleman was pleafed to fay, there A^ms to be eld Augmi 
lation defign'd ; I fhaJl thcreforcTOg Leave to propofe aa 
Amendment to this Queftion, becauJe, as to our own piT' 
ticolar Situation^ we are ftttl left in the Dark, 

' There is no GeiitJejnan jn this Honfe, who can agree to 
any Demand that comes from the Crown more chearfuUy 
than I ftiall, when I fee any Reafon or Neceffity for fuch a 
Demand t But when any Augmentation of our Forccs> 
either by Sea or Land, js demanded, when any additional 
Xvoad is defired to be Li id upon the People', while I have 
the Honour to be one of the Reprefentatives of the People, 
I Ihall always expefl to have fufficient Reafons fliewn roe, 
before I give my Confcnt for complying with any foch De^ 
mand ; and therefore, upon every fuch Occafion, I think 1 
full Information ought to be given touching the Situatknt 
of our Alfairs, that we may from thence judge, whethe 
we ought to confent to what is propafed : Nay, though 
Augmentation had been aiked, if nothing more were to be' 
afkod, but to keep up for nott Year the fame Namber 
that was kept up laft Year ; yet, as it is 3 heavy Cha 
upon the People, and cannot furely be always necefla: 
the Confent of Parliament ought not to be expelled, wi 
out giving us fome good Reafons for it.

be aJre^y moA heavily iuaded. I know. Sir, we are in a 
Conimittee^ and therefore I may be Indulged in fpeaking 
more tiiau once, for whicJi Reafon [ {hall now add no more, 
buc only move, that the Words, Jad ineiaeiing the three 
Regimtttti f>f l^yrafwity^ Gre've, and Kirk^ may be add- 
ed by way of Amendment to the Quellion."' 
He was opposed by Mr Henry Pelham : 
Sir, 

* My Opinion Is the fame with that of the honourable 
Gentleman who made you this Motion ; the Augtnentaboa 
propofed is, I think, fo very fmall^ the Manner of doing it 
ib eaiy, and k» little expenflve, and the Nccflity of doing 
it To evident and apparent, that I did not expert that either 
I or any Gentleman elfe ihould have been under a Neceflicy 
of Handing up to fay any Thing in Support of the Motion. 
The honourable Gentleman, who fpoke laft, has propofed an 
Amendment, and wants much, it feems, to be inform'd of 
our prefent Situation, and hopes that fome Gentlemen will 
Jiand up and fatlsfy him : I do not take upon me to fpeak 
as a Perfon any way concern''d in the Adminlftration, I fpeak 
only as a Member of this Houfe, and, a$ fuch, T want no 
farther Information ; the Lights I have, and which eveiy 
Gentleman in this Houfc miift koow, are fufficient to enable 
me to give my Vote in the prefent Qjieflion .• If other 
Gentlemen, whofe Curiofity m^y be greater than mine, 
want to know more than th^ yet know, I am afraid they 
will return from the Houfe no wifer in that Refpedt, than 
when they come to it ; for Gentlemen are not obliged to h.y 
more than what is necelTary for their prefent Argument i 
nor are they bound, upon every Occafion, to faclsfy the 
private Curiofity of other Men. 

* Every Gentleman mull know the prefent Circumllances 
of Afeirs in Europe, and from that Cbnfideration alone 
muft Tee the Neceffity of the Augmentation propofed ; The 
ihiee Regiments, ivhkh are at Gibraltar have been, ''till 
DOW, kept upon the Britilh Gllabliihment, becaufe it was not 
csrpefled, that we fhould have been obliged to continue them 
there : But fince a War is broke out in Europe, fince oiiir 
Neighbours have all great Armies in the Field and great: 
Fleets at S<:a, would any Man think it wife or prudent in u~% 
to diroinifli the Strength of that Place by recalling thofe 
lh«« Regiments ? Or can any Gentleman in this Houf^ 
think, that a lefs Number of rupilar Troops at home is ne- 
celTary now in tlie Time of War, than what was lall Vear, 
ta the Time of Puce, thought necciraif for ihc DeUv\cc 
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of his Majefty's Perfon and Government? Surely no Mem' 
b^r of this Houfe can poflibly think fo, and therefore i 
cannot fee how any GeniJeman can difagree with the Que* 
ftioa now before you ; fince ail that is thereby propoicd 
is but a finall addidonat Expcnce of 34 or 55,000 I. to the 
Nation, it is only an Augmentation of our Forces at home, 
equal to, and in the room of ihofc three Regiments, which 
it is now become ncceffiiry to put upon a foreign Eftablilh* 
ment ; for after they are once put upon thxt Eilab]iihment# 
it is certain they cannot be called home, whatever Ncccf- 
£ty we may have for them here i and, for all that has been, 
formerly faid by Gcniiemen about numerous Standing Ar- 
mies, 1 know v^ry well, that whife I ferved in another Of* 
iicej we never were able to make fuch a Difpofition of Quaf*; 
ters, as to have it in our Power to call above three or fouf 
thoufand Men together upon any Emergency. For thcfc 
Reafons, Sir, I cannot agree to die Amendment propofed i 
on the contrary, 1 never was, I think, clearer in any one 
Queftion I moved in this Houfe, than I am in that which 
you have in yoar Hand.'' 

Hereupon Mr George Heathcote ftood up, and faid^ 
Sir> 

* As the Situation of Affairs in Europe is very iftui 
altered fince lait Year, fo my Opinion^ with rcfpcd to 
the Army, is greatly changed. I was, 'tis true, laH Set 
fjon againll keeping up fuch a Number of regular Trooptf, 
as the Majority of this Houfc were pleafed to agree to 1 but 
the Reafons which then made mc vote againil the Number 
propofed, fcem tt> be good Reafons for agreeing to what 
i)«w propofed. We were then in a State of perfect Tranqoi- 
lity, both at home and abroad ; but now the Scene ii 
changed, and we are in great Danger of being involved irt 
t>iat War, which is already broke out : Do not we fee the 
King of Fr,incCj who for forae Years has been in a State of 
Inatlion and feeming to mind nothing but Diverfions, now 
fettling with great Application to publick Bufintl::^ and fol* 
lowing the FootllepB of his ambitious PredeceiTor ? Do not w» 
fee, that he fay his Armies, in Conjunction with thofeof 
Spain and Sardinia, lias in a very Ihort Time, over-run i 
great Part of Italy ? This has given the Alarm to ajl the 
Princes of Europe, and certainly ought to give us fome like- 
wife. We are perhaps amonglt the moft remote from Dan- 
ger, but it may reach us at laft pnd in fuch Circumflances, I 
(hould think it very unwife not to be upon our Guard 1 
for which Rcafon I catinot btit agree to a Demand , which 
in itfeSf J t)*ink fo mod ell and fo rtafonable ; and I wllh that 
the prefent Quell ifjii had been agreed to without nny Op- 
poiicion or Debate^ in order to convince th« whole World 
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a goo4 Harmony fuhfiAiiig between hh Mijefty ^uio 7, ou it 
■tid his Pafliament/ ^'Tj^ij- ^

Sir, 

* Notwkhftanding what has been faid hy the two honour 
table Gentlemen who ipoke lail, I am of the fame Opinion 
with my honoiiTabb Friend who moved for an Amendment 
to the QaelKon ; for unlefs we are to engage, unlefs we are 
(O have fome Share in the prcfcnt War, I can fee no Ne- 
eeffityt nor indeed any Reafon, for the Aug mentation pro- 
pofed ; becaufe I am very well alTured, none of the Powers 
engaged in War will attack us, if we-haye a mind to fbnd 
neutral ; and if his Majcfty were refolved to cake any Sharfc 
in the War, or even co give the Jcaft Affiltance to either of 
the Parties engaged, he would certainly have communicated 
his Refolurions to his Parliament : Surely thofe Genclemeti 
who have always thoughr, at J call of late Years, that an 
Army of 1 2^000 Men is necefTiry in Times of Pe.ice, tq fiip- 
pott his MajeJly's Government, can never think, that the 
Addition of i Soo will enable him to take any Share in the 
War, or to give Afliilance to any of his Allies i from hence 
1 muft conclude, that his Majefty is not to ftike any Share 
in the War, fo that the Sniallnefs of the Augmentation de- 
inanded, which they make nfe of as an Argument for pre- 
vailing with U3 to agree to it, is wtth me a very Itrong Ar- 
gument for rcfuling to give ray Confent.

^und Peace and TraLnquility ; and indeed the Gentleman

• The honourable Gentleman who moved the QueRion 
did extrearoly well in opening and explaining it to the Com- 
mittee, for it is in itfelf (b dark and intricate, that without 
the RjtpIsLnation he was pJeafed to give uf, I believe there 
ut very few Gentlemen in the Houfe who would have un- 
derltood it, or coold have imagined^ thi:t a Ui^e Ku^- 
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mentation was thereby meant to be made to our I^nd* 
Forces in Great Britain : By the Words of tlie Qut * ■ , oa 
greater Number of Lajnd-Forces than what was voted laft : 
Year appears to be demanded, yet wJien it comes to be ex-. 
plained, we iinJ thac cbirre h a Demand for an Augnaenca- 
lion of about zooa Men : Here is an Army in Difguife j 
it really puts me in mind of Hayes's Army in the Play, for] 
It would have been an Army i/icag. if the Gendemaii hadj 
not been pleafed to difcovcr it. 

' An honourabk Gentleman told us, that thofe three Re- 
giments now at Gibraltar, if tliey fboald once be put upon 
that EAablifhmentj could not be called home, let the Oo 
cafton for tliem here be never fo preJTmg ; this I cannot ad- 
mit, I can fee no Jmpollibility of Dilling them home, tfao' 
they fhould be put upon th3.t ElUblifhrnent ; but, granting 
they were, have we not 12,000 Men in Ireland, from, 
whence we may call home as many as we pleafe, upon any 
Emergency; Has not ihis been done in former Times? 
And did not the Parliament of Great Britain willingly make 
up tiie Difference of the Pay, iind all the other Charges 
that attended the Tranfparting of them : Beildes this, can- 
not we call for Troops from Hcljaod, whenever w,e have 
OccafiOn for any fuch ? Has not this like wife been formerly 
done ? We know diat the Dutch are by Treaties obliged 
to furnifh us with 1 0,000 Men, if we ibould be attacked by 
any Pc^wer in Europe, and that at their own Expence too ; 
tho' [ b^Hfvc, indeed, that we never had as yet any fuch 
AflilUnce from them, but wJiat the Parliament of Great 
iSfitain uas obiiged to pay for, 

' The Gentleman fpoke likewife of the Difpo^tion of 
Quarters, and tJie t)iiHculty of getting a Number of Men 
together, on any Emergency. Sir, 1 have had the Honour 
to U;rve In that OiBce, as well as the honourable Gentle- 
man, and I never knew a Difpofition of Quarters fo made, 
but th^t almoft all the Troops in Great Bri£a.in could be got 
together by regular Maichcs, time enough to oppofe any E- 
nemy that could come againlt us, unlefs they ftifculd drop 
from the Clauds j I cannot comprehend, from whente Gen- 
tlemen imagine that fuch Troops fhould be fent agdnft us : 
MuJl they not march, from their fcveral Quarters, to the

Id mticli co be 
ioJilted on, Si^ to obHge thafe Gcnclemen, who deilrcd us to 
conient to this Augmentation, to (hew 115 fome Rcafon for 
fo doing; and with this View I mull jcin with him, and 
will be for the Amendment, 'till I hear fome Rcafun given 
for the Augmentation ; If:hafe Gentlemen will vouchfafe 
to fliew us any Reifgni far what they ask, and thofe Rea- 
Ions ihall appear to be faihcicnc, I make no Doubt but that 
my worthy friend will be ready to drop the Amendment he 
haapropofed j and, 'till-fonie Redbnis offered to us, I think 
I have no Occafion to fay any thing more upon this Subjed. 
When they liavc Ihewn us their Reafom for making the 
Augmentation, I Ihall either agiee with them, or I thall 
endeavour to (hew why I do not think the ReaJbns they have 
ofiered fuMcient/ 

Hereupon MrPelham flood up again, anct explained what Mr u.paJuiB. 
he had before faid, with refpefl to the calling home ilte Kcgi- 
ments from Gibraltar^ ^jxd with refpefl. to the Difpofition of 
QijarterB. 

This done, Mr Walter Plumcr faid. 
Sir, 

* I cannot but think that it is highly rcafonab!e, for Gen- in:\v,piiiw«. 
tletnen to cxpcft a little more Satisfaftion than what tliey 

have yet got, as to the NecciTity for this Augmentation be- 
fore they agree to it : This Houfe has always been faid to 
hold the Puffe of the People 9 but if we ftiould agree to any 
Tax or Meafurc, which may oblige us to load the People 
with Taxes, without the leift Rcafon afligiied, we could not 
jullly be faid to be Mafters of the Purfe of the People j wc 
KQuld be only the Slaves who carry it, in order to open it as 
often, and as wide as our MaJkrs fhiill pleafe to demand. 
From all that has been faid, 1 cannot fee, that we ajre in 
any immediate Banger cither at Home or Abroad ; and I 
mm afraid, that the putting of thofe three Regiments upon the 
EfUbltthment of Gibra!t.ir,may he done with a Vie^v to make 
the People of this Nation feci the Expence of that Place, 
in order to make them ilck of it, and (a to induce them tite 
more eaiily to agree to the delivering it up." 
Then Mr Di^by fpoke as follows. 
Sir, 

* The Number of Land-Forccs now propofcd to be added m, e ds^j^ 
to the Number voted lail Year, I mull own to be but very 
iBconfiderablc : But as the Number vatcd lalt Year was by 
many thoafands more than I thought neceflaryt I mull now 
look upon ail thofe thoufand?, a^ an Addition made this Ytaf 
to the Number of our Lind-Forces; rmd as that Addition 
Si nuicb larger than i can ji'dge tfj be nettKliry, from iVV 
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cntlemen who are ( 
incrfafing our Arm^, I caonot but be againfl an/ new 
vies. 

Gentlemen tell us, * That the Expcnce of the Augmen- 
• tation propofcd will be no more tiian 34 or 35,000!. But 
to this I niuA rM the Expence of chole many taoufandft 
which hit Year I thought very untiectiliiry to be kept ao, 
and in this Light the additional £x:pence of our Array for 
thii Year will amount almoll to huodieds of thou lands : Be- 
fides, thofe Getickmea feem to forget, that every Man added 
to the Army is a. Ma.n taken from the Labour and Indultrjr 
of their Country ; and with this View the real Lofs to the 
Nation will amount to double that Sum. Do chey think thai 
the Labour of a working Man is to be valued at notmng ,' 
I believe at the moil modell Computation^ the Labour o(m 
every working Man in the Kingdom, one with anotlier, ■ 
brings in 20 1. to hia Country : It is \iy the Labour and In- 
duftry of fuch Men, that the Trade, and confequently thej 
Riches and the Power of this Nation is fupported ; the; 
fore the taking any fuch Man fro mi his Labour, inufl be d 
ing a real Injury to his Country. 

' What was mentioned by an honourable Gentleman af' 
fords me a moft melancholy Con fide ration : He was afraid 
left an Army of at leaft 1 8,000 Men ftiould come to be made 
a Part of our Confticutionj I am of Opinion, that the Gca- 
tleman's Fears are by much too well founded ; for there are 
fo many Gentlemen, who feem to look upon an Army of 
I S,ooo Men as always neoeflary for the Support of our Go* 
vcrnment ; that tho' we have for fome Years paft been in 
a State of the moit profound Peace, we have never been 
able to reduce our Army below that Numbei i but, as that 
Number is not neceSTary in Time of Peace ; as I think it is 
fufficient, even tho' we were in fome little Danger of a 
War, I cannot agree to any Augmentation, milefs I fee fome 
greater Neceffity for it than has been yet fhewn.' 

Then Sir William Wyndham flood up again, and faid, 

Sir, 
' My honourable Fnend has done me Juftice, m faying, ' 
the Amendment, I moved fnr, was principally with a View 
of having a little Information from fome Gentleman in 
the Adminillration, as to our prefent Situation^ in order 
that I may from thence be able to judge of the Neceffit/ of 
complying with the Demand made by the Crown : This is, 
I think, DO more than what ine Parliament ought to defire, 
and certainly has a Right to expefl ; and therefore I cannot 
I'ven yet think, but that fome Gentleman, who is qualified 
for that Purpofe, will give us at leaft as much Information 
about ovir prefent CircuiTillance?, as may enable us Jo give

) Upon tliis^ Sir Robert Walpole roCe up and fpoke as 
foUows. 
Sir, 
' * Tho' I had refolved to fit ftill and fay nothing In the sir r. Wiipoit, 
prefent Debate, yet, ss J betieve myfelf pointed at by the 
honourable Gen tie man who ipoke h&, when I find myfelf 
€a often caJlcd upon* I cannot forbear giving fome Anfwer 
to what Gentlemen have been pleafed to fay agajnil the 
Jmall Augmentation of our Forces, which has been propofcd. 
As to the Information which Gentlemen are fo fond of hav- 
ing, I do not really know what they mean by it, or what 
' they wast to he informed about : It is publickJy kjiown, 
that there is ft War now broke out in Europe, even his 
!Majelty in his Speech has taken Notice of it, and in the 
lame Speech his MajcAy has been pleafed to declare to us, 
; that he is yet no Way engaged in the War, nor would de- 
itennine himfelf 'till he had examined the feveral Fa([l^ al^ 
Icdged by both Parties : This, Sir, is a Ddiberacion con- 
|£Aent with the Wifdom of his Majefty's Councils, and from 
I thence we may be affured, that we are not as yet any Way 
ivoncemed in the prefent War ; we may, 'tis ttue, he con- 
cerned n-latively and confequentially ; but, from what his 
jVfajelly himfelf has toU us, we mull conclude that we are 
I'linder no prefent Engagements ; and therefore J mu0 think 
at fliange in Gentlemen to expe£l or defire any Declaration 
;:fronQ his Majefty, or thofe who have the Honour to ferv'c him, 
l»efore any Kelolution has been taken, nay, even before his 
lllifajeily could poffibly have an Opportunity to inquire into 
llthofc Fa£b, which, he has told us, he will thoroughly cxa* 
limine before he detemiines what to do, 

* But as it is a Matter of the utmoft Confequence to all 
||ithe Powers engaged in the War, to koow what Part Great 
|3ritain is to take, or whether or no we are to take any Part 
in the prefent War; we may conclude, that they are all 
'^ftremely anxbus about knowing what we are co do, And 
' ftirely, if there is any Power in Europe, whe may in the 
Invent become the Enemy of Great Britain, particularly in- 
I'tereAcd in, and therefore anxious to know the Refult of our 
iDeliberations, it would be a very good Reafon, if there %vens 
;aio otiier, why Gentlemen ought not to cxped the Satif^ 
^lAion they fcem fo eamcftly to defire, efpe dally before fo 
iull and fo publick an Audience : This, I fay, would be 
4 good Reafon for his Majelly not to declare his Refolution 
Jicrc, even fiippofing he hud com^ to a Refolution { and 'till 
iiis MajeJly rhiiiks m to publish his Refolations, Gentlemen 
wy brliive* that neither T, nor any Member of this Kot^^^ 
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who has the Honour to ferve the Crown, will be tt 
make any Declarauoms in this PJace, 'till we do it fx Oj^ckf 
and by his Majcity's Orders. 

* Now, Sir, without any farther Information, let ns < 
fider the prcfcnt Circumllanccs of Europe ; we all knowj' 
and his Majefty has told us, that a War b broke out in Eu- 
rope ; we are not immediately concerned in this War ; but 
as the too great Succefi of either Side may endanger the 
Liberties of Europe, we are certainly concerned in the Evmii 
and ai we are concerned in the Event, thofe Powers, who 
may now, or hereafter come to think, that wc are, in In- 
tereil or Self-Prefcrvation, abliged to declare rrgainlt them, 
will not they, as foon a? they begin to think (0, endeavoer 
to take us at a Difadvantage, and before we are prepared 
for our Defence, in order to prevent our attempting to put 
a Stop to chofe ambitioui Views, which Succcfs may iiifpirc 
them wJth i la it not therefore neceffary for us to be upija 
our Guard, and to provide in Time for our own Defence? 
Upon this Confideration, the Ncceffity for the Augmenta- 
tion propofed, which fomi? Gentleniien pretend they cannot 
difcover, is to me fo apparent, that itfpeaks itfelf; at>d tiff 
Demand is in itfelf fo mod eft, and fo evidently (hewf , that 
his Majefty*! Tncliuationa arc to lay as few and as eafy Bur- 
dons on his People as pofliblej that I muft iky, the making 
of any Difficulty to comply with it, docs not tettifj' any 
great Rcfpeft towards hii Majeity, nor a warm AfFeftioD 
or Zeal for hts Government ; and therefore I hope tkt 
Qoellion will be agreed to without any Amendment. 

* As to the Infinuations made by a worthy Gentleman 
over the way^ that there was a Defign to make Gibraltar 
■appear expenfive, in order to make People fick of it, atid 
induce them to confent to the giving it up, the repeating 
this Infmuarion is, I think^ a fuflicicnt Anfwer to it; for to 
fay that the Miniili)', by adding three Regiments to ths_ 
Defence of Gibtalfar, are in a Plot to deliver it up, hi 
fomething fo ridiculous in it, f!iat I am furprizcd it Ihouli 
drop from that honourable Gentleman ; but I am perfuaded 
he did not mean to be fcrious when he made that Inlinua^ 
tion, and therefore I thall take no farther Notice of it. 

Hereupon Mr William Pultcney replied : 
Sir» 

' I believe mofi: Gentlemen, ns weJl as myfdf, whc 
Expedtations were raifcd when the honourable Gentlema 
Hood up, have met with a very great Difappointment : Thi 
Gentleman, from whom we had Reafon to cxpefl fomethii 
jhat would have been of We^ht in the prefent Debate, 
not only told ti5. that we are to have no .Reafon for whj 
wc arc defired this Day to agree ts ; but has given us 

lie 
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Btuc Hojws of having, at any oiherTime, tlmt Tnformition, 
which one would thmk a Bridih Parliament might expt-ft. 
Are we to vote powerful FleetSj and numerous Armies i 
axe we to by new and great Burthens on the People, and 
aU this widiout being told ai)y Reafons for what we are 
defired to do ? What Satisfiadion can we give our Conlli- 
tuentSf if they fhould afk us, why we have auginented our 
Standing Army, which mull always be dangerous to the Li- 
berties of our Country I Why we have confented to the m~ 
crcailng the publick Charge, wh;t(i is already heavier than 
the People can bear ? Really, to this moft material and rea- 
fotiable Queflion, I know as yet of no other Anfwer we 
can give,, but only that his Majetfy has told ik in his Speech, 
that there is a War broke out in Europe, in which we have 
BO manner of Concern ; and his Minifters have told us, 
that we ought to be afraid of the Armies and Fleets raifed 
and fitted out by our Neighbours, becaufe they are under an 
abfolute Neceflity of employing all the Armies rhey can 
raifc and all the Fleets they can ht out, in thofe Parts of 
Europe which are moil remote from us. Wc have Zeal, Sir, 
I hope we have all a great deal of A^edion and Zeal for hi^ 
Majefiy's Perfon and Government ,* but do not let us a"! low 
his Majefty's Minjfters, or even his Majefty himfelf, to ex- 
jpeft fuch a blind Zeal from his Parliament : It is incon- 
fiflent with the Dignity of Parliament, and I am fure that 
Parliament-', thirty or forty Vears ago, would hardly have 
been perfuaded to have fhcwn fo much Complairance to the 
Mini Iters of the Crown. 

• What has been obferved by fome Gentlemen, I own, 
Sir, weighs greatly with me : From the Demand now be- 
fore us we have Reafon to conclude, that 18,000 Men may 
be the Number intended to be always kept up within this 
Ifland, even in the Times of the greatcft Peace and Trao' 
quility ; and that the Aijgmentation now required is done 
With a View only, that when fuch Times fliall again come, 
thofe in the Adroinillration may have an Opportunity to pre- 
tend great Menr, in reducing the itoo Men new propofed 
to be added : We ail know what jeaIou£es and Fears thp 
People have entertained at the continuing of this Army, 
during the laft Years of pcifcft Peace and Tranquility both 
at Hpme und Abroad ; and if that Meafqre fhould be agaia 
Attempted when thole Days of Peace return^ every Man 
mull ti^en conctudi;, that that Army is kept up, not for de- 
~^ "^ U5 agoinjl our foreign Enemies ; but for the Safety 
who have rendered themfelvcs odioui among the 
!e, and for defending them againil the Kefentmcnt of 
ijared and a. pKmdered Nation : If this (hould ever 
to be our tt)Uvjt^i.itc ConcliEion,. Uie Pco^lt v<f\\V 
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Struggle for the PrefcrvatJoti of i 

cicni Conltitution : Tiiis will certainly be the Cafe j 
it muil be the Cafe, and when it is, I hope thofe who (hall 
bring us under fuch hard Circumdancei will Jind, that even 
this Army of i 8,oqo Men will ntic be able to JUnd againJi 
the whole People of England. I have a great Opinion of 
many Gentlemen who Invc now Commands in thf^ Army, 
and if fuch a Cafe {hould happen^ white they have any 
Command i I make no Dniubc btit they would behave ii 
their Predeceifors did at the Revolution i I dare lay, that 
mo& of ttitm would foon be found of the People's Side of 
the Queilicm. 

* It we are, Sir, to have any Share in the War, the Air 
dition of i 8oo Men is but a Bauble ; and if we are to bavo 
no Share, why ihould we bring any additional Expence npoo 
the People ? The honourable Gentleman would not fay po- 
fitively, that we were engaged or were not engaged, or tbit 
we were or were not to be engaged, but that we might be 
engaged relatively and conlcqucntially ; and this refined 
Quibbling, Sir, is, it feems, all the SatisfaiUon^ all the Rea- 
ftins he tvill vouchfafe to give Gentlemen, for agreeing t* 
the Demand now maJe upon them. !?=, .n Englifli Houfe 
Commons to take this as a Reafbn for breaking in upon 
their Conllitution, and for loading theii Conjlitaenta with 
Tuxes ? Surely, Sir, let our Condition be never fo bad, and 
I believe it is bad enough, if the Advice of Parliament is 
wanted on that Occafion^ if their Afliftance be defired, they 
ought to have a fall Information of the prefent Circiini- 
ibnces of the Nation, and they ought to have fufficient Rca- 
fons given for the Demand that is made. But it feem^ we ara 
for the future to hAve no other Reafon given us for com- 
plying with any Demand that comes from the CroAvn, but 
Cnly becaufe it isL.fJted; and if any Gentleman fcruples 
take that as a fufficient Reafon, he is, itfcems, always to 
told, that his not agreeing readily to the Demand will bfl' 
looked upon as a Want of Rcfpcft to the Crown : Ixt us^ 
Sir, have all dueRdpeft to the Crown, but for God's Safc« 
kt us lave likcwife fome Regard to ourfelvcs and to oi 
Fellow-Subjeds, withon: which I am fure we have no Bu' 
finefs here, nor can tiie Nation ever reap any Benefit fn 
our Meeting in this Place, 

* The extraordinary Expence of the Augmentation no* 
aiked for, is fatd to be but ■^^ or 35,000 L It is, at leaft, 
55,000!- v.'hich is a Sum that may, perhap, found but 
little in thofe Ears wluch are accurtomed to Millions, yet it i* 
3 great Sum, and will be thought fo by the People of Eng- 
land, who are already ovcr-bariencd with Taxes and Iin-" 
pofitions : It is an addiuoiv^\l Ex^etwe, which no Man ought 
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eonCent to, unlefs he fees an ab&Ittte Necffffity far fo **"» 
doing : The honourable Gencleman, 't»s true, fays that 
the NecejTity is apparent, and rliat it fpeaks for kklf; it 
h well it does fo, for no Genttemn,n h^i as yet thought lit 
to fay any Thing for it- ; bat as I neither caa fee this appa- 
rent Neceility, nor hear it fpeak for itfelf, I muft therefore 
9i yet be for the Amendrnent which has been propofei.' 
UpoQ which Sir William Yonge replied : 
Sir, 

• The Queftiofl now before us is, in my Opinion, fo rei' 
rona.bk, and the addirional Cxpence, which the hoTiourable 
Gcndematit who fpolcc bit, was pleafed to call a great Sum, 
Is, I think, (q (it otherwife, that I believe every Gentleman. 
in this Houfe, when he heard this Motion rnade, W3.s fur* 
prized at the Modefty of the Demandj and eoiild not but ad- 
mire his Mijerty's Wirdora, and the great Care he had of 
doing nothing th.it might be burdenfome to his Peopfe, 

* Gentlemen may, if they wi!), fhut their Eyes, and not 
fee that Obje£l which ftandi before them in the cleareft Light ; 
but the Neceflity of what h now propofed is to me as appa- 
rent as the Sun at Noon- Day. Tho' we be not as yet any 
way engaged iti the War now carried on in Europe, yet 
no Man can anfwer f&r future Events, nor can we know 
what Refolutions foreign Courts may hereafter come to : It 
h for this Reafon, that we ought to be always weH provided 
fjr our Defence againll any fudden Attempts, that may be 
refolved on or made again ft us ; and we certainly ought to 
be better provided for our Defence, when our Ncighb.iiirs 
»-e at War, than when they are in a State of profound 
Tranquility. When they are at War, they alsvays have 
Armies in the Field, and Fleets at Sea j they have many 
Pretences for marching their Armies wherever they have a 
tnind, and for fitting out what Fleets, and at what Places 
ihey think proper 1 with fome of thefe they may come upon 
IIt unawares, and when we think that their warlike Pre- 
pirations are dcilgned againft thofe tl;ey arc aftijally at War 
with. Whereas, in time of Peace, though rhey have Stand- 
ing Armies, yet thofc Armies are difpcrfed and in Qaarters; 
SUM if any Number of them fhould be gathered together, 
and prepared for an Eiq^edition, we fhould have a Right td 
demand the Rcafon for fach Preparations ; and we could ea- 
fily judge, whether or no they were* or couTd be defignwl 
Agftinft us I as to their Fleet it is the fame, though in Time of 
Peiice they have Ships of War, as weU as Other Ships, yet 
their Men of War are nioftty laid up in iheir Docks, and 
ihcif other Ship« employed in their proper Bufmcls ; and 
if thrv ftiould begin to fit oat a Fket, Jind prepare for a 
finvsj EKpeditign, we fliould have a. Ri^V t to dctftvnd wVa-

HereupoD Sir Jofeph Jekyll faid. 
Sir, 

' As I ftiall always fliew a ready Compliance ^vltb Wf 
Uemands, which his Majd^ lliatl pleafe to make, when I 
fee they arc requifite for fupporting or defending the Ho- 
f)Our and IntereH of this N^ion j fo I IhaU always be eir< 
et«niely cauiious of agi£*Jing to any thing, that m;iy bHng 
new Loads upoii tlie People, by increaiing the publick Ei- 
pence, iinlef* when I plr.inly fee an abfolute Necellty for 
it i and therefore. Sir, I cinnot, for alS I have yet fctn 
or heaiKl, agree to the prefent Motion. I am not jgnoraat 
of the pcfent State of Affairs abroad, but aa we are not a* 
vat any way engaged in the Quarrel, 1 can fee no Danger 
«ve are in from any Power abroad, and therefore can hd 
no Rcafon for our making any additional Provifiow fw 
oar Befencc i for tho' vi^e were really in fome Danger, we 
have, in my Opinion, fu^ciently provided againll it, b/ 
fite large Armatnents we have alreiidy voted for the Set- 
b'crvice, which, as it is our natural Defence, was chcarfuUy, 
und, I nin,y fay, mianimoufiy agreed to : Nay, if we were 
to give fome Afliftanc^ tQ fomc of the Powers cngnged in 
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the War, wKJcli no Gentleman has yet (ali we are, it 
certain that we may aflill them aa cffeftually by our Fleet 
as by OUT Laiid-Fcirc«, and in fuch Cafe I fhould ba for 
■ngmenting our Naval Force rather than our Land-Atmy. 

* The honourable Gentleman, who (poke laft, endeavour- 
ed to Ibew, that we oirght to be better provided for our 
Defence, when our Neighbours arc engaged «n War, than 
when ttiey are in a profound Peajce ; but in my Opinion, it' 
we are no way engaged in the Quarrel, we have then lefa 
Occaiion to provide fur our Detence ; becaufe when our 
Neighbours are engaged againft one anotlier, the/ will cer- 
tainly be fo far from doing any thing that may difobHgo 
119, chat we malt then be couitcd fay both Parties, if not 
for our AfSibince, at leaft for this, that we obferve an cx^ 
aft Neutrality ; smd to me it really Icems & Paradox to hy, 
tbat any Nation in Europe wil) be the more ready to attack 
0$, beotufe the/ are atrendy deeply engaged againft another 
Bnemj. For this Re^fon I mull conclude, that we are in 
no Danger of being attacked, 'till we come to a Refolution 
to join one Side or other ; when we have once come to fuch 
4 Refoiiition, we ought to provide for OfFcn^.^, as well as 
Deduce, and 'till then we ought to (avc as much as poi^ 
fible^ ihjt we inay be able to execute our Refolution, when 
taken, with the more Vigour. 

' Gentlemen talk of Fr;ince, and of the great Armies they 
hxvc in the Field, and the great Fleets they have at S?.i ; 
trat I am fure wc can be at prefent under no Appreheniions 
from thtm : That Nation hits now Work enough upon their 
Hands, in fending two great Armies to diiferent Parts of the 
World, and providing at the fame time for their own ^e- 
Cttrity at home j and whatever FJcets they may have ac 
Sea, it is certain, that they wilt have Occafion for them 
clfewhere j nay, even tho' they had not, I doubt much if 
h be in their Power to fend any fuch Fleets to Sea, as could 

five us juJl Caufe of Fear, When Gentlemen talk of 
nfafton^t I hope they do not think that this Nation is ta 
be conq'jcred by ten or twelve thoufand Men. ; and unlets ^ 
they couid fend at once fuch an Army, as would be able ta 
«(m<|iier the Nation, any leiTer Number would be jull fo 
many Meti thrown away ; for our Fieet would net only 
prevent Saccoure from coming to them, but would hkeivife 
prevent it* being in die Power of tbofe who landed, w maks 
their Efcipc out of the Ill^nd. 

* But bcJtde^, its not being in tite Power of France to at- 
tempC any thing at prefent againJt us, 1 believe it is not in 
their Inclination : They certainly took upon us as their 
Allies, and have, I believe, goodReaibn for fo doing ;^ 1 ih^U 
tot cAltr into a DifquJJ^tion of the ta^ny Mm^H^t^KvsnVt vj« 
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Awm 7. e». iL a« at prefent under to foreign Powen, but I am afraJd 
'" ' ■ thejf are fuch, that whatever Mcafurtj we may puriue with 
refpefli to the prefent War, it will not be tafy 10 reconcile 
the Honour and the Intereft of this Nation. If our Imereft 
ihould cnU upon us to aiHJl the Emperor and his AUies, I 
am afraid we rouft forfeit our Honour to France and ha 
AUiti i and if our Interefl call upon us to sSdl France and 
Spain, we mull equidly forfeit our Honour to the Emperor ; 
nay, if we Jhould obferve xa osd Neutrality, I am afraid 
botii Parties would have fome Grounds for ^iccufuig us of a 
Breach of Faith ; \ itu-ll oqt pretend to give Names or Epi- 
thets to any Meaftirc, or to any Miniller ; but a Manage- 
ment, which has brought the Honour and Intcrelt of the Na* 
tion thus to d.ilh, I cannot applaud. 

* As the Defign of propofuig the Amendment, which hu 
been offered, feems to be only in order to procure fome In- 
formation, or lome Keafons for the Augmentation demand- 
ed, I mull fiy, that if the Demand on one Side be thought 
fo very moddl, it mull be granted that what is a&ed on 
the other Side is full at, modell ; and if nothing has been 
iiid for or againft the Augmentation, it certainly ought not 
to be comply'd with ; for tiiere is an eternal Reafon apinft 
it, which every Member of this Houfe mull know : The 
People of England are not to be loaded with unneccflary 
Charges i if this new Charge be unncceflary, it ought not 
to be comply'd with ; and it there be a Neceffity for it, thai 
Neccflicy ought to be Ihewn to tJus Houfc 1 the Parliament 
has as good a Right to have the Reafuii& for any Demafld 
from the Crown bid before them, nay, a better, in my 0- 
pinion, thao the Crown has to cxpedl a Compliance, with- 
out Ihewing them any Keafons for their fo doing; and therft' 
fore, 'till Ibme Reafons be offered for our complying with 
the Demand, 1 fhjU be for the Amendment.' 

Mr Talbot fpoke next in Favour of the Augmentation. 
Sir, 

MrTiitet * I a"* heartily forry I Ihould differ from the honourable 

and learned Gentleman over the Way, with whom I huve 
always, 'till now, concurred in Quellions of this Nature; 
and for whom I have the grcafeft ReTpcdl amd Elleetn. Ai I 
have always been one ofthofe Gentlemen, who haveappear'ii 
againll keeping up namerous Standing Armiei in time of 
Peace, I think myfelf obliged to give my Reafom before I 
give my Vote for the Augmentation propofed : For though 
J never thought, that we ought to keep up a, large Standing- 
Arny in time of .< profound Peace, yet when there is a VVir 
ailuully kindled in Europe i when our Neighbours are all 
making valt military Preparations, I muH think that we 
«ught thc-u to add a little to our Forces both by Sea and 
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Laad« Dot only for pur own Security at hoiile^ but likewife 
Co a4d CO the InAuence which we may have, and aught to 
aJpjie 10, with al! tJie Parties engaged in the War. 

' It is certain, Sir, that if there were no Plarries nor Di- 
trUions among us, this Nation would have no Occailon to 
be afmd of ten or twelve thoufand Men poured in by Sur- 
prize upon us ; in fuch Cafe I do not believe any Power in 
Europe would attempt to invade us with double the Num* 
bef ; but as thefe are Parties and Divifiont atnopg us, and 
always will be, a^ long as we are a free People, ten or 
twelve thouGind Foreigners, joined by all the Power of the 
DifafTcfled aniongft ourldvfS, might do U3 a great deal of 
Mlfchtef, if not overturn our prefent happy Eilablifhment, 
efpedaUy if we had but a fmall Number of regular Forces 
^ home. 

• It ia likcwife certain, Sir, that notie of the Powers en- 
gaged in the War will attack us, or do any thing to dilb- 
blige us 35 long as we remain quiec, and they are under no 
Apprehealions of our going to join with their Enemies. 
But when fuch a general War is broke forth in Europe, 
when the united Forces uf France, Spain» and Sardini:i, are 
tearing the Emperar'^ Domirions in Italy afunder, are we 
to be altogether (inattentive ? Are we to fit intirely regard- 
Icfs of a War, which may end in the total Overthrow of the 
Balance of Power in Europe? Surely, Sir, we are not; and 
If we ftiould refolve to join either Party engaged in the War, 
or if either of them Ihould but fufpeft fuch a Thing, would 
HOC the Party againll whom we ftiould refolve to join, or 
who fufpcf^ed that we were to come to fuch a Kefolution 5 
wouJd not that Party, I fay, attempt to make a fudden In- 
vafion upon us } For tho^ they could not perhrips expe£l 
ijnnedJate Sue^efs, yet it might give fuch a DtverHon to 
the Arms of tltis Nation, as might prevent its being in our 
Power to put a Stop to their ambitioiu Views, or to pre- 
jEeive the Balance of Power in Europe. 

' In this Cafe, Sir, it is of no Weight to fay, that, after 
we have come to fuch a Refolution, it will be Time enough 
to provide for out Defence i for, as I have faid, the Ap- 
preheniions of our Neighboun may be fufBcient Caufe foe 
them to invade us, and thofe Apprehen£ons we can know 
nothing of 'till we feel the EfltSiL^s of them ; but even a$ to 
our own Refolutions, they may happen to be difcovered, as 
foon as taken ; and ai ii requires a long time to raife any 
Ldod- Forces, and to dtfcipUne the Men, fo a$ to make 
ch«m fit for Service, it will be too kte then to btgin only 
to provide for our Security at home ^ we ought, before we 
a^«e to any fuch R<f«lut?on^, at leait to be focure at 
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honie : and tliCRj alter it is taken, w€ tnaj with Eafe { 
vide for ^ing an oflFenfive Part 

* Upon the whole. Sir, if any very large Augtnaita' 

don had been now demanded, I fhould not perhaps have p^ 
vcn my Vote for complyisg with that Demand, without 
having b«en a little better informed as to the NccefHty for 
making fuch an Augmentation ; but the Augmentation now 
alked is fo fmall, that I look upon ic a!i done chiefly with 
«. View of (hewing the World, that th*re is a, good Har- 
motiy fubfilling between his M^jefty and his Parliament, 
which, perhaps, foitie Powers abroad have been made to 
doubt of; And therefore i fliall not only heartily comply 
svith the Oemand made by his Majefty, but I wifh that no 
Sort of UnwJllingnefs had been (hewn by any Gentleman 
in this Houfe i for as nothing can give fo great a Weight fcr 
the Counfels of this Nation among foreiirn Princes, as a 
flri£i Union between the King and his Parliament ; To ikh 
thing can give fuch a Scab to our Inftuence abroad, as art 
Attempt to ddlroy that Union ; and if Great Britain fljoaid 
lofe all the Weight it ha? in the Sciile of Europe, to what 
a Pafs it might bring the Aff^rs of Europe I fliali leave to 
Gentlemen to judge. 

* In fliort, Sir, thofe who oppofc an Army, as well whcd 
it h become neccflkry as when it wi^ urtneceflary, I mnlt 
fufpft of having fome other Resfons for iheir fo doingi 
than thofe they pubhckJy avow. T o me the Neceffity of 
the Augmentation slked appears to be fufficientJy evidait* 
therefore I am ready to give my Vote againft the Amend. 
jnent propofcd.' 

After him Mr Wyndham fpokc againft the Augraeniadon i 
and then Sir John St Aubin fpoke as follows ; 
Sir, 

* [ cannot perfuade myfelf to agree to the Motion ai it 
now Hands, becaule I have as yet heard no Reafon given 
for convincing me, that the Augmentation now demanded 
13 necef&ry ; for tho'' it be called but a fmall Number, yet 
to me and lo all ihofe Gentlemen, who were laft Year of 
Opinion, that the Numbep of l^nd-Forces then voted was 
by much too large, the Augmentation muJl appear to be 
■pery confiderable, as has been already obferved, By the 
Arguments I had formerly heard foi continuing, the Army, 
flnd the Arguments I now hear for aygmeming the Army, 
it appears plain to me, that fome Gentfemen arc of Opi- 
nion that :in Army, of at leart i S.ooo Men, will always be 
laeceHliry for the Support of our Government, and confe- 
qiiently muft become a Part of our Conflitutior ; for whdij 
our Ncighhoirrs are all at Peace, we arc to!d that we ; 
keep up at leaft that Number of regular Troops, becaufc'

Vi£ons upon us ; and wlien any tvto of our Neighbours arc 
at WiT ivith one another, which is the prefcnt Cafe, we are 
Cold we muft keep up a numerous Stand ing-Anny> becaufe 
our Neighbours have large Armies in the Fkld, and great 
Fleets at Sea, which they may turn fuddcnlv :ig3inff us. 
* I hare^ Sir, a very good C^inion of the Englirti Sol- 
^Kp)', ;ind when tliey have been properly employed, and 
Hvt in Aftion, they h.ive always done great Honour to 
tlirii* Country ; but an Arraj' kept here at Home, fn a State 
of fna^ion, and wantoning in Lewdncfs and Luxury till 
d»ty have quite toil: the true Spirit of EngiiOitnen, and arc 
become lit to be made Shves themfelves, mav cafilv be per- 
fuad^d to make Slavps of thrir Fdlow-Subjefb i attd there- 
fore I DiiU always be againJft |.;ceping up a numerous regular 
Army w'thin this Ifland, let the Pretences for it be never 
lb plaufible ; Ocr Government has been fu| ported for many 
Age« without any fuch Army, and even during the tvhole 
Courfe of the laft two great Wars, there never was a greater 
Number of Forces Irept at Home for the Defence of this 
Nation, tfiati t^e additional T.^umber nnvv propofed, above 
vhaC I, a$ well as a great many other Gentlemen, thought 
ceoc/Tary lail Yctr to be kept op. 

t* Geotlfmen tnik of Parties and Division; am^ng us, and 
its being. neccflary for us to prepare for our Defence be- 
e ive come to any Rcfolutioii ; there ropy be Utde Divi- 
foos f taong us, butnslcrjr as his Majefly enjoys the Af- 
/e&'nM of his People, thofe DiWfians would immediately 
ccsfe upon the Approach of 3. foreign Enemy ; wc would 
all then unite in the Defence of our King and Country ; 
and as to preparing for our Defence, it is certain, that hdf 
the Numbtr of the Troops wc now have, would be fufE- 
cJent to repel any fuch Invafion ihat could be fuddenly 
brouj^he upon tis ; and if any Defign {hoi.td be formed to 
tnvsd? as with a great Number of Troops, woufd not they 
require a great Number of Tranfport-Ships ? Could fuch

^M have not we already voted a great naval Force, with

^^ While the true Maxima of Engliih Policy are purfued, 
netthet his Majefiy, nor any of his Succcfibf!, will evef 
h%vt an Ocofion for Standing Armies ; tt\e King will always 
fnd « Purity for his Perfon and Government in the Hcartv 
$Tid Purfc* of his People; but if ever n vicious Mi nitlcr 
Attll betfiti to aft open other Maxims, Armies may then be- 
contf occe&ry to ^ttatx the Miniiler, or crcu 10 fujifioTi 
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*iiM_? c«. n. Ms Mafler ; and fuch a Mioifter may perhaps find a tort 

Parlia^ment, fcrvifely and flavifhly complying with his moft 
unreafanrtble Demands: This may fupporc him for a while, 
but the Spirit of the People wil! be rojzed at lafl, and even 
that Armj', in which he puts his fole Trull, may probably 
join with the reft of ihetr Countrymen, irv taking Vengeance 
&a the Man who attempted to enfbve his Couiitiy. 

* This I fay, may probably be the Cafe ; but as Stand- 
ing Armies may be fo modelt'd and manag*d, as to become 
proper Tools far tyrannical Power, therefore there is no- 
thing a free People ought to be more cautious of ; and as I 
can fee no Neceflity for the Augmentation propofed, t 
cannot give my Con fen t to the Piopcifition. I do not, in- 
deed, know our prefent Situation : but whatever it may 
be, I muft fay, that if, by the Ignorance of him at the 
Helm, if by his Ihjfring the Sails at every Turn of the 
Wind, our Ship be brojght into great Diftrefs, and our 
Reckoning quite lofl, he ought in Jiilti£:e ^nd Modefty to 
teilgn the Helm. A General Council ought to be callrf, 
and every particukr Ctrcumflance laid fully before them, 
that they may from tlience le^rn how Affeirs (iand, fo as 
to be able to judge how to put the Ship in a right Courfc' 

Cot. Cholmondcley, Member for Bofltney, fpoke next for 
the Augmentation ; and then the QutlUon was put upon 
the Amendment propos'd by Sir WilJiam Wyndham which 
was carried in the Negative by 262 againft 1 62. After tiiis, 
the Queftson was put upon the firll Motion, which was 
agreed to without a Divifion ; and then the following 
HeloIutionE was likewife agreed to. That 647,419 1. lis, 
3 d I;, be granted to his Majeliy, for defraying the Charge 
of 17,704 Men for Guards, Garrifous, and other his Ma- 
jefty's Land' Forces in Great Britain, Guernfey, and Jerfey, 
for the Year 1734. 

Fe&. 13. The Mutiny Bill having been read a feeond 
Time, and committed to a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
the Lord Vifcount Morpeth ftood up and fpoke as folbwj : 
Mr Speaker, 

' Though an Army be, as yet, no Part of our Confb'ttf- 
tton, yet wc find the Parliament has, of late, thought proper 
to keep a; much greater Number of Forces on Foot in tfci) 
Kingdom, than was known in former Times. I have alway* 
bern one of thofe, who thought a much lefs Kumbcr fuffi- 
eictit for the Defence of this Nation, and the Security of 
our Government j but a Majority of both Houfes of P.irlJ»* 
ment have been of a contrary Opinion, being thereto in- 
duced, ai I believe, fomctimcs by Pbts, and treafonaUe 
Confpiracics at Home; and at other Times by the Situation 
of oar Aiairs AbrQad, and the precarious State in ^kfi 
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tht Affairs of Europe happen'd to be in at that Time, Tliis 
lias been our unfortunace Cafe for many Years palt, and it 
is to be j'ear'd that our Calc for Years to come wil] not be 
much better, fo that ''tii probable that the fame Number 
of regular Forces, or perhaps a greater Number, may be 
thouglit neccfTary to be continwcd from Year to Year s 
diererore i think it h the Bufmefs of Parh^jnctit to pac our 
Army under fuch Reguktic^naj as may be thought proper 
and tteceiTafy tor the i>ecurity of our Conititution, 

* It is certain, a numerous Standing- Army, tntirely un- 
der the Influence of the Crown, or of any one Mun, haft 
overturned the Liberties df moit Countries, and in uli always 
l>e dangerous to thi« ; and iho' the Parliament iias hitherto 
thought fit to confent to the keeping up the Number we 
have at prefent, yet it is well known what Fears and Ap- 
prebeniion!; that Meafure has creait-d in the Minds of the 
People ; and therefore it is become necciEtry ibr us to think 
of fome Regcttation which may quiet thetxp, by fecuring our 
Conflitution,, as much as pgfhbie, againit the bad Con/e- 
«[ttcace$ ufuaily attending the keeping up of a Standing* 
Army : This may be effi;£led in a gfeat Meafure, by niiJ^ing 
our Army not altogether f» df pendent upon the Crown as 
dhey arc at prefent : for the lefs dependent the Army is upon 
ttiiy one Man, the lefs dangerous they muft be to the Liber- 
ties of their Cbuntiy i and with this View it is that I fhall 
beg Leave to make a Motion, which will, I hope, meet 
Wich a. gCDcral Approbation. 

' There is one Power now enjoy'd by the Crown, which 
mutt always be attended with the moll dangerous Confe^ 
ijiienccs { I mean, the arbitrary Power now IcKlged in the 
Crown, of removing the Officers of the Array al Pltafure : 
At prefent the Crown, or rather the Mmillers and Favou- 
rites of the Crown, may remove any Officer of the Army» 
witho-jt any Reafon or Caufe aflign*d, nay, even without fo 
inuch as accuimg him of any CriiDe or Neglcd in his Mili- 
tary Capacity i and this Power muQ appear vo every Gen- 
Ciennn to tx; the more dangerous, when we conhder how 
mny Gentlemen of the Army have Seats in this Hatife, aft 
well as in the other Houfe of Parliament. 

* In all the other Ctiiintries of Europe which have any 
Pretcnceit to Liberty, tho' there are perhaps none of them 
that enjoy fo much Freedom as we do, yet there are, by

£on, by preventing the Officers not above the Rank of Co- 
lonels of Regiments, of fuch Latid-Forces as (hail at any

• The noble Lord, who has been pleafed to make yea 

the Motion, has opened it in lb full and fo clear a Maanei^|H 
and has made ir appear to me fo reafoniibleji that I canng^l 
help joining with his Lordfliip in i: That a Standing Armj^ 
is no Part of our Conilituiiofi, will lot, I believe, be de- 
nied by any Gentleman in this Houfe, ft being declared fo 
by the Matiny-Bill, which we have juli now read a iecoad 
Time ,• but yet our Army has been kept up fo many VcarSj 
and is likely to be kept up fvr fo many Yeifs longer, that 
it is high 'f'ime to provide feme Antidote for that Evil, which 
evciy Man fo jnilly ^ipprehends. 

* By the Mutiny Bill it appears, that do common Soldier 
can be puniHitd or difmifFed :is gufity of a Crime, till ht b« 
lirrt tried aiid found guilt)' by the Sentence of a Couri-Msir- 
tial i that the Officers of the Army ihould be in a worfc 
Situation, that they fltould be liable to be removed, as if 
guilty, i»v4thout any Crime fo much as alledged againft thcWp: 
or any Trial or Sentence, appears to me fo inconfilWnt, tb*t 
I am furprized fomc Regulations in this Particular has not 
been mide long ago. The noble Lord, who made this Mo- 
tion, took Notice that there were, and, I believe, alway* 
Will bf^ a giieat many Otticers of the Army who have Seat! 
in Parliament ; there are now above forty who have Seats 
in tjiis Houfe j and tho' I have an Opiniyn of them, and dft 
Hot doubt but tha: they will aft with as much Integrity at

The robic Lord 
fee out with f:iying, that a Standing- Army is no Part of our 
Cotiditution : God forbid it Hiould ever become fo : But it 
19 certain, that the Parliament may fometimes find it necef- 
fary to keep up s Standing-Army from Yetj to Year, for 
the Support and Defence of our ConUitution ; and for this 
Purpofc it is, that the Parliament has of btc Years conTent- 
eti to the keeping up of the Army, which fome Gentlemen 
tn this Houfe hive, indeed thought to confift of too great a 
Kumber ; bat I do not remember ever to have heard it fo 
tnach as infinuated, that we ought not to have any rtjgular 
¥twcc3 at all in the Country- The Conititution of thb 
Country i* the bed I know, or ever heard of ; and chere-

Part of It, K certainly an Invafion of our ConftittitioB* 
which People ought to be extremely cautious of j for if we 
once begin to mrike Alterations or Innovntions iti our Confti- 
tbn, it will HQt be fo ^y to tell where it will end, or 
how far we may go ; If we cmcc begin, we may be carried 
fuchL^-ugthsas mr<y fmiirdy fubvert tliaiConilitucioTi, whick 
has rendertd this N:i:ionfo rich and fo powerfJ, and which 
makes us at prcfent the happieft People upon Earth- While 
the Army continues in its prcfent Condition, while the Of- 
ficers depend upon the King for their Commiffions, and the 
whole,Army upon the Parliament for its Continuance and Pay, 
cjur CLitillitudan cannot be fubvericd by our Army, nor can we 
be in any Danger from any Number of regular Forces fo kept 
up ; but if this Propofuion ihould take Place, it would make 
the Artny really dangerous w our Conilitotion j the Army 
would then become both independent of King and Parlia- 
ment, and might foon make thcrafelves Mailers of both. 
There are many Crimes an Officer may be g;iilty of, which 
might give good and fufficient Reatbn to his Majeliy to re- 
in a ve him, and yet thofe Crimes m^y be fuch as cannot pn> 
perly be tried by a Court-IVIartia! i for Example, Dififfec- 
tbn : His Mrijelly and all Mankind may be fuUy convinced 
of the Difaffctlion of an Officer, tho' it may be impoffible 
to prove that DifafFeftion to the Satisfaftjon ot a Caurt-Mar- 
tial ; and yet the Difaffb£tion may be ia fogrant, and fo 
ready to break forth in Ibme treafonable Aft, that the Safety 
of the Government, the very Being of our Coiifticution, may 
depend upon the immediate Removal of that Officer j and 
as thi.f Pr.^pcjfition, ihouM it pafs into a Law, would make 
fuch Officers the more bold and enterpriziag, the Confe- 
quencc of their Difaffcftion, which could not then be im- 
mediately prevented, would be the more to be dreaded. The 
noble Loid mentioned to us the Cafe of loine of our neigh- 
bouring CDunrnes, btiC I mult think, that when we fee othci 
People mere happy or more free than ourfelves it is then 
time enough for m to fly to other Countries to feek Ex* 
atnples for our Imitation : And as to the Cafe of Holland, 
J cannot fay I hrive lately confidcred th;it Conllitution, theie> 
fore I fpenk with Uncertninty { but I believe that as ca 
their Army their Sfadtholder has the fame Power that our 
King has J he imy, I believe, remove the Officers of the 
Army at Pieafure, and for us to take from his Majefty that 
Power, which all his Royal Prcdeceflbrs have enjoyed, which 
even the States of Holland have truRed their Supreme Ma- 
giftrate wkh, would, in my Opinion, appear very ftraugc, 
«fpcciatly fiivcc it miiJl be granted, that his Majdly has ne- 
ver once made an ill Ufe of that Power, or done aay 
T/iing to defenrc its bein^ taken from him. Jn fliqrt, J taks 
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Prdpolition to be a mad dangerous Innovation, if not s 

orough Altf^ratioa of our Coriltitutlon i tlier^fore I cannot 

nfepc lo it '

' I am very miicb furprl^jcd to bear the honourable Gen- Mrftidfi. 
email, who fpoke laft, fay, that this Propofition would 
frpajid undermine our Conilitution i for if a Standing \fmy 
be no Part of our ConfUtution, as he himfelf was plead- a 
to admit, how can k be paffible that any RcguhtLm with 
rcfpefl to our Army, can fap iiuA uDdermine, ot indeed have 
any thing ti> do with our Conllimtion ? It is certain, that 
oui Army is not as yet any Part of our Conftitution i bat 
if a Standing- Army be continued, for any lime to come, 
upon the fame Footing it is at prcfentj fome fixture ambi- 
tions King, or critninaJ Prime- Mi niflcr may model it fa 
as to make it not only a Part, but under them, tbe whole 
of our Canftitution. The Officers of the Array and Other 
Depen(!ents upon the Crown, may at laJll become fo na- 
tnerous In both Hojfes of Parliament, that :hey may come 
to be jlmoil the only Perfons to meet here, in order to 
make L^ws and impofe Taxes, and then to fend their Or- 
ders to their inferior Officers and Subftitufes, to execute thofe 

ws, and levy thofe Taxes i and all this under the Direc- 

n of an arobiiloifs Prince or wicked Minillcr, who may 
make a blind Submiflion to the moil arbitrary Command!?, 
the only Ttnure by which they are to hold their Com mi f* 
fions, or even their Seats in Parliament i in fuch Cafe I 
would gladly know where we could find the Liberties and 
Privilegcj of the People of England, or any other ConHi- 
tution, but that of our King, his Minifters, and his Army, 

'The Prerogative of the Lrown, this Power which our 
Kings are faid always to have enjoyed, and which Gentle- 
jnen are fo much afraid of the Crown's being robbed of, i» 
but a very new Prerogative ; for a Ssandtng-Army is fo far 
from being a P-irt of pur Conditution, that \ill of late Years 
there never was any luch thing known in this Nation ; 'Till 
the Revolution we never had any fuch Thing as a regular 
fit»nding-Army j the Army that was raifed at that time^ 
w»s raifed lo defend our Liberties and Properties, and to 
aflift a Prince who come to rcfcue us from Slavery ; as foon 
as the Danger was over, it was always underllood, that the 
Army was to be dilbandeJ, but the two heavy Wars we 
Yven: fucceffively engaged in» made it neceffary to keep up 
m Standing- Army during the Reigns of that Prince and hii 
Sucoeflbr i and ever fince that time there have always been, 
I do not know bow, fome Pretences found to keep up a 
OtijBcrouf Standing-Arm^f even in cimei of the moil pro* 
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found Peace ; fo that we fcem now fo ^mty faddlttl wlih *(f 

that I am afraid few Gentlemen in this Houie wiU live to 
fee our prcfent Army, or any Part of them, redac'd. Before 
the Revolution, thote Armics» by which we always io brave- 
ly defended ourfelves, thofe Armies^ whicK made \ii a. Ter- 
ror to our Eaemies, were Armies raifed amang the People, 
tipon the Approach of Danger ; and as foon as that Danger 
WIS over, as foon as Peace returned, the Army was difmif- 
fed, and the Soldiers returned to theif ufual Luhouf aiftd |«- 
duftry i in thofe Days it is well known that our Milrtafy 
Force did not intirely depend upon our Kings. The King, 
indeed, had the chief Command, but moll of the other Coni- 
jnandcrs were fuch as were chofen by their refpc^ive Coun- 
ties, or fud> as held their Corama;nds by their Tenures, 
and could not be re moved from that Command, without be- 
ing legally found guilty of a Crime, no more than they 
could have been removed from their Frec-hokh : There- 
fore, when Gentlemen talk of the Prerogative of the Crown, 
which they fay is to be invaded by this Propofidon, they 
muii be underltood to me.in only that Prerogative, which 
his grown «p fi nee the Revolution, It is certain, that the 
Prerogative of the Crown has always been a very growing 
Part of our Conflttution, and for this Reafon our Anceftors 
have often been obliged to cUji and pare it, othcrwife all the 
Libertic? and Privileges of the People would long ago have 
been fwallow-ed up by the PrerognLive; and, I believe, k 
will be granted, that the Prerogative, even within thefe IsJt 
30 or 40 Years, has grown pretty confiderably, I believe 
every Gentleman will admit, the Power of the Ctowii is now 
infinitely greater tliarv tt was for fnme Years after the Ktvo- 
fution ; and I wifti that thofe, ivho now feem fo tender of 
invading what they call the Prerogative, would, upon other 
Occafions, appear as tender of Invading the Libcrt-ci of tJrt 
People : This ought to be the principal Ceu-c of every Mcch 
ber of this Houfe ; the Crown ftandi in no Need of an/ 
Advocates here, becaufe by our Conftitudon, thf- Crown 
may pet a Stop to any Incryachmcnt upon the Prerogative; 
when the Incroachment is fuch as m-'iy not be th'jui;+it tiC- 
ceflkry for the Prefervation t f our Libcrti:s. Tiie Gent!«s 
man talked of Innovations and Alterations in the Conftito- 
tion, as of ft»mething new and terrible : I do not know wh*t 
that Gentleman may mean by Innovations and Alterations ; 
but I am fure our CDnftitutlon has fcafunubly met with 
many Amendments. Do we not know, that formerly dife 
Crown not only named , but could remove the Judges, H 
pica fure ; and this arbitrary Power of rtrmoving, with re- 
ipefl to the fudges, was formerly a Part of the Prerogative; 
hut Ai great Incouvenvendci were felt from the Ufe that hud 



n3e df this Power, it was taken from the Crown i 

the Judges, v-hen once named by the Crown^ were by 
Law made Judges for Life. This Law, when firll jnadej 
Vf&% certainly intended to make them Judges for their own 
Lives ,* but even this Part of the Prerogative has begun agam 
to grow i and thofe very Gentlemen, the Judges themfclves, 
h&ve been prevailed on to find oat I do not knuw what 
^irkfi and Evafioos, whereby they fecm now to have fixed 
their Right for the Life of another Perfon only. However, 
even as it ilands now, the Prerogative has thereby been, 
diminiflied, and whether this was to be called an Itivafion, 
an Innovation, or an Alteration, I do not know, but J am 
very fure, it was a vtry necelTary Amendment, which has 
produced no InconveniencieSj nor any way injured our 
Cofiilitution ; and why doing the fame thing with refpeft 
to the Officers of the Army, fhould give fuch a terrible 
Alann to fome Gentlemen, as if our ConiUtution was there-< 
by to be Tapped and uiiderjnined, I cannot comprehend. I 
$\gree with the honourable Gentleman^, that our ConlHtution, 
to take it in the generaf^ is as good. If not better than 
that of any of our neighbouring Couiiiries, yet in fome Par- 
ticulars fbme of them may have the Advantage of us, and ia 
ifacfe we ought not to be aihamed, to take Ex^-unple from them, 
|ad frojn thence endeavour to improve our own : For political 
Conditutioni, even of the bel! Sort, are like the CotilUtudons 
of huiQAn Bodies', apt to languill) and decay^ at^d often ibn<l 
in need of Relloratives i even our own ConAitution, good 29 
U i*, wants every now and then to be poUihed and rellored to 
ia> primitive Luftre, and particularly that growing Part, 
tbe Prerogative, ought fomctimes so have its cumberfoms 
Bfuoches Topp'd off, otheru'ife it may become too heai'y 
lor che principd Stock ; This is what our Anceilors have 
4Mffen 4one, and this is what I rhtnk we may in the pre- 
6at Ciife do, without the Jeail Danger, l^he honourable 
G«ntl«itian took Notice of the Tri^k by Courts- Martial,

* Whatever Gt-'ntleraen may fay about our ConJticul!on|[ 
it appears by thefe Atts, that the Senfe of Farlir^ment then 
vfvs, that the fuprcnjc Goverftment of the Militia, and of 
all Forces by Sea and Land then was, and ever was the 
King's undoubted Right } and that the King inight* at 
PltKllire, commifTionate or difplace the OlEccrs of the Mili- 
ti:i i and therefore I mull think, that if ever our Militia- 
Force was under any other P.tguhtion, it was either a Re- 
gulation which was nat according to our Con fli tut ion, or it 
v.'as a Regalation which was found to be Jo inconvcnientji 
that it WIS very foon nlfcr'd. Gentlemen may indeed lay, 
that thefe A£t« concern only the MJIiria, and have no Re- 
lation to OL«r Standing Army ; but as our Militia was found 
to be of little or no Vfe after oar Neighbours began all 
to keep up regular Standing Armies i therefore wc were 
obligi'd to fubllitute, in the Place of our Militta, a regular 
Standing Army j and confequently, the fame Power over 
that Standing Army and the Officers of that Army, mult 
be f ppofcd ttj be vefted, by thefe AiJts, in the King, as ha 
is thereby declared to have had over the Militia and the 
Officers of the Militia ; and now to attempt to take away 
tkit Prerogatite, when I im fare it cannot be faid that 
any wrotjg Ufe has tately bet^n made of it, appears to ms 
very cvtraordinary. 

* I have h^'ifd, that fome Gentlemen are fo much ouf 
of Humour witli our prefetit Government, and fo tired of 
our prefcnc happy Eftabliihment, that they would do almoU 
any Thing to get rid of it i they would, for that End, evea 
agree to the making a thorough Change in our ConflitutjoAi 
bi fjrming it into a Ctimmon wealth j I could never indeed 
bt'lji-ve that there was .iny I ruth in thefe Reports ; I cOuU 
not liclirve that there could be fuch s Madman in Uiis 
N.uion : But fhould this Motion take Pbce, if I could fo 
much as bi-Iitve that Gcntk-meii were really fcrious in the 
Motion tltcy have made, I would no longer look upon fuch

I thank Godj I am none of thole who are tired ol oar pre- 
fcnt happy Eftablilhment : 1 think we enjoy our Liberties 
in their full Extent, and I (hall never give my Confent to 
a Propofition» which wuuld put it out of the Kiiig's Power 
to remove any, even of thofc OiHcei-s wha arc appointed to 

Sard his Royal Perfon* without the '. onfent of the other 
Beers : It would be found to be a difficult. Matter to pre- 
vail with a Court Martial to punilh or break an Officer, per- 
liaps, for a Crime which every one of th:it Court Martial 
was bimlelf guilty of. If the Gentlemen of the Army thould 
once be made to depend only upon one another, rhey would 
foofi be made fenQbie of tiieir own Power, and we do not 
know what Ufe they might be tempted to maktj of it. la 
Ihort, Sir, the Propofitioit. in my Opinion, tends to nothing 
but Confufion ; and therefore I .im heartily ngainil it.' 

Sir Thomas Robinion fpoke next againit Lord Morpeth's sirTJtotiflbinfi». 
Motion, as follows t 
Sir, 

* I cannot help exprefling my Surprife at a Propofirion of 
tiiis Nature i fur though tt ha, been talked of without Doors 
for feme time pall, yei 1 never codd *tiJl Yelkrdiiy believe 
that it would aduiilly h'Ve been introduced here ; becaufe 
it appears to me tu be founded on a Sup;Aolttion, that the 
Iktne Number of Forces we now mainriiin, is for ever to 
|>e entailed on our Poiterity. 

* Had a Propofitiou of this Nature comehfther from ano- 
ther Quirrer, founded on the Perpetuity of the Array, it 
WCHiM have been thought highly unreaibnable ; and if a 
Regulation tiat'^ foundea, Hiould pafs this Houfe» it may be 
Mtidc Ufe of nereaficr as an Argument to continue the Ar- 
my, when there is no longer any ReaTon for it ; and may 
be empi yed as a Means to interweave the Civil with the 
Military Power, and to make a Military EltabliihincaX a Part 
of our Conllitutign. 
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^ueftion has been ftated^ the Power ot tfte 
King and the Liberties of the People feem to interfere, 
and therefore it will be very difficult to fpeak m Favour of 
the one, without being liable to be reprefented ac having 
a Defign to deprefs the other ; but as the Excellency of 
our Conftitittion confifts in preferving a jull Tempera tnent 
between the King, Lords, and Commons^ .ind cKf: right 
babncing the Power allotted to each, we ought *iot to 
attempt to diminiih the Power of either of thcfe three in 
any Inltance, unlefs by the Exercife of Power in that pa r- 
cular Cafe it be found, that that Branch of our LegiJla.^ 
mre is armed witli a Strength djfproportionable to the 
ocljer two ; and therefore, before we concur in taking a- 
way from the Crown the Prerogative of difplacing Offi- 
cers, it ought firlt to be very clearly demonltiated, that 
the Influence the King has at prcfent over the Army, is 
greater than is neceflkry for the Security of his Perfon 
and Government, or greater tlun is confillent with the li' 
berties of the People ; and this 1 take to be the very Point 
in Queftion. 

' The very Point now in Debate feeme to be, Wbethei 
the lopping off fo great a Branch of Prerog-itive from the 
Crown, and transferring it to the Army, will not difarm 
the Crown of a Poiver neceffary to keep the Army firm 
and fleady to oar prefent Eftablifhment ,' and whether by 
trailing it in the Hands of the Soldiers, we may throw 
a greater Degree of independent Strength info the Ar- 
my itfelf, than it ought to havft a much greater than 
has hitherto been thought either fit or prudent to intru& 
it with. 

* Upon this Occafion, I cannot help reminding Gentle- 
men, what fatal Coalequences attended that Law nude in 
the Year 1641^ whereby it was put out of the Power of 
the King to diifolve or prorogue the Parliament without 
their own Confent ; if breaking, the Balance of any of the 
three Powers in the Legiflature, if the two Houfes of Par- 
liament affuming to themfelves an Independency not hw* 
fully veiled in them by our ConiUtution, was attended wiili 
fo many Evils, what may we not dread, ihould we fee the 
Officers of an Army not removable, but by their own Con- 
fent I The Hiftoiy of thelail Century fuKy fliews us, what 
various Scenes of Confufton fucceeded the fatal Statute I 
havejufl mentioned, and every one's Thoughts may fuggrll 
to h.im, what muA b« the imCHTal Confequence of i^. 
fiiould it fuccted. 
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If Gentlemeti will only recoiled a little the Roman Hi- 
ory, they will find, that whenever Military Governments 
of Provinces were given for Life, or for a certain Term of 
Years only, or eveo when the Army got the Privilege of 
choofing their own Officers, the Sovereign Power came faon 
after to be lodged in the Army stfelf, and proved fatal tg 
thofe very Perfons who had acquiefoed under thcfe ill-judged 
ConcetliDnsi and I am afraid, if a Power ihould be given 
mjr Army, that no Officer fhall be put out, but by the 
Judgment and Confent of the other Officers, the next natu- 
ral Step for them to take will be, that none fl^all be put in 
or preferred, who have not their Recommendation ; for Ar- 
mies are of fuch a Nature, that they either muft obey^ or 
wilt foon command, Numberlefs Examples might he pro- 
daced in Sqpftort of what I have fatd, both from ancient 
and modem Hiilory : but I fhall not now enumerate Par- 
ticulars, with which many other Gendemen may be better 
acquainted thmi I am. 

* And that this has been the received Opinion of our Aa- 
ceftors, fmce Mona.rchy was known in this Ifland, becomei 
evident by reflecting, that in all the Stmggles they had 
with the Crown for Liberty ; nay, even at the Time of 
the late Revolution, when cv'ery thing was thought of by 
the Patriots of thofe Days, for leflcning the Royal Preroga- 
tive, fo far as was judged neceflary for, or conljilent with 
the Prefervation of our ConlUtution, I do not remember to 
have read or heard, that there was ever a Mention made of 
any Projeft of this Nature ; and it is moft certain, that if 
focb a Projeft had been in Force 50 Years ago, our Bail- 
ntfs in this Houfe would now have been rather to have re- 

E'ftered the Edi£ls prefcribed to us by the Army, than to 
ive debated any thing that might affeft a Body of Men 
made fo formidable by their Independency. 

• I would aik ihe Gentlemen, who are for this Pfopofitjon» 
one plain Quellinn, Whether it be not abfolutely neceJTary, 
that eitiier the Military Power mull be dependent on the Ci- 
vil Power, or the Civil upon the Military t If from the 
Nature of Things one be neceflary, the Option cannot be 
diflicak to make. Surely, Gentlemen upon this Occafion, 

not rcojlleft the Fate of their Prcdctcflbrs in the Middle 
«lie laA Century, when the Parliament, by granting fuch 
ceffionF to the Army, made the Army foon hold them 
10 Contempt, who had thus made the Military Power in- 
dependent of the Civil MagJIlrate ; I fay, 1 mufl take it for 
g^nenf, that this Part of our Hiftory is intirely forgot, 
ivhen I fee a Qljcltion moved in thii Houfe, tending to 
N * give 
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Ajui»7. c«, n. give the Army tliat Independency of the State, wMch h&i 
I7J114- , formerly made, and in Procefs of Time, muil again make 
Parnaments ufdefs ; for I ' * 



look upon Mditikind in general 
as pretty«iear upon a Level, in all Age> very llrong Temp- 
tations will too often get the better of the very bell IntentJQiij 
and like Caufes will always produce like Effi;fti. 

• la my Opinion, the great Danger to be guiirdad againil 
in all Armies is, any Seep that tends to raife theai to a 
State of Independency ; and therefore by the Wifdom of 
the Legiflature, our Army is fo wifely conilituted, as not 
only to be dependent on the annual Voces of this Honfe for 
Its Subfiilence and Continuance, but tiiio us to the Number 
it fhall confift ofj then as to the Nomination of the Of- 
ficers, it has always been Jodged in the Crown, as 'tis highly 
proper it ftiould, tliey have always been left dependent on 
the Kidgt whofc Perfon they arc obliged to defend, whofe 
Government they are intended to iupport. 

* Thus is our Army neceflurily dependent in a doubly 
Capacity, the Whole is dependent on this Houfe for its very 
Exigence, which may be put an End to whenever any Dan-« 
ger comes to be apprehended from it j but the Officers, 
whilt the Army cxiils, are to depend on the King for their 
Commillions, otherwlfe how could lie depend on their Fi* 
delity or Behaviour, ftiould they be called forth to AQion ; 
for an Officer may be guilty of fcveral Crimes which can- 
not be propeHy laid before a Court Martial, particularly 
Difafiedion, of which, tho' there be Proof fufficient tft 
make it Jndiljfmtabje^ yet the Proof may be of fuch a Na 
tore, aa not to be proper to be laid before a Court Martial, 
or perhaps cannot be laid in fuch a Manner, as to make it 
have its juft Weight with Officers fitting in judgment on 
one of their own Fraternity. 

' Tho', therefore, in this Refpefl, our Army, as it re- 
ceives its annual Support and Exillence from the Parliament, 
may be caird a State- Army, a Denomination an honourable 
Gentleman has much infilled on, yet, I think, the Conclu- 
£ons he has drawn from thence arc vtry ill grounded i for 
a. State- Army, as fuch, does not in the leaft imply a Necef- 
fity of the OflScere holding their Imployments for Life i oa 
the contrary, it fcems necciTary in all Armies, they (hould 
be fubordinate to fome other Power, that they may not de- 
feat the Purpofe for which they are maintained ; for if they 
fliould be thus made dependent only on ihemfelves, and in- 
dependent of the three other Powers of the Legiikture, it 
will, in my Opinion, be laying the Foundation of a fourth 
Power, a Military one, which may, in Procefs of Time, 
render nfelcfs the other three.

* This leads me to confider, in whom the Advocates for *!«» ?■ 
tliis Queftioit prapofe to lodge this Powers this important 
Branch of the Prerogative, which is to be lopp'd off from 
the Crown, if this Military Scheme fucceeds : As the Pre- 
rogative of the Crown is to be diminifhed, one would na- 
turally imagine the Power of the People was intended to be 
iocrea.fed ; but this is not to be the Cafe, it is to be tranf- 
ferred from the Crown, not to the People, but to the Ar- 
my, and lodged fokly with the Officers themfelves, who, 
from that Moment, will be independent of the Cri:nvn, 
and in Time, perhaps, of all other Authority ; for one of 
the great Rcftraints upon the Army k tliis veiy Prerogative, 
which the King has of difplacing Officers who may be fuf- 
fc&td of bad Intentions : Give this Privilege to the OfE- 
ccrs themfelves only, and what Security fhaU we then have 
for their future Behaviour f In fhort, we fhall then have 
jaifed a Power in Support of the prefcnt EiUhliihment, 
without having provided a Security again ft its attempting 
to overtam that very ElbbliniiTient ; for thus, by removing 
liiis neceffary Check upon the Army, a diftant Time may 
come, when the Nation, with Reafan, may be jealous of 
■It Army, in whofe Hands wc fliall have put a Power fuf- 
ficient to enable them to get the better both of King and 
Parliament, and to fet up a new Conftitution of their 
own ; whereas, while the Array continues in the State it 
Is at prefent, there is little Danger to be apprehended 
from it, even (hould it htve the Ralhnela to attempt any 
Thing againft either. 

* It has been urged by an honourable Gentleman under 
tht Gallery, that, as the Judges hold their Imployments 
for life, we ought to convey the lame Privileges to the 
Ofilcer^ of the Army : In my Opinion, this is Reafoning 
upon a very wrong Foundation, for, 1 think*, no juft Pa- 
rallel can be drawn betwixt Civil and Military Officers in 
general^ but certainly there is the widefl D:ffi?rence between 
thofe who ad in a Judicial, and thofe who aft in a Military 
Capacity i for the fame State of Independence neceffary to 
leave the Judge unhiaifed in pronouncing Judgment, would 
tend to difengage the Soldier from that Interell, to which 
he ought folely, and in Contradiftin^ion to all others, to 
be thoroughly attached : A Judge (hould be !eft free and 
unbiaiTed, that he may fpeak ^hat the Law fpeaks, and 
diftribute Juftice impartially to all Parties j but the very 
Nature of the Army requires the flrifleft Subordination in 
the Officers, without which there can be no Difciplinc ; 
the Soldi^ niuii be dependent, and maU aft in Subjeflion to 
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tlie lawful Cammands of thofe, by whom he is maintain'^i 
nor c^n any Quatification nmke ameucls for his Failure |fl 
this Particular. ^1 

* There is beftdes a particular Circumflance, whicb 
makes it impoffible to draw any juft PaiaJlel between the 
Judges and the Officers of the Army j tlie Judges not only 
deterjninc between Subjcft and Subjedl, but they are like- 
wife to determine between the Ctdwo and the People i if 
any Qtidtion arifes between the King and a Subjeti:, chey 
are to determine the Point in difpute, and cherefbrc it u 
TiccefEiiry that they fliould be made as independent as pofTJble 
upon either of the Parties i but no fuch Power was ever 
yet lodged in the Officers of the, Army, and it is to be 
hoped never wiSi ; for tho' I have fb great an Opinion of 
the Gentlemen who are at prefent in the Service, that I 
think any Power may be fafely lodged in their Hands, 
yet, I believe, they neither defire fuch a Power, nor 
would they confent to the giving of any fuch to thett 
Succeflbrs. 

' But the Propofition now made to ua would render th« 
Officers of the Ajmy ftill mare independent, both upon oor 
King and Government, than the Judges are at prefent : If 
a Judge be guilty of any Crime, or of any Negleft of Dn' 
ty in the Execution of his Office, he is not to be try'd by 
the other Judges only, he is to be try*d by a Jury, he is 
to have an open and a fair Triai in Welltniniler-Hall, as the 
reft of his Fellow-Subjefb have ; and if it were other- 
wife, if a Judge for any Misbehaviour, were to be cry'd in 
a private Way by his Brother- Judges only, I fhould think 
both our Lives, Liberties, and Properties in greater Danger 
from them under fuch a Regulation, than if they were llill 
dependent on the Crown for the Conrinnance of their Com- 
miffions i and it mull be granted, that thi:i ktt would be the 
Cafe of the Officers of the Army, if this Propofition rtiould 
take place ; for they could be try'd by none, they could be 
punilh'd by none but themfelves, and confequently th^ 
would have no Dependence but upon one another ; and 
without any Derogation to the Charaiters of thofe, who ar* 
now fo worthily at the Head of the Law, or to thofe who 
command in the Army, I believe every Perfon will allow, 
that the Fear of PuniHimcnt, and the Hopes of Rewad, 
are equally nccefTary to keep mo ft Men to their Duty, aoil 
of cotirfe to make them ufeful to Society. 

* As another Reafan in Support of this Propofition, 
honourable Gentleman has nacommended the Wifdom 
the Swedes to our Imjcation, who, he fays, have introdtici 
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tlus veiy Regulation in their Arroy 

obferve, in Anfwer to this, it is fo very late a PraiElice 
among theiii, that they cannot yet be proper Judges, 
how fax "^cwill aufwer the PuLrpofc for which, 'twai in- 
troduced. 

* To be fure it \i very commendable in thofe who have 
fpoke for ihis QaeCHon ; nay, it is the Duty every Man 
owes his Country, to obrerve the Methods of Government 
iiied in other States, and adopt that which h founded on 
Wiidon:! and tnie Policy into their own ; but in all Attempts 
of this Kind, a Jlri£t Regard is to be had to the particular 
Turn of our own Conftitution ; for whtii may be a necellkry 
Step in one State, tnzy prove to be the DeAru£lion of smo- 
ther ; and therefore, moil certainly^ the bare Example of 
the Swedes ought not to influence us to take fo extraojditiary 
a Refolution, unlds the Nature of our own Conilitution 
would juAify it : If Gen tk men reafon only from the Exam- 
ple of the Swedes, they may with the fame Jurtice plead for 
a farther Introduflion of their Laws : and as all foreign Af-' 
fair? are tranfafted by their Senate, they may on tlie f^me 
Account expc^ that the iVlansgement of all our foreign 
IS'cgociations ought to be fubmilted fokly to the Direction 
of this Houfc ; they may iikewife pretend to tranfplant 
other Culloms, prevalent in the Senate of Sweden, into our 
Farliamenc^ which would quite alter the prefent Form of 
our ConiUtution, and introduce a new Species of Govern- 
jncnt into this Kingdom v for it is certain, that a King of 
Sweden has now hardly the Power of a Stadtholder pf HoN 
taftd, efpecially with Refpeft to the Officers of the Army j 
none of whom he can even create or promote, without the 
Confent of the Senate ; their Government at prefent is, in- 
deed, little more than a Commonwealth, fo that few Things 
cao be drawn from tlicir Pradiqe, as an Example fit for m 
to follow. 

' Before I conclude. Sir, give me Leave to remind Gen- 
tlemen, that our Hiflories fufficiently teach us this Truth, 
titat our Liberties and Conilitution are never in greater Dan- 
ger, than when any one of the Branches of our Legiflature 
grafps a.E any Power or Authority, which l^th, .by the 
Wifdom of oar Anceftors, been appropriated to another ,- 
therefore, moil certainly, an unwarrantable Attack up- 
le Prerogative of the Crown, which may, indeed, bo 
"ed to extend the Liberties of the People, is in Rcaii- 
fOUiiefl Way lo bring them into Danger. I believe 
impartial Perlbn will acknowledge, that in our pre- 
happy Sitaaiionj, we of thii Nation eTk]oy as much 
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Liberty as is confiHent with that Sutgedlicn which is to*' 
cciTary for the Support of all Governments j and the fuidl 
Way to continue this particular Blelling to ourfelves, and 
to perpetuate it to our Poiiciity, is to reft fatisfy'd widi 
what we enjoy, and not to hazard what we already havs^ 
by aiming to extend the Liberties of the People to a 
Degree, perhaps, wc ourfelves may be the firft Perfotu 
fball be ienilble of the Inconveniencies of: All Experi* 
ments, therefore, of reforming the ConJtitation, muil be 
haz^^rdouSj, unlt^fs where the Event is clear and undifpated: 
Tampering with the Laws, where oar Liberties are COQ- 
cern'd, liath often proved of dangerou.'s ConJequence ; and 
w henever we come to new raodelling the Confticution in any 
eflenttal Pointj unlefs where an apparent NecelTity require* 
it, 'tis impoifible to tell how far the Spirit of Reformation 
will proceed. 

* I beg Pardon for taking up fo much of yoar Tiine r 
As I once had the Honour to be in the Service, and under 
a Gendcman, whofe good Nature and Affability muft ever 
demand the Elfeem of ail that know him, {Gen. Wade] and 
wjjo is ai little defirous of gr..fping at an unrcafonable 
Fower^ as he is capable of mifapplying tha.t he is already 
tfiilLed with, 1 ilatter myfclf, that during the Time I was 
under his Command, I Jearn'd a. little what the Nature of 
an A 'my is j and had I itill been in the Service, fo far from 
retiring upon this Qucllion, as has been reconnmendcd to 
thale in Uie Service, if Gentlemen would divide upon it, 
which I flialt not. believe they intend doing, 'till I fee it 
doiit; ; I fay, had I JlllI been in the Service, I (hould have 
been equally ftrenuous again ft the Qjieftion ; as it has al- 
ways been my Opinion, that the fureft wjty to depetid on 
aiiy Set of Men for their aftitig right^ is not to give them 
an unneceffary Power or Temptation to do wrong. i 

' For thefe Reafons I think my felf obliged to ufc my 
Endeavours, tliat neither this, nor any other Propofition 
of the like Nature, hovvci'er popular they may at ihji or 
any other Time appear, lliall ever meet with Encourage- 
jne'it from this Houie.*

* 1 cannot let tliis Queftion go, without declaring inyAb> 

horrence to the Motion that has been made to ns : I really 

think it h the moft raonftrouE Motion I ever heard made, 

I fit in Parliament. Gendcmen 

mt ConlticutJon ; but if tJ: 
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Ijnan they have made fhould 
oar Conilttutiou would foon be at the Mercy of our Army. 
At prcfcnt, the OiEcera of tJie Army depend upon the King 
for their Cororaiflions, and the Aimy kfelf depends upon the 
Parliament for its Continuance, and for us Pay ; hut if you 
Ihould once mske the Officers of the Army iadependent of 
the Crown, if you thould once give tlicm a Sort of Freehold 
in their Commifllons, they would foon make both King afid 
Parliament depend upon thcnf. If bath King and Parlra- 
ment fhould join in Opiriion, and think it proper to make i 
RedmSion of any Fart of our Army, do you imagine- that 
thefe Gentlemen, with their Swords in their Hands, watild 
quJcdy lay them down, and retire to their relpeclive Homes 
at our Defirc ^ No, they would then tell you, our Coinmif- 
lions arc for Life^ they are our Freehold, a Law of your 
own making has made them (o, and you rtiall not take them 
from us, unlefs we have been guilty tjf a Crime ; if we Kave 
doDC any Wrong, let a Court Martial be calktJ, let us be 
tr^'cd in that Way which is by Law prefcribed, and if we 
be found guilty, we wtil fabmit. This we may reafon- 
ably fuppole would be tiie Language of thofc you had 
a. mind to reduce, and in fuch a Cafe Gentlemen may ca- 
fily guefs what Redrefs the Nation could expe£t from a 
Court Martial 

• The Liberties of Rome were never deftroycd, 'till their 
Army was made an Army for Life j and even this Country 
Joft its Liberty by an Army : As foon as an Army was raif- 
ed, and made independent of the Sovereign Power, they 
crverturtted the whole of ourCoofiitution j they pulled a Prc- 
deceiCoT of yonrb out of the Chair -, and kJck'd the Mem- 
bers oat of Doors ; and IhaJI we ellabtifli fuch another Ar- 
my t The Propofition is furprifmg. I would rather He un- 
dit any Fmputation, than that of having made fuch a one 
to this Houfe : I am fu re it is very far from appearing to 
the noble Lord, who made it, in the lame Light it doe^ to 
me: I have, I think, a jufl Opinion of it ; but if he had 
judged fo, I am very well convinced he would never have 
offered it to this Houft:. However fince the Propoliticin has 
been made, and as every Gentteman is at Liberty to treat 
any pTopofitJon according to that Light in which it appear* 
to him, I muil fay, that I look upon the Motion as mon- 
llrous, abfurd, and flavifti, and therefore I am heartily a- 
gftinlt it. 

• If i have fpoke with too much Warmth, I beg Par^ 
don ; I hope it will be afcribed to my Zeal for our Confu- 
tation, i^nd cbe prefcut happy Eftabliihment i and not to 
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any Want of Rcfpeft for t]ie Gentlemeit, who (ecm to fef 
vour a Propoficion, which appears to me in a Light fa vc* 
ry different from ihat in which^ I believe, it appears to 
them/ 
Kr J. H,Bii;cB. To thts Spcech of Mr Winnington's Sir John Hop« Bruce^ 

replj' d as follows : 
Sir, 

• The honoumbte Gentleman over the way, I muft dy, 
lias fpoSce wiii> a gresic deal of more Warmth than Pc 
centy, and hus treated the Soldiery, both antient and mO' 
dern, in a Manner \^'hich J think both fcandalous and uD' 
juil. That Gentleman fpohe of the Roman Liberty, and 
pretend L'd that the Lois of k was owing to their Army's 
being made an Army for Life : I can remember nothiug, 
Sir, of an Army for Life at Rome : I do not rernembcr 
that they ever had any fuch Regulation in their Armi«i 
even as this now propofed, which is very far from eftablifli- 
ing £Ln Ar;**/ for Life : On the contraryj if they bad had 
any fuch Regulation, I believe it would not have been ia 
the Power of their Generals, or Emperors, to have mo- 
delled and garbled their Armies, fo as to make them fer\'e 
thofe vile rurpofes, which they were made to ferve. 

' If die Gendeman will pleafe to read over the Roman 
Hiftory with Attention, he will find, that the Lofs of 
the Roman Libert)' was, at £rft, more owing (o Bribery 
and Corruption in their Eleftions, and in their Senate, 
than to their Army : ft was by this Bribery and Cor- 
ruption liiat all publick Virtue was defrayed in that Coun- 
try ; and when the Virtue of the Army, as well as the 
Feople, was deltroyed, it became an eafy Matter to make 
Tools of both, for the Support of arbitrary Power. 

* I have had the Honour to ferve in our own Army : 
I have likewlfe. Sir, ferved in foreign Armies, and I think 
I know a little of the Nature of both : From thence it is 
that I judge, that no Army will allow themfelves to be 
turned againft the Liberties of their Country, unlefs it 
be left in the Power of fome ambitious Man to model 
them, fo 09 to make them fit for his own wicked Ptirpofc^ ; 
It was this that made our Army, in the iaft Century, turn 
againft the Parliament which had raifed them ; and the 
Army will always be dangerous, as long as any fuch Power 
is lodged in any one Man. 

' I have the Honour, Sir, to be acquainted with many 
of the General Officcis, as well as other Officers, in our 
own Army at prefent ; J know their Worth and tlieir Me- 
^it, and I (hall ncrer fear any thing from ao Aimy undi 
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Command and Direftion : But if what has been once 
attempted ihould ever be attempted agaiif, if our Army 
fliould be garbled, tlie Gentlemen who are now in Coni- 
m^tid turned out^ and Fellows of mean Birth, or perliaps 
foreign Officers, put into their Places, we (hould have eve- 
ry thing to ftiar from fuch an Army, even though the Ge- 
nerality of the common Soldiers fliould continue to be mad* 
op of our own Countrymen. 

'Upon this Occaf^on I canntit but take Notice, Sir, of 
what I read the otiier Day in a very judicious Author, 
who upon this very Subject fays, * That any Minifter who 
' advifes the King to diimifs a good Officer, who has long 

* and faithfully ferved his King and Country, is guilty 
■ of the greateft and blackeil Aft of Trcafoir 5gainlt his 

• Prince;' and therefore. Sir, to prevent a^ much as pof- 
fible the committing of any foch Trcafon in 
come, I fhall be for agreeing to the PiopoJltion 
fore us.' 

Mr Hugh Williams rpoke next againft the Motion, and Mr h. WiUiiift*. 
after him General Wade ftood up, aud fpoke as folloivs. 
Sir, 

* The Gentlemen of the Army are certainly very much 
obliged to the noble Lord, who made this Propofition ; and 
I doubt not hut every one of uj would be for it, if we 
thought it were confiftent with the Good of our Country. 
For as it is natural for all Men to defire to be independent, 
it is not to be doubted, but that the OfHccrs of the Ar- 
my defire it as much as any other Set of Men ; but whether 
it may not be of dangerous Confeqiieiice to make fo great 
an Alteration in our Conftitution, is what principally weight 

^■itb me ; and for my own Part, 1 ihall alvvays give up any 
^Kvate Advantage I may exped, rather than agree to any 
^Mcafure, which may in the leail endanger or hurt the Cotl-' 
flitwtion, or the publick Interelt of my Country. 

* Since J have had the Honour, Sir, to fit in this~Haulc, 
[can fey, that I have always aded with the fame Free- 
as if I had no CommifTion, nor any Concern in 

Araiy , and thoLigh I have generally joined in Opinion 
th thofe who were in the Admlrullration, yet I have 
fuife upon many Otcafions differed from them. 

I remember that when the famous South Sea-Scheme 
in Agitation in thii^ Houfe, though it wa^ brought in 

» Mtniller, and ilron^ly fjpportcd by thtjft; who ivere 
rn at the Head of rhe Adminiitratiftn, yet I had the 
jtiour to be one of the 55 who divided ag^inll it. If 
true, Sii, I had upon that OcciJlon MeJlagei feat to mc. 
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ployments, btJ^ thofe Threats had no Weight with me i 
nor fliaH fuch * hreats ever have any Weight with me in 
any Cafe where they come in Competition with jny Daty 
as a Mcmlier of this Houfe, with my Duty as an Officer 
of the Army, or with my Duty as a Subjeft of Great Bri- 
tain : And, I hope, that this is the Relolution of every 
fA^Ttf who has the llonour to bea,r a CommtiHon 10 ths 
Army,' 

* Gentlemen talk of Courts Martial, and of his Majefty'i 
liaving the Power to name tJie Officers who are to be upon 
them ; His Majefty has indeed the Power of granting 
Warrants for the holding of Courts Martial, &s often, and 
in fuch Places as he fhall pleafc to appoint j I have my- 
felf a Warrant from his Majelly for holding Courts Martiat 
in North BrltaJn, where I have the Honour at prefent to 
command : But I ncTcr did, ror does his Majefty, ever 
name the OfEcera who are to be upon fuch Courts MartiaJ. 
That Service being performed by a Rolf, as other Parts of 
Daty are, I have often very great Difficulty to get a 
fi;fricient Number of OfHcers for holding thofe Courts Mar- 
tial ; for fometim« fix or feven Captains, befides Subal- 
terns, will be abfent at one Time ; and it is hardly poill'' 
ble now, in Time of PeacCj to get them to attend their 
Duty, notwithftanding the great Power the Crown has 
over them : Since then they are at prefent fo negligent of 
their Duty, would they not be much more fo, if they 
could not be difraifled for Negled of Duty, but by a Sen- 
tence of a Court MartiaJ f If any of thofe- Officers (houId> 
be brought to be tried for Negleft of Duty, or any other 
fuch Crime, by a Court Martial, the Majority of which 
might perhaps coniill of Officers, who had themfelvcs beeft 
guilty of the fame Fault, can Gentlemen imagine, that in 
fuch a Cafc any Officer would be broke, or any VVaf 
punifited by a Sentence of that Court Martial ? 

' In ihort. Sir, theDifciplineof our Army is already in 
a very bad Way, and I am afraid, if this Propofition fliouM 
take Place, it would be indrely dellroyed j for if this Pro- 
pofttion fhould pafs into a Law, it would not oiiiy take 
4way all Dependency upon the Crown, but it would dcilroy 
that Subordination of inferior Officers to their Superiors, 
which is abfolutely ncGciTary to be flriftly kept op in 
ajl Armies ; and without which, an Army would Jbon be- 
come an unruly Mob, inftead of being a regular, and a-, 
well-difcipllned Army ; the^refore^ Sir, I cannot but b« 
^inA 6x9 Propoiittgit/ 
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• As this Propofitfon muft certainly tend to the Etoblifh- f-^f ^r'f- 
mcnt of 4T1 Army, wifh too great and too independent a 
tiyntr in iifelf, J muii think it extrtamly improper ; And I 
«Mift think that the horotirable Gentleman^ who fpoke laft, 
very well and very juftlj' obferved, ili?.t it would dtftroy 
Djfctplitie in thcArmy, nnd would, I believe, introduce 
a gtneral Ljcentioufnefs among the Officers s for there are 
my Irregul-trities an Officer may be guilty of, which cdald, 
M well be brought before a Court Martial ; and if they 
tre, the IrreguUrity might be fo general, that It would 
be bard to get fuch a Court Mirti.il as would puni(b the 
OfTrccr for a Crime, which perhaps every one of thcmlelvcs 
might be guilty of ft is well known how many Complaints 
thfi-rt' arc already^ both ag:iinft Officers and Soldiers, for fr- 
r<.;^!>jhrities Committed in tiicir Qunrtcrs ; even with all the 
Pouer which bh Majefty now has overtljcr Army, it is very 
hard for thoie to whom heentrufts the chief Care and Ma- 
nagement of his Army, to keep the Officers and Soldiers to 
ihcir Duty, and to prevent their being now and then guilty 
of fome little A£b of Oppreflion in their Quarters | but if 
the Propofitian now made ftiould pafs into a Law, k would 
render the Quartering of Soldiers moft grievous to the Peo- 
ple ; one Officer would fay, I have ratidc my Quarters good, 
as they call it, another would do the lame; this would ea* 
courage a third, a fourth, and fo on, 'till the Pra£iicc be- 
came general j and if they were to be tryed and puniihed 
for this only by a Court Martial, can Gentlemen im^igine, 
that they woald not acquit one another F * I'is true, Oificers 
ly have been removed without bting guilty of anyCrimij

of Marlborough's having been rtmoved i I believe no Mm *""""; 
will Cay it was a right Step to remove that gtrat General, 
but it has no Rebtioo to the QueJtion now before us ; be- 
caufe^ if I underllood the noble Lonl'a Motion right, the 
Power of removing Generals from thtW Command, as Ge- 
nerals in the Army, is to remain in the Croijvn, as much 
unlimited as ever it was before ; and if rauil be granted, 
that the Removiil of thit great Man, and the many Rano- 
rals that followed, if they hrive any Relation to the prcfent 
Qaeflioji, are ftrong Arguments in its Favour i for^ 1 be- 
Ikve, every Man who wilhed well to the Conilittition, would 
hAve wilhed chat fuch a Law had been in being at that 
Time; and indeed all the other Arguments I have heard 
againft the Propofiiian, if I may be allowM to call them io^ 
arc timch Itronger for it than againft it. 

* Gentlemen talk of invading the Prerogitive, as if it 
were a moll heinous Thing, to leffen, in any Refpcd, what 
they call the Prcrogntive ; but this has been already anfwer- 
cd by a worthy Gentleman j he juUly faid, that the Prero- 
gative has been growing ever fince the Revolution, and it h 
certain that it is daily gaining Ground both in this Houfc 
and the other. The Power of the Crown, evjery Member 
of this Houfe, as well as the other, ought always to be jea- 
lous of i for what by Creations and Tranflations, it may at 
laft grow fo great, as entirely to overturn that Ballance upon 
which our Conftitution depends. The Prerogati^'e now in 
XHfpute, is a. Prerogative of very ihort Standing ; even the 
prerogative, as to the Militia, mentioned by an honourable 

Ientleman, hri5 been affumed but of late Years; and tho' 
I Power of the K.ing» as to the Militia, be very fully and 
Blicidy declared in the two Ads that Gentlcnun was 
Inied to read to us, yet I hope, that neither he, norhi.4 
ricnds, will recommend all the Proceedings of the Parlia- 
II ja ent in which thofe Atls p.iffed, as proper Patterns for us 
^KAmitate ; nor will he defire, that we ihould approve af 
PHsry Thing that was done at that Time in Parliament : 
Bvfide?, there is a very great Difference between theOfficei's 

(B Standing Army, and thofe of the Militia; the Arlt is 
^ sx\ honourable and a bene^cial Employment, the laft is 
pome of late Years not very honourable, ajnd I am very 
ft it cannot by X^w be made a beneficial Employment f 
chat the aibitfiiry Difpolal af Commi£ions in the Army, 
fluy be of much more UtA Confequenceto our Conllituriony 
ihfttt thfl arbitrary Diipofal of Commiflions in the Militia. 
Gcntlejnea h^tve aflted u$, Will you make the Oncers of 
tlie Afmy Independent ? WiU yoa give them their Coitv- 
■uffioos in the Nature ef a Freehold ? No, by the Propo- 
iti<wi iiffw nubde to tu, they arc to depend apon the Kin^ 
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snd Farlianient a£ much as ever they did before upon t!ie 
King fingly : His Majcfly is fl.il 1 to have the Power of pre- 
ferring thcjp entirely lodged m him, and his Mijcfty, with 
the Affiftajice of either Houfe of ParUament, is ftill to have 
the Power of removing any one, or any Number of thcni, 
without any Reafon or Caiife afligned : This is very hi 
from making them independent ; but fuppofe thty were to 
be made independent both of King and Farliamemt, has the 
Parliament and People, fupporrcd by the King, more t& 
dreid from fuciiaiiArmy, than the Parliament and Pcopk 
have to dread from an ambitious King, fupport«xi by all 
Army made, by this Power of rcraavingand preferring, «V 
tircly dependent upon himfelf alone ? An Officer, who dt* 
pcnJs upon nothing but the Laws of his Country^ is engaged 
in Intcreft, as well as Honour, to fupport thofe Laws ts 
the Tenure by which he holdi his CoinmiiGon ; but an OiS- 
cer who depends entirely upon the abfolute Will of one 
M.in, be he King, or be he chief General, is a Tenant tt 
%Vi]], and is in Inter eft, *it lenlt, engaged to fubmit to the 
Wili of his Lord in every Thing : It was this that made the 
Army fo pernicious aboBl the iVIiddle of the laft Century i 
they bnd bccf>me entirely dependent upon their Gene 
and then their General made what Ufeofthem kt 
Mind J and it was a Ncgleft of this Maxira, which favi 
our Conftitution towards the End of the fame Century, 
en life our King then beg^in to break through the Conftii 
tion, before he had taken Care to make the Army en' 
dependent iipon hsmfelf alone : If that King had taken Caof 
of the laft before he bnd attempted thcfirft, the Nation 
would nr>'.w h-ivebcen groaning under Popciy, Slaveiy, aad 
arbitr^iry Power j it was a moit remarkable Fatality in the 
Counfcls of our Opprclfors, that favcd the Nation at that 
Time ; but if we do not, by our own Wifdom and our own 
Condu<f>, prevent it for the Future, we dcfcrre the mofthes' 
vy Chains that were ever laid upon &ny People. 

* It is not intended, by the Propofition, to give the Offi- 
cers a Freehold in their CommifEons; but rf it were, C3& 
it be faid, it would be iinjuil ? Have not many of then 
purch^fed their Commiflians at a very high Pri<;e ; pcrhlM 
with the whole of what they had in the World i And would 
itnct be theHeighth of rnjuflice.that fuch Gentlemen (hovU 
be turned a-drift, at the PJeafurc of a Miniller of Statt? 
.Have not many of them bought their Commiffions by loi^ 
Services, much Blood -flied, and many Wounds? IsnoCCiiil 
a Purchafe much more honourable, than that ofj^hring; * 
few Guineas for a. Piece of Land ? And muil tl\e Officer h*. 
turned out of hts only Subfiftence to pleafca peeviJliMwuftef* 
"wl^iiil th? Wi^d-Pufchafcr« wi^o pechaps cobb'd hii Coanr 
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irdcf to purchafe that Land, is prfite£ted by tbe *'^ * °**- '** 
Laws of his Councry in she PofleiHon of his ill-gotten Pur- 
chafe ? h this Juftice ? Or is it a rtiewjng of tiat Rcfpe£t 
which is due to thole who have boldly &vd faithfully fej^ed 
their Countiy ? But there is this farther HardOiip, thcOffi* 
cer who i? turned out, not only lofes his Bread, but his Ho" 
Boor may fufRr into the Birgain ; for if it is not very pub- 
licHy known for what he was turned out, the malicious 
World msy be apt to fufpeft, that he was difcarded for 
ibnte very heinous and diJhonourctble Crime. Some Gentle- 
iDcn have already taken Notice, that there are a great many 
Officers of iheArmy who have now Seats in parlinment, and 
while rhey are dlowed to fit m thi^, or in either HouTe of 
Parliament, it is certainly to be wilhed, that they were put 
upon the fame independent Footing with other Gentlemen; 
I do not in the lealt fufpcft the Virtue of thofe who at pre- 
fcnt have Seats in either Houfe of P;irliament : Their Vir- 
toe ht I Jind, what thofe who oppofe the prei'etit Queftion 
would gkdly tag Into the Debate: But at neither their 
Virtue nor Honour has any Thing to do In the Queflioa, 
I rtiay freely fay, that when Gentlemen either now, or 
hereafter, have their Whole at Stake, and fee by the Exam- 
ple of others, the Danger of pretending to contra difk anil}- 
^]£nt Minister in any of the moll wicked of his Meafures, 
it is putting their Virtue to too great a Trial s it is more 
than human Fraiity can well fupport; -and I am fitre he 
muft be very little acquainted with the Nature of Mankind^ 
who thinks th^t the Conllitution, and the Happinefs of his 
Country, may fafely depend upon the Event of fuch a T rjal. 
The honourable Gendcman over the Way, who is in the 
Army, and who I am fure, has adted with as much Honour 
in this Houfe as any Gentleman in it, has given us an unan* 
fwcrable Argument in Favour of ihePropofition no'*v before 
us : He ha^told us, that when he oppo fed a Scheme, whicii he 
thought a pernicious Scheme, and which afierwnrdii moft 
tjfcflually proved fo, he was fcnt tt> and threatened witji 
fhe Lofs of all his Employments in the Army, becaufe.that 
Scheme wa^ brought in and fupported by a Miniiter; He 
had, 'tis true, Virtae to withftand thofe Threats ; but it 
cumot be fuppofcd that every Man has the fame Virtue ; 
and what he has now told as is an evident Demnnftrntion, 
that this pretended Prcmgative of removing Officers ^t Flea- 
fiwr, may by a Miniiicr be mrde ufc of ro obtain the Ap- 
pn^tion of Parliaaiece to the moft ddirufiive Schemes he 
caa ifi««ni. 

* We know that tJieUte King William was once applied to 
by fome of hi* Miaiiieis, to r**iDnove sin Officer of hta Army, 
bacMft of « VoM he had ^iv^ft Jji ^^ tiq^ i B^ tlimt 
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Prince, like a great and a wife King, anfwcrcd, * 1 fu^g 
' pofe the Gentleman voted according to what apipearflH 

* jaft and right to him at that Time ; 1 know him to be^^ 

* brave and j good Officer, and one who has always done 

* his Duty in hi^ military Capacity j I h,ive nothitig to do 

* with his Behaviour in P.irliament, and therefore I wilt not 

* remove him from his Command in the Army.' His late 
Myelly was (o fenfible of the NecelDty ofvvhat is now pro- 
poled, that he approved of a Bill of this very Nature; the 
Bill was aftually drawn up, and was to have been brought 
into the other Houfe by tiie late Earl Sta hope : This I 
know to be true, I do not know how it was prevented^ hot 
J know th:it hjslnc M ijdty chearfiilly gave his Confent 
the bringing it into Parliament. 

* The honourable Gentleman who fpoke laft faid, that 
thofe Gentlemen who are for the prefent Queftion ufed the 
Officers ill, but T leave it to the impartial World, I leave It 
to the Officers thcmfelves, to judge which Side ufes them 
worft : Thofe who tiiy they ought to be fccured againft the 
Rcfentment of a tyrannical Minifter, or thofe who tel! UJ, 
you arc to expefl no Jtillice from Officers fitting in a Court 
Martial, notwithfending their being fwom to da the fame 
Juftice, and to try with the fame Impnirtiality, that Juilges 
and Juries ought, and are fuppofcd to do : You are not to 
truft to OMccrs, they will certainty combine together, and 
deftroy your ConHltution ; there js nothing can keep 'em 
honeft or faithful to their Country, but keeping them in a 
flavifli Dependence upon the Crown. Has not this beenthc 
whole Language of thofe, who have hitherto oppo fed this 
QuelHon ? And 1 do not doubt but the Officers of the Army 
will judge of the Argument as they ought to do. 1 have 
fpoke much earlier in this Debate than I intended, and I 
murt fay, that I had but very little Room from any Thing 
that has been faid againft the Propofition, to have taken up 
fa much of your Time i but 1 find fome Gentlemen do not 
incline to fpeak to the Qaeftion j however, if they do not, 
ifnu better R a fors be given s.gainft it than what iiave 
been already given, I am perfuaded the Fate of the Queftioa 
muii b« very different from what they expeft.' 

Mr. Henry Pelham fpoke next as follows j 
Sir, 

* Ihaveattcnded clofely to what has been faid both for and 
a^ainft the Propofition now before us, and I sjjink the De- 
bate is now reduced to this fingle Point, Whether, by what 
h now propofcd, our Conflitutlon may be mended and made 
better, or whether it may not rather tend to hurt and inj 
Our Conititution } The latter, is my Opinion, and I 
^mviDced it appears ia the fame Light to every one of 
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who before me have fpoken agftmd the Motion, 
i dcv not jipprovc of hard Nimes, or any Names ihit are 
indecent, to this or any other Propofition made m thii 
Houfe ; but as thofe Liberties have often been taken, by the 
Gentlemen who now find Fault with what has been fnid, it 
may be fuppofed that other Gentlemen think they have the 
(ame Liberty, and may retort thofe Names, when they 
think the Propofition dderves them ; however upon ail Uch 
OoCf'-iioas at leaft upon the prefent, nothing is meant per- 
fonally «'>gainil any of the Gentlemen who have fpoken in 
Favour of the Propofition. Gentlemen ha^ve faid, that the 
prerogative is a growing P-irt of our Conftitutjon j but I 
cannot really fee- wherein the Prerogative of the Crown is 
greater now, thsjt at anly Time fince the Revolution ; nor 
can i fee what ihould give this Alarm, or what (hoiald mtikc 
it neceitiry now to clip and pare the Prerog;itive of the 
Cr«ywn, unlels Gentlemen have foine Scheme for greatly, 
or perhaps totjly dtering our Conftitution ; and if they 
have, lam fare ihcycun \he\v us no Manner of Reiir>n for 
our attempting ut prefect to m:ike any fuch d?;ngeroiis Kjc- 
periment. Suppolie hi; M j'A\y his thought fit to remove 
one or two Gent.cinen from their Empldymehts in the Army, 
can that be looked on, as a fujficient Re:ifon from t.iking 
from hJi-M jelly thvit Power he and his Predeccirirs hive 
d|w<iy3 enj lyM .' The very Atten^ipting fuch a thing lookj as 
if Gentlemen thought fome veiy wrong and wicked Ufe, 
has been Jateiy mide of ihit P.irt of the Prcroguive, viuch, 
in the prcfent Cafe, they hive not the lealt Grointl for. 
The Worth .md Honour of the two noble Pcrfori'J who hwe 
been removed, anuit be :icknowledged byall ; bit, worthy 
as they are, it muft cert linly be granted, thir they h:ive 
been fncceeded by two Gentlemen of equit Worth j rind 
fure this cannot be Cilled g.irbling, or nodelling the Army i 
for the Army cm never be faid to be garbled or modell'' 1, 
hat when the moll worthy and honoiir;^ble are difmiffcd, 
ilwlCrca.ture& of meanBirth, or of no Worthy put into their 
Pbeei. It is true, there were a great many Officers renvj v- 
cd at die Time tli:^t th? Duke of Marlborough w.(S remo^:rd, 
md without the Power of removing the inferior Officers^ 
lliey had not perhips ventured to have removed rh;it gnsat 
Qtmtnl 6rom hi^ Command. Such i Law, a$ now prnpof^ 
«tl, might have been of fome Service at th:it Time, but it 
jjMold have been of b^d Confequence foon ifter. We know 
^^^^pere thought to be the Views and Drfign*, when the 
PHiB%f Marlborough was removed ; we know, th?.t he xvai 
' "ftfc fffff^*^ by a Peribn, whom. I did indeed ellccm for hil 
forul Qudificitions, but hh political Views h,id, Atih« 
TCTf aear rained our Cooitituaoi^ aod have fvtvc« 
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*^»7'inw! " "P**" ^^^* Occafions greatly endangered it i and If none c/ 
the Officers of the Army, who were upon that Occifiom pt 
in or continued in Co;ntni£ioQ, could h^'e been re* 
moved but by the Sentence of a Court iVfnrtialt I doubt 
tauch, if this Houfe had been now fitting to give their Opi' 
tijon upon this or any other Qsieftion. 

• An honourable Genclcmn^n on the Floor, who fpokc fome 
Tirae ago, happened to drop fome ExprtiEons, which I am 
fure ivcre owing to his Warmth ; he fpoke of Forci^ Ofi* 
cers, and infinuLited as if they might happen to be pui into 
the Places of thoie, who m.xy hereafter be removed. Everjr 
Oentlcman furely knows, that this wouM be diref^fy con- 
trary to UiWi *nd no Man can fiy, th^t there has been 
toy Thing done or attempted, that can give theleaft Ground 
for apprehending any fuca Thing in Tirae to come : It 
was indeed an indecent and ^n ugly Infinuation i I ivifti t, 
Gendeman h'ld fp:ired it; but asl am convinced that it W 
entirely owing to Wannth* I (hall take nofiirther Notice 
it, I did really think it unneceffiry to hiTe given you any 
Trouble in this Debritc, fince other Gcntjemen before nie 
have given fufficient Reafons for not greeing lo this Mo* 
tion, andhiive anfwered every Thing Uid in Fiivourof it^ 
but the honottfiible Gentleman, who fpoke laft, fcemed 
mighty defimus, that Gentlemen would fpcak agajnlt whit 
he and hiir Friends feem to be for, th .t I rofe up rather to 
gratify him, thnn that I thought any Thing neceff^ry tobs 
^ded to what had before been fatd ag^inft this Propaiition ; 
and therefore I (haJJ take up no more of your Time, but 
lemve the Propofition to ftand or fall by its own Merits.* 

Then Sir William Wyndhara tlood up and faid.

* The Gentlemen, who have been pic afed to fpeakagai 
this PropofitioOt have all of them afferted, that^ fhouM it 
take place, it would alter the very Being of our ConHitU' 
don ; from whence we maft conclude, that thcfe Gen 
men think, that the very Being of our ConftitutJon confi 
not only in having a Standing Army^ but it conikils alfo k 
Jiaving that Army abfolutefy and entirely dependent on the 
Crown ; which is an Opinion fo diredly contrary to thit 
which every Man ought to have about our Conilimtion, 
I am ibrry to hear of its being entertained by any Gient 
man, whohjs the Honour of being a Member of this Hou 
I wifli thofe Gentlemen would confider a iittJe better 
Nature and the Being ofour ConfUtutjon, and the many AI 
terations tint iiave from Time to Time crept into it ; it 
they do they will find no greater Novelty, nor can they find 
one more d linger ouSj than that of a Standing Army.

Ddign of it is to prevent our Conrtitution*s being altered, 
hy a. Standing Army's being hercctfter made a P<ir£ of it ; of 
at Jealt to mike that Army Ids dangerous^ in cafe it ftiould 
become abfolutely neccJTary for us always to keep up a Stand- 
ing Army, We have likewife been told, ttiat the Prevoga- 
tivc is a Part of our Conliitution, and the lefTcmng the Power 
of the Crown, or robbing the Crown of its Prerogagve, as 

«ntlcmcii have been pieafed to Call It, is an i\ Iteration bf 
: Conftitution. For my own Partj 1 have no Notion of 
' Icgnl Power or Prerogative, but what is ibr the Eenofit 
of the Community { nor do I think^ that any Power Gui be 
liegJil, but what is originally derived from the ComjTiunity i 
am) it h certain, that u!l the Power that i$, or can be given 
by the People, muil be given for their own Proteflton and 
I>efence : Therefore, if the People Jhould afterwards Jind 
that they have given too muchj if they ihould begin to

W^O in this H&ufc, who has the Honour of being reputed \ 
WhJgg, rtiould come into this Proportion, we {hotild ja(Ux 
dcfcrve that Name, which thofe of another Party hn.ve at- 
ways given us by wisy of Reproach ; for it is certain, that, 
if this Pr<>pofition fheuld take Phce, our cluef MagiHrate 
eould not properly be caJlcd a King i he would not have 
(b much Power left him, as the Stadtholder of the Rept;b- 
lick of Holland has always enjoyed. The honourable Gen- 
tieraan, who fpoke laft, infilled much upon the Danger of 
an Army depending upon the Crown, and talked of turning 
Pacers adrift, and reducing them to a ftar\'ing Condition ; 
but Jet lis confult ou: Hiftories, and fee wheijier an Army 
depending vipon the Crown, or one depending upon the 
Parliament, has done moft Harm to our Conflitutjon *, We 
(hall there fee, that an Army of the latter Kind was fa far 
ftom improving, or doing Good to our Conftituiionj that 
they very quickly overturned it j they foon brought the 
King from the Throne to the ScsfFoId j they turned both 
Lords and Commons out of Doors, and then fct up a moH 
Arbitrary Government of their own : Whereas an Army of 
the firft Kind has often preferred the ConlHtution ; sn Ar- 
ray mtich more dependent upon the Crown, than our Army 
is at prefent, was, we know, fo' far from fupporring ihi 
Crown in Attempts againft the Liberties of the People, that 
molt of the Army joined with the People in vindicating their 
Liberties, even againft a King upon whom they had & raofl 
ftbfolute Dependence 3 and while our Army cbnfilh only of 
our own Countrymen, and is commanded by Gentlemen 0/ 
good Families and Fortunes rn the Kingdom, we may al- 
ways expeft from them the fame honourahk Behaviour. 
As for turning Officers adrift, snd redacing them to a fterv- 
ing Conditicin, it 13 certain that no fuchThihg can ever 
pen to any Officer that is a Member of this Houfe,, Jet 
vote or behave in this Houfe in. whatever IWann^rhe v. ;i: , 
for hii very Qualification, the Eftate he mull have in iti 
own Right and Ptoflcffion, in order to qualify him far hav-

vice of their Country in Parli.iment, and the Service of the 
Crown incompatibk : And the Law has already wifely pro- 
vided, that in cafe any Gentleman accepts of a Place, of 
za Employment in the Government, after he has been 
chofen a Member of Parliament, his Seat in Parliament 
{hall thereby be vacated j he mijft return to his jCoan try, 
City, or Borough, to Ise rcchofen ; andif thpy again chufc 
him, it !S a certain Sjgn, that they continue to think him 
the moft proper Pcffon to reprefent them, nptvyithftanding 
his hs,ving :icc£pted of a Place or Employment under the 
Crown • Then as to the Gentlemen who y.re now, or may 
herc:ifter he in Offices, Civil or Military, under the Crown^ 
it ts certain, that they generally rire Gentlemen of Families, 
and many of them have very large Properties in their 
Country. Have not they therefore as good a Right to 
fland Candidates for being chofen Members of Parliament^ 
a^any ofchofe Gentlemen who are out of Emplayipent ? 
And if the People do them the Honour to chufe them^p 
why fhoald we, by a Law, deprive them of that Honour, 
which the People have thought fit to confer upon them? 
li it not robbing them of a Part, at leaft, ofthofe Rights 
which they have a jull Title s;o as Englifhmen, oras Fre.e 
Britons? 

* By this Bill, I mult likewife think, there is a very great Piece 
of Injuftice done to the Crownj 1 eannoEbut think it a very ex- 
traordinary Thing to put fuch a Mark of tiifgnice upon all 
the Officers employed by the Crown^ as to exclude them 
from the i^ighc of having Seats in P:trliamfnt, and that for 
no other Rt'a(on but becTufe the King has thought them 
worthy of ferving their Country in fome Ofiice, Civil Of 
Milit;iry, under him. It Is, really, npt only putting ap 
Front upon hi; prefent Mnjcfty, but even upon thp Crow^ 
and rendering it impoffible for our Government to 
under its present Form ; for if fufh an Ignominy fhnll

* Should the Eil! now btfore u^ pafji into a L w, I think 
it iscrJy to forefee the Confequence. It would bring thp 
Houfe of Cfimtnons into the higheft Contempt^ or it wrul^ 
brlrgall thofe Gentlemen, who accept of any Cifice? ir the 
Covtrnment, Civil o: Military, unt'cr Con ten pt. It i' ni" 
tural for evcjy Man to endervour to rcndtr cortenptiblfi 
that Honour, that Poll, or that Thing, which he krowi hp 
cannot attain to : 7 he Grntlcpien of the Army, Lhe N vy, 
or in Civil Office?, knowing th?-i by Lsw they wtre pU ifa-

' I win not fay, but that Country Gentlemen are veiy 
proper Reprcfentytives of the Pfoplc, and I believe 
Majority of this Houfe will always confiH of fuch, as, 
]ias formerly done; but I believe it will be granted 
that it is nectlTFLry, fordifpatching thf Bufinels that proptrli 
corncs before this Houfe, to have likewife fome of thof 
Gentlemen among us, who belnng to, and are ac(tuajnt!e4 
■with the Manner of tranfafting Bufmefs in the fevcral gretC

has been but 3 fhortTimc in this Houfe, and has attended 
to the feveral Sorts of Bufinefi thnt hive come I «fore usj afi4 
the feverp,! Sorts of Fapers and Accounts, we have^ ixoia 
Time to Time, found necefTjry for us to call for, mull 
tave taken Notice, that the Houfe would have beenfom^

fsrlefs for fach an extraordinary Remedy, as is propofed by

Mr. Ciunpbcll was oppos'd by Mr. Saadys, as follow? :

* As this Bill met with no Oppofirion, either when it was 
moved for, or when it was broisghc in and read the firft 
Time, I was very little apprehenfive, that we fhould h:ive 
bad any Debute upon it i and miich lefs was lapprehenfive. 
that our going into a Comtnittee upon it would h:.vt- beeq, 
oppofed, for as yet it can be called little niorethan a Blank i 
it cannot well defcrve the Nanie of a Bill, 'till it has gone 
thioogh the Committpe, where the many Blinks which u^re 
Iiow in itt 're properly to be filled up. I wa?, indeed, furrpif- 
cd, to herr the wortliy Gentleman, who fpokelaft, fr.y that 
he thought it the mMl extraordlnaiy and urrcKjbnable Bill

Unjull. .ind vve re Encroachments upopthe Rights of the Peo* 
jrfc. I ihall readily agree with him that the People arc the 
properejt Judge's, who ought to be chofen by them for Re- 

^cntAtives in Prfriinmcnt j and I ara confident, that were 

left to a free Choice, we fhould not feefo mjiny Civil 

Military Ofiiccri brought inio*ParJiamfRt. 

The People, I believe, would alwiys think thfmfelves 

In being reprefented by Country Gentlemen, 

I hey ?.re well actjuajcted, and who can have no 







fucli other Pcrfont, whom they perhaps never fiw or Iward 
of before they came down to bechofe their Rep rtfcn thrives, 
and whom, probably, tiiey may never fee agun, 'till they 
return to ask the fynie Favour ; which every Gentleman 
here knows to be often the Cafe of manjr of our little Bo- 
roughs in England. But, to fay, that h would be any fa- 
juftice in us, to lay any Reilraitit upon the Peopk» as to the 
Choiceof their Reprefentative.% fee ms to me very extraor- 
^dioary, when we confider the La^vs now in Being, by whici 
the People are reilr.iine4 frotn chufing any GentTemin for 
their Reprefentative, who is not pmJT'fed of fuch an Eflafc, 
Surely, we m^y, with rcfpcS to Elei^jnns, without being 
guilty of any I "ij;jrtice, hy what Reilraints we think necew 
fa/y for the Good of the Publlck, and the Prefervation of 
our Coiiftttation ; for I am fure, that whatever is for ih^ 
Benefit of the People, cannot be juftly faid or thought to be 
injurious to the Crown, It is extraordin iry to f;y, that 
what is propofed by this Bill^ would be an Jnjullice done tS 
thoff^ who Are theJcby to be m:ide incapable of being elefl- 
cd ; for have not we alre-idy a. Law, by which all tiie Offi- 
cers concerned in the CoUeilion of theCaftoms or Excifei 
are rctidsred incapible of being chofcn Members of Parlia- 
ment i And yet I have never before beard it urged, that 
there was any Injuftice done to thofe Gentlemen, by ex» 
cludir^ them from having Seats in Parliajnent, as Jong ss 
they arc in an Office which is in^onfiftent with their beuig 
Members of this Houfe. 

* I will allow th;it the Choice made by the Burgefles of a 
little Borough, or by the Freeholders of a County^ ifitlalU 
upon an Officer. Civil or Military, /hews thit the M jority 
of thofe Eleftor^ at that Time, did not think the Offife as 
then enjoyed incompatible or inconfiftent with his being 
their Reprefentative ; but I hope it \viU not be faid, ihtc 
the BargelTes of a little Borough, or even the Freeholders 
of a County, are better Judges in this Refpeft than the Re* 
prefentativcs of the whole People of Great Britain met Ui 
thi?

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Hoiife i Were ftie Clergy ever brought into Contempt, by ab^*?- "^td. ff, 
tlj«if being excluded the Privilege of being chofen Mem- \ ''" '^ - 
feers of Parliament f On the tontraryj I believe, they never 

f'ot any Honouf by being Members of either Houfej and, 
believe, there are very few Officers, either Civil or Mili- 
tary, in the Kingdom, who ever griined much Honour, of 
ttmch Repute, among the People, by their being Member^ 
of either Houfc of Parliament, unlels when their being fuch 
was ihe Occfifion of their being turned out of the Oifices 
diey enjoyed, and might have continued to enjoy, to their 
own Honour, and the Advanhge of their Courstry, if they 
Jud not been Members of Parliament. As to the other Part 
of ihe Alternative, th:it this Houfe may be rendered con^ 
tcmptibic by what is now propofed, J am not in the leaft 
afraid of it; but I *im very much afraid, that if fomc Bill 
of this Nature h not fpeedily piiffcd into a Law, thi' Houfe 
will become contemptible in the Eyes not only of out own 
Feoplc, but of the whole World.

It is a Bill 
that has often, sls was before obfefved, pafied through this 
Hoalc } and I am fure it was never more ncceffary for fe- 
curing the Freedom and Independency of Piirliaments than 
it is at this prcfentTime: I am afraid, thatrvcn the Tranf- 
ii£lions of this Day may be a convincing Proof, of the great 
Ncccffity that there is for having fome fuch Bill palTed ; or 
rather that they will be a melancholy Proof of its being al- 
ready impoffible ever to get fuch a Bill paffed. It is certain, 
that the Pcefervation of our Conflitutiorv depends upon pre- 
fcrving a jull Bailance between the fevcral Powers of which 
it is compofed ; for if ever the Sc:vle Ihould be fo much 
turned, as to overthrow and deftroy that Ballance, our Con - 
fllitution will, from thnt Moment, be at an End : And it h 
Certiiiit that the many penaj Laws which have been enaS- 
ed fincc the Revolution, the many Taxes tlut have been 
laid on and llil! continued, and the great Number of Officers 
lb» arc neceflliry for the collefling of thofe TsLves, have 
thrown a great and a dangerous Power into the Hand* of 
the Crown j fuch a Power as, 'tis greatly to be feared, may 
enable the Crown to fwallow up the two other Branches of

are the Guajdiana of the People's. Liberties, negleft or rc- 
fiX^c to provide proper Feiice?^, agaitift that Power, which 
may, fome time or other, bt made ufc of for invading or 
brcakirig down ail tJiofe Fence** which now fer\*e to proteS 
aiiddcfervd the Liberties and the Properties of ihc People! 
We all knn>V, tha-t the Service of the Crown and the Ser- 
vice of thf People ought always to be the fame ; we know 
that tlie Crown ought never to 'jfk any Thing but what a 
for the Service of the People, and that the People ought 
never to rcfufe wlwr is necefTary for the Support of the 
Crown,* ana for their o-cvn Defence j but welikewife fewow, 
thiic the Service of the Crown and the Service of the People 
ha^'c not been always the fame ; we know that the Crown 
hiii romettines been the People's moft dang^Tons Enemy, and 
the People m:?y, pcrhnp?, have fometimesrefufed what wa* 
ntctftbry for the Support of the Crown, and for their owti 
Defence. What hns happened mny happen again ; but as 
lor 2 ^s the Prirliament continues pure and uncorrupted, 
:ht'/ will always be proper Mediator:; betwren the CrowD 
and the People; whereas, if both Hotifes of Parliament 
flitiuld ever come to be entirely dependent on the Crown, 
mid rczjAy to follow blindly whatever Inftruftions they may 
receive from the Minifters of the Crown, could it then be 
ihid, that the Parliament would be proper Mediators be- 
tween the Crown auH the People i Could it be evpefted, 
thtit the P^irliamcnt would ever put a Check upon the moft 
arbitra^ Demands of the Crown ? or could it be expefted, 
thst they would ever have Weight enough with the Peopis, 
to pre\raii with them to comp!^ willingly wilji the moft nC' 
celtiry Demands of the Crown ?

' Tliat fome dangf^roiis Praftices have formerly been al- 
tenTpti:d,by the Minillcrsof the Crown, upon the Members 
of this Houfe, cannot be denied ; fince an honourable Gen- 
deman of great Worth, a Gentleman of great DiHinfiionia 
the Army, General WaJf, h3& but ktely told us, thatevea 
he himfelf was threatened, for daring to give his Vo» 
ngamlt one of the moft deflru£live minillerisl Schemes that 
was ever brought into Parliament 1 and tho' he Jiad Virtur 
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CoKrAge enougli to defpife fudi>Tbrcats, yet it is pro-

Und no fuch fervile Dependence, or blind Oijediencc. r^mong 
the Gentlemen in Office as hss been talk'dof ; Muiy of 
Gentlemen are, and, I believe, always muil be, Gen- 
en of good Families, and poiTtfTed of confidenble 
tea of iheir own i they may not pcrhnps be very ready 
10' join with a^ny Set of Men to diilrefs th:it Government 
ferve ; but if they fhould ofafcrvc that Gt)vcrninent in- 
aching upon the Liberties of the People, they wouli;! 
fl, without doubt, (hew fomc Regard to the FamiltL's 
y were come of, and the Prefervation of their omi pri^ 
te Fortunes ; and would rather throw up the Ports or 
iices they enjoyed under the Crown, than join with the 
own in overturning the Law* and tljie ConiUtutibji of 

Country. 
* A* there nay be Danger, in throwtnr (oo ntt^ Vo'«4<i 
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into the Hands of the Crown, fo, I hoptt it wilt be grant- 
ed, that the Hands of the Crown may be fo much weaken- 
ed, :is to render it impoffible for the Crown to fupport it- 
fdf, and admimftcr the pubJick Affliirs of the Nation as 
they OL}g<Ht to be ; and this bft would, I »ni convinced, be 
the Cafe, if this Bill ihould pifs into a Li^v. For, as it 
certainly contains s, total Exclufion of all Officers* civil and 
miHtary, where muft the Crown go to find Perfons to 
fill up thafe Employments as they fhall become vacant ^ 
Gentlemen of figure or Fortune in their Couniry would 
not certainly accept of any them, were they thereby to b« 
branded with fuch a Mirk of Id fa my, as to be rendered 
incapable of fervtng their Country in Parliament; fo that 
the Crown would be obliged to go imong the very Dregs 
of the People, to find out Perforii who wouid undertake, or 
accept of any OJfice under the Crown ; and thu% in a ihort 
Time, we ftiould liiive all our Offices and Employitiertj, 
both civil and military, filled with Creatures of no FHrnilf 
or Fortune in the Kingdom: And if all onr civil Employ- 
ments, but efpecially our military Employments, {hould 
come into fuch Hands, I would gladly know, from the 
Genderaen fo fond of this Bill, if they would think the 
Conftitution fafc under fuch an Ad miniJ^ ration. This I 
take to be a very ftrotig Argument a^ainll the Bill, and I 
cannot really Tea any one Argument for it : I can fee at 
Reafon, whys Gentleman, only becaufe he is in Employ- 
ment under the Crown, QioiiJd be deprived of hisBirthrighi^ 
by being difqualified from fitting in Parliament, It is cer- 
tain, that the People at prefent do not think fo, ocherwife 
they would not chufe fo many of thofc Gentlemen as ihcjr 
do J and I muft think, that it would be a very great En- 
croachment on the Rights of the People, todifiate to them 
in their Choice, and to tell them, you fhall chufe only fuch. 
or fuch Perfons for yoar Reprcfentatives in Parliament. 
The Laws, as they ttand now, have, 1 think, provided 
fufficiently in thisRefpeft ; if any Gentleman accepts of aa 
Office or Employment under the Crown, he h fent down to 
be re-chofen, and if the People think hini thereby difquali- 
fied, they may refufe chufing him again for their Repre 
fentative 3 but the many Inllances, which have even kidy 
occurred, of Gentlemen being rc-ele£ted upon fuch Occa- 
fions, is with roe a full Proof, that the People do not thi 
any Gentleman difqualtJied from being their Reprefentiti 
by his having accepted of an Office or Employment ujidi 
the Crown. As for the South Sea-Scheme, which the hoi 
curable Gentleman was pleafed to mention, however d** 
ftruftive it was, it is certain it is not to be bid to the 
Charge of the Crovrn, or of th^ Miniitry tun &c that Time 
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We all Icnow how, and by what Methods, it was carried ^nnn 7, niw. n, 
througl) Parliament : We know, that when the Inqtiiry nui^ 
came to be made, it appeared, that thofc Diretlors, who 
were let into the Secret, end intruded with the Manage- 
Bent of that Scheme in Parliament, were Men of all Detio- 
minations and Complexions, and Subfcriptions were given 
to Members of as diffijrent Denomlnatioits and Complexions.; 
hy which there were, [ bt'lie\'e, many more brought in to 
fapport that Scheme, than were brought in by any minilie- 
ml Influence : But whatever may be in that, it is well 
known, that the Minifters that now are, ^vere ftrenuoos 
Oppofers afttiat Scheme; ft> that no Argument can be 
4niwn from thence, for or againil any Tbing that is now 
prftpofed '

im, if the Subject Matter of ihis Debntc was not of 
great Importance, that I IhouM be alhani'd to return ta 
ly Elcflors, without endeavouring, in the beft Manner 1 
am jb!e, to declare publickly the Reafom, which induced 
to give my moft rciady Affent to this Queflion. 
*Tis evident from whnt has been faid, that the People 
iave an unquefiionable Right to frequent new Parliaments 
by ancient Ufage j and that this Ufage has been confirmed 
by fevcRil Laws, which have been progreflively made by 
oar Anceffors, as often as they foimd it ncceJTary to infilt 
on this Effent5-<1 Privilege. 

• Parliaments weregener^ny annual, but never continued 
loRger than three Years, 'till the remarkable Reign of 
Henry VIII. He was a Prince of unruly Appetites, and 
of an Arbitrary Will : He was impatient of every Re- 
ftraint ; the Law» of God and Mniu fell equally a Sacri- 
fice as they flood in the Way of his Avarice, ordifap- 
pointcd his Ambition : Ho therefore introduced Long 
Parliaments, becaufc he very well knew that they would 
become the proper Inftruments of both j and what a fliiv- 
ith Obedience they paid to all his Meafkires is fufficicntly 

lown. 

If we come to the R eign of King Charles I. we thuA 
acknowledge hiin to be a Prince of a contrary Temper : 
ke ha4 certainly an innate Love for Religion and Virtue, 
and of Confequence for the Liberty of his Country. - — 
" It here lay the iV^isfortune, He was led from his 

uural Djfpofition by Sycopfiants and Flattercn ; they ad- 
►ifed him to negleft the calling of frequent Parliaments ; 

ltd therefore, by not taking tlw conllant Senfc of his Peo- 

ie in what be did^ he was workM up into fo high a Notion 
if Prerogative^ that the Commons, in order to reftrain it, 

itiin'd that independent fatal Power, which at laft unhap- 
lily bfought him to his molt tragical End, and at the fame 

ijnc fubverted the whole Conllitution. And I hope wc

Admiration of the World. * 

* King Charles II. naturally toak a Surfeit ofParUa- 
ments in his Father's Time, and was therefore extremely 
defiroiis to by them afide : But this was a Scheme im- 
praOicablc. However, in Efit;d he did fo : For he obtain- 
ed a Parliament, which by itslorg Duration, lilean Army 
of Veteran?, became fo exadly difciplin'd to his own Mcz- 
fure^, thit they knew no other Command but from th; 
Feifon who gave them their Pay. 

* This vfd< a fafe and tnoll ingenious W^y oFcnflav! _ 
% Nation. It was very well known, th.tt arbitrary Power, 
if it was open and avow'ti^ would never prevail here. The 
People were therefore amufed with the fpecious form of their 
Antient Cotiftitution : Itexilledj indeed, in their Fancy j 
but, like a mere Phantom, had no Sublb-nce or Reality b 
it J for the Power, the Authority, the Dignity of Parlia- 
ments were wholly loft. This^ was that reniarltible Parlia- 
iTvent» which fojatlly obtained the opprobioaj Name of 
The Fenfioncr Parliament, and was the Model from which, 
I believe, fome later Piirl laments have been ex? ftly copied. 

* At the Time of the Revolution, the People made a 
fireth claim of their ancient Privileges j and as they had fq 
lately experienced the Misfortune of long and fcrv lie Par- 
liaments, it was then Declared, that they fliould beheld 
frequently. But it feems their full Meaning was not 
underftood by this Declaration i and therefore, as in every 
new Settlement, the Intention of nil Parties Ihould be fpd- 
cifically manifefted, the Parliament never ceafed ftrug- 
gliiig with the Crown 'till the Triennial Law was obtained : | 
The Preamble of it, which the honourable Gentleman has I 
redted, is extremely full and ftrong; and in the Body of the ' 
Bill you will find the Word Declared before Etsafigd^ by 
which I apprehend, that tbo'' this Law did not immediately 
take Place at the Time of the Revolution, it was ccrtainlji' 
intended as declaratory of the iirit Meaning ; and therefore 
ftands as Part of that originat Contrafl, under which tlie Coti- 
ftitution was then fettled. His Majefty's Title to the Crown 

is primarily derived from that Contra fl j and if, upon a 
Review, there Hiall appear to be any Deviairons from ir, 
WT ought to treat them as fo many Injuries done to that 
Title. And I dare fay, that this Houfc, which has gone 
thro' fo Ipng a Series of Services to Iris M^^jefty, will at lldM 
be willing to revert to thofe original Hated Meafnres of G^| 



vernment, to renew and itrcngthen Lhat Titfe* 
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* But I think the Manner in which the Septennial Law 
was firil introduced, is a very flrong Reafon why it fhould 
be Tcpealed, Pepole in their Fears have very often Recourfe 
to defperate Expedients^ which^ if not cancelled in Seafon, 
will themfelvcs prove fiita! to tha^t Conftitution which ihcy 
Were meant to fecure. Such is the Nature of the Septennial 
Law ; li was intended only as a Prefer\'ative againll a Tera- 
porary Inconvenicncy : The InconvenJency is remo%-cd, 
bot the mifchievous E€e£ls Jlill continue i for it not only 
altered the Conllitation of PadiamentF, liiit it extended 
that fame Parliament beyond its Natural Duration } and 
therefore carries this moft unjuft Implication with it, That 
you may at any Tinte ufurp the moll indubitable, themoJi 

ntial Privilege of the People, I mean that ofchufing 
;ir own Rcprefentative, A Precedent of fuch adsnger- 
Confequence, of fo filial a Tendcncyt that I think it 
Id. be a Reproach to our Statute-book if that Law was , 
any longer to fubfift, which might record it to PoAerity- 

* Thii is a Seafon of Virtae and publick Spirit. Let us , 
take Advantage of It, to repeal thofe Lmvs which infringe 
on our Liberties, and introduce fuch as may rcftorc the Vi- 
"^ ur of our Ancient Conftitution, 

* Human Nature is fo very corrupt, that alt Obligations 
lofe their Force, unlefsthey are frequently renewed, Long 
l^arliaments become therefore independent of the People j 
and when they do (bj there always happens a moft danger- 
ous iJcpendencc clfevvhere. 

* It has of hte been deny'd^ that the PeopJe have a Right 
reroonftraiing to us. It has been called an unjullifiablc 

trou! upon the Freedom of our Proceedings, But iheOji 
thcin have more frequent Opportunities of varying the 
Choice of their Rcprefcnt^^tives, that they may difmifs fuch 
who have uafaithfdly withdrawn their Attention from 
ihcm. 

* The influencing Powers of the Crown are daily incrfa^ 
£sg, and it h highly requifite that Parliaments Ihould h^ 
fi-cquently rcfponfibfc to their Conilitnents j that they ihould 
lj« kept under the conftant Awe of a£ling contrary to their 
Intcrtfts. Modern Hirtory, I believe, will inform us, that 
foiac very dangerous Attempts upon our Liberties have been 
£lippointed. Not fo much from the Virtue of many in 
ihii Houfe^ as from the Apprehendons they may have halt 
•fan Approaching Election. 

* It b true, there is a Provifion again/t fuch whofe Pbctt 
tacuc their Scats here ; but this it no Guard againll: Secnfe 
PcnfioQcn and Placeholderj, Give me Leave to fay, th« 
1^ Laws, with r«fpc£l to them afc very ini ui&ctcnt : and 3$ 
Wt were not aQowtd (o make them eg^e^tual, ihe Peopl*

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ifLM ?. bz9. tL « I think that long Parliaments are a great Hardfh 

thofe, who may be excluded out of this Houfe, and ought 
rcafonaWy to take their Tuttt i But feven Years is the Pur- 
chafe of a Man's Life It is equally hard upon fuqh, whofe 
private Fortunes wiil not admit them to eogage in fo long 
and painful a Service. It muft be fo to thofe who mean no 
View nor Advantjige by it, 

* I think loo, that nothing can be of greater Ufe to hh 
Maj efty t h 3J1 frequ en t n e vv Pari i am ents i thathertia^ofteti 
take the frefh Senfe of the Nation, and not be partially ad- 
vifed : For his Mcafares will a.lwaybhavea grciiter Weight 
bcth at Home and Abroad, the luort generally he rcf«ri 
himfelf to the Opinion of his Peopie. 

* A farther Mifchief of long Parliaments is, that a Mi- 
nlfter has Time Jisid Opportunities of getting Acquaintance 
witli Members, of pi'a£lifing his ftvetal Arts to win thciri 
into his Schemes. But this muft be the Work of Time. 
Corruption is of fo bafe a Nature, that at iirll Sight it js 
extremely fhocking. Hardly any one has fubmitted to it 
aJl at once. His Difpoftiion muft be previoolly underftood. 
the particular Bait mult be found out, with which he is to 
be allured, and after all, it is not without many Struggles 
that he farrenders his Virtue. Tndeed, there are fomc 
who wil! at once plunge themfelves over Head atid Ears 
into any bafc Affion, but the generality of Mankind are of 
a more cautious Hature^ and will proceed onlj- by Icifurc 
Degrees. One or two perhaps have deferted their Colour^ 
the Utik Campaign, fOme have doiife it a fecotid. But a 
great many, who have not that eigtt Difpofition to Vi 
will wait 'til! a third. 

* For this Reafon, fhort Parliaments have been lefs cor- 
rupt than long ones j they are obfcrved, like Streams of 
W-iter, always to grow more impure, the greater PJAance 
tlieymn from the Fountain -Head. 

* I am aware it may be faid, that frequent new Parlia- 
ments will produce frequent new Expences, but I think 
quite contrary ; I am really of Opinion, that it will be a 
proper Remedy againll the Evil of Bribery at Elefiiom, 
efpecially as you have provided fo wholcfome a Law to 
co-operate upon thefe Occafions. 

* As to Bribery at Elcftions, whence did it arife ? Not 
from Country-Gentlemen, for they are fure of being chofc 
without it; it was the Invention of wicked and corrupt 
Miniftcrs, who have from Time to Time led weak Princes 
into fuch deftruftive Meafures, that they did not dare to 
rely upon the natural Reprefcntation of the People. Long 
Parliaments ftrft introduced Bribery, becaufe they wentf 
worth pumhafing at any Rate j Country-Ccutlemcn, who

Upon its Guard, Let Countfy Gentiemen riven, by having 
juetit Opportunities of exerting themfelves, be kcot 
rm snd aftive in their Contention for the Publick Gooa: 
This wiit raife that Zeal snd Indignation which will at latl

And as to the long Parliament in 
King ChArlit the Secondl's Reign, it is rercain that there 
was a great deal more of Reafbn to complain againft their 
Condudi during thefirft Years of their fitting, than there wa» 
towards ijie latter lind ; fo that no Part of the Hiftory of 
either of thefe three Reigns can a^rd fo much ^^ a plaufiblc 
Argument in fevour of the Motion rtowf made to ui. 

* It has been aliedged, that the Crown muil always ne- 
eefTarily have a much greater InHueiice upon Septeiinial Par* 
lianie)it5, than it cati ever have upon thofc which are chofea 
and continued only for three Years : But it is my Opinion, 
if ever the Crown Ibouid attemptjifever any Mintilry Ihould 
be wicked enough to endeavour to gaiii a corrupt Influence 
over the Parliament, it will be as ^fy toj;ain it over the one 
lort of Parliament as over the other. For if ever the Mem- 
:r5 chofen and returned, or the Majority of them^ ihould 
llw fuch as will (loop to Corruption, the Infedion may be 
i^fily fpread, the alluring Baits may be thrown out in leveo 
Days as well as in feven Years ; nor do I think it fnch ft 
Dillicuity or tedious AJiair to And out who may be the Per- 
fons proper to be wrought on { that is a Kitdwlcdge tha.£ 
may be eafily acquired after the Eie<!iUons are over, and be- 
fore it may be neceflary for the Parliament to meet. Nay^ if 
ever foch a Thing fhould happen (which I hope never wiltj 
I am convinced it wogld be much more eafy for fuch a Mi- 
milry to manage a Triennial Partiament, than it will ever 
be to manage a Septennial : for it is well known how ftrong- 
ly Men may be wrou;^hc on by Hope? and iVomifes; and 
iris certajn, that by fuch Hopes and Promifes, fome 'might 
be kept hrmly attach'd to a Court and Mtniltry for two or 
ittree Years, who could not be ktpt fo for four or 6ve.

But in this t muA thiok that Genckmen are liUewJfc v-ejry 
OUieh miflAken : I mull even thinlc, that the DifpoCil of 
thofe Foils and Placei which arc neceflary for the Support 
of cwir Govcf nment* rather weakens the InHuciice and In- 
C£Te{l of the Crown, both ia the P^irliatnenr and in the 
Country ; becaufe it is cerain, that there h never ^nj^ Poll 
or Place to be difpofedof, for which there are not three ot 
foar Candidates at Ita^ ; the Crtjwn can give it but to onci

Ihe Legiflative Power, efpecially irt Things which relate t6 
the very Fundamentals of our Confticutioni the vvorchy 
gentlemen will, I hope, agree with me, that we ought to 
life it with the greateft Prudence and Caution. ■ ■ At 
prefent.

■ * The Queilion now before us* la not whether our Con- 
ftitudon be now In th^ geneial better regulated than it 
*Ver was at any former Period : The Queftion now Ixforo 
fis is particular i it i% Whether our Gonllitution, with re- 
fi>e£l to the holding of ParliamentSj was ever under a bet- 
ar Regulation than it is. at prefent i And that it was fo, 
feems to me to be demonftrable from the very Nature and 
Defignof Parliaments ; for this Houfe is properly the grand 
fnqued of the Nation, th^ are to reprefent the Grievan- 
ces of the People to their Sovereign i and the People are 
always to cboofe proper Rcprefentatives for that Farpofe : 
chat Choice onght therefore to be annual^ becaiife .the 
pcrfon that may be a proper Reprefentattve one Year, 
iftay before the next, or at lea.(\ very foon after, be con- 
oerncd in making the People fuffcr thofe very Grievancea 
which they want to complain of; and furefyfuch Perfon 
Krottld not be then a proper ReprefeaEative of the People.

'TH-f- . ding of ParHaments : They were> or at Icaft ou»ht ta 
Ji2ve been, not only annually held} but annually cnofcn. 
It is well known that Prorogations are but of a late Date i 
they were f\rft introduced to favour the Arbitrary Views, 
of Tome of our ajubitious Kings ; and as they owed their 
Origin to fuch a corrupt Fountain^ I am prfunded we 
never can cxpeft any Good from them. However, the 
Queflion now before us does not go f^r,, nor are we obliged 
to htte rccourfe to remote Ag^* foT a Precedent for what 
is now propofed. When we now talk of our old Con{Utu> 
tion,*tte are to confider it as it was fettled and reformed at 
the Revolt! [ton ( and at that Time, ai has beeu before ob- ' 
ferved, the Patrons of Liberty did not think their Work 
was complcat, without having the Point fully and clear- 
ly fettled ; and therefore tliey were never at Rett, till 
they had obtained that v^ry Law which is now deftred 
to be rellored : For this Reafon I cannot but think that 
Gentlemen have given themfclvei a very unneceflkryTrouble 
in explaining to us fo particularly the Hiilory of former 
ReignSj or the Complaints againlt former Kings i for- 
ihe not holding any Parliament at all, or the continuing 
the fame Parliament for a great Number of Yeart is in 
Effeft the fame ; in tht: laft Cafe, as well as the firft^ 
the People have no Opporttinit)^ of having their Grie* 
vances either reprefented or redrciTed, becaufe after a 
Number of Years the Members may either beajme un- 
acquainted with, and regardlefs of the Grievances of the . 
People, or they may themfelves have fo great n Handi^^f 
thofe Grievances, that for their own feliilh Enda ehe^H

It has been faid, that the relloring of this Law would 
create great Hear5, and raife dangerous Contentions 
the Nation. Jf it were a new Law, a Law which wi 
had never any Experience of, this 'Argument might han 
feme Weight ; but the dired contrary of this is knowl 
to be true from the Experience we bad of it, white 
was allowed lo continue in Force.

In all free Countries there mi 
now and then luppcn fome little Feuds and Divifionsal 
inoug the People, which ambitious wicked Men have i * 
all their Cunning and all their Eloquence to i^t in ^ 
■«Wift terrible Light, and under the Pretence of prcven^if 
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>ft Fcads and Divifions, have in moft Countries pre- AnnoTGw. 
upon the Peopk to give up, or at leaft to allow »7j3*4' 
ifelves to be fobbed of ihofe Privileges which were 
■only Defence agamll Tyranny and Arbitrary Power. 
' Another Objtdiion againil this Alotion is, that si Septen- 
fiial FarliatnenC is neccilary for cftabbfhing and confirm- 
cur Credit abroad. If this be yet to do, if our CrC" 
abroad remaiira yet to be diher eftablifticd or con- 
led, I will fay that we have Intely fpent many Mil- 
5j and have made many Treaties to very little pur- 
le. Is not th''' liJiewife an Argument for fettling the 
iration of our Parliaments at a. much longer Term ? 
if oar Credit abroad were any Way ftrengthen'd by 
'arliament to continue^ for fevrii Ycarsi vvoald it not be 
ich morefo by a Par?iamer*io continne for Seven Time* 
rcn ? But this is not the Cafe j our foreign Neighbours 
ige better of the Condition and CircumAances of this Na- 
than fome of ourfelves fcem to do } our Credit a-

People ; and is there any Thing can tend more C6- 
irds leffening their Belief in this Refpcfi, than theic 
tearing that the King docs not in dine to trull his Peo- 
ple with a Sequent Choice of their own ^epfefenti- 
tives ? Will not every Man from thence conclude, that 
either the People are dif:?ffe^ed, or that the Government is 
purfning fuch Mealures as they think may ndt be agree- 
able to the generdity of the People? And I^believa it 
will be allow'^d chat fuch a Notion wonld not contribute 
much towards eftabliihing or coniinning our Credit a- 
broad.

* It has been f^id, that frequent new Piirliaments wouHi 
produce frequent Changes in oar Adminil^ratton, fo thati 
we never coiiW fteadily purfue any Meafure Foreign orj 
Domeilick. As to Changes in oti^ Adminsftration, if Tri* , 
cnninl or Anniial Parliaments Jhould produce Triennial an 
Annual Minilkrs, it would give me no great Concern, ajulj 
I dare fay, the Nation very little Uneafinefs. But howlliii j 
iliould make us unfle:idy or unfettled in the purfuit of Otir 
publick Meafurcs,, foreign, or domellick, I c;innot, iodeed, 
. conceive i for if the Meafures were apparently for the 
Good of the Publick, the New Minitters would, doubtlefs, 
for their own Honour and Safety, purfue them as fteadily 
tts the Old could have done ; and if the Old. had enter'd 
on Meafures inconJlilent with the Good of the Nation* 
here the Change of the Midftry would be lucky for us; 
Ho that, if nothing elfe could befaid in favour of the Mo- 
tion* this very Argument would be fufiicient with me to 
give my Vote for it.'

efpecially at a Time when the Circumftances of Europe 
ought to prevent our attempting any tiling that may in 
the leaft tend towards weakening our Conftitution, or nn- 
fettling the Meafures of his MajeJly's Governments As 
for my own part.

' 1 cannot give my A fiemto the Qucflion now in your 
ind. The Repeal of the Septennial Laiv h a Motion I 
mot in my Confcjcnce agree to ; for tho' one of the Mo- 
cs for enaifting that Lawdoe^not at prefent cxift in fuch 
apparent manner, as it did at the Time it wa? enaftedi 
tt k cannoT be faid, th^t even that Motive has now en- 
ely ceafed ; I wiOi with all my Heart it could be juftly 
^d, that there h not now a Jacobite or difaftefted Peri"bn 
the Nation ; but I am afraid no (uch thing can bc-jntlly 
faid for many Years to come, and therefore even that Mo- 
tive, which the honourable Gentlemen, who have fpoke upon 
the other fide of the Qucftion, have faid to be the only 
Motive for enafting this Law, has not yet entirely ceafed ; 
But, Sir, this was not the fole and only Motiife for enait- 
ing that Law ; if Gentlemen had given Attention to the 
preamble of that Law, they wouid have found many other 
Reafons mentioned for ena^ing it, which arc now as llrong 
for continuing it as they were then for cna^fting' it.

at all Time?, but erpecJally at the prefent, give the Pre 
ference to the former* 

' Let us, Sir, but confider the 4)terent Situation of thfl 
Af&irs of Europe ; Italy fwallowed up by France and har] 
Allies ; numerous Armies on the Rhine threatntng to pe 
nctrate ir.to the very Bowels of the Empire ; our old Mi 
lies, the Dutch, reduced to the low Ebb of beggmg a Nt 
trality from France, for their Barrier in Flanders In fuel 
a State of foreign Affair.% is it to be imagined, thnt Gre 
Britain can remain quiet, or indulge her I elf in a State 
Eafe and Security ! No, furcly. Sir, we mull concert f ro^ 
per Meafurcs to prevent the Balance of Tower in Ecrepej 
from being quite overturned : We muft look in Time tffJ 
the Prefcrvadon of that Balance which has already coJfl 
this Nation fo mucli Blood and Tred'ure ; and, at fuch A^ 
Conjuncture ought we to repeal that Law which llrcngtheB;|( 
his Majefty's Hands, which gives Steadincfs to his Coun-j 
cib, and adds Weight to hb Negotiations with foreign] 
Fowers ? Or fhall wc fubftituce in its Place a Law whidti 
would throw the Nation every two or three Years intsj 
fuch Diftrad^ions and Confuiions as Eleftions are alway|l 
attended with ? 

* Would not this. Sir, he giving the Enemies of hij Ma* , 
jefty'a Government at home, in Conjun£tion with his Ene- 
mies abroad, fo many Opportunities of diArcffing his Ma», 
jelly's Government, of throwing a]l Things into Confi^ 
iion, and perhaps of deilroying that Eftablifhment, an 
that Family to which we owe the Preftrvatton of all thJ 
is dear to ue ? God forbid, Sir, that this Houfe ihould be 
fo much wanting in that Duty they owe to his Majet'ty, in 
that Duty they owe to their Country, as to do any thing 
that might tend to the diftreiTmg of his Government, or to 
the dillurbing the Peace and Quiet of their Country. J 
hope the Houfe wili excufe me for taking up fo much cf ^ 
their Time : I could fay a great deal more againfl the Mc 
tion now before us, but the Subjel^"i has been fo much 
hauftcd, and every Argument in favour of it fo fully an 
fwcred by ray worthy Friend under the Gallery^ wi 
fpoke early in this Debate, that I think I reed not 
^d any thing farther^ but ihsXl moli hardly glut 
Vote againft it.' 
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1 am furprifed to hear it i(iiiDtia.ted by the honour- ^1:,^'*''"' 
bk Gentleman who {poke lafl, as if the Motion now YTynftT' 
HFore us was made with a View to diftrefs his Majefty^s 
vtnimentf or to diflurb the Peace of the Nation. Sucli 
loilnu^tion is really not treating the Gendemeny 
lo have fpokc in favour of this Motion, with that Can- 
ir which one Gentleman has rcsion to expcflt from ano- 
:r in this Houfe ; nor, indeed, can I look upon it as any 
impliment made to his Majelty or his Govcrnraent i It 
,Dot to be doubted but that his Majeily, in all the Mea- 
cj he purfues, looks a little fiirther than this Hcufe. It 
not to hs queftioned but that his Majei^y looks lor, the 
approbation of the Generality of his People, as well as 
W Majority of his Parliament { and while his MeafurCJ 
approved of by the Generality of his People, frequent 
ftions cannot furcly bring any Diftrefs upen.his Go* 
rnment, but will greatly ilrengthen it, by Jhewing frc- 
lendy to bis Majefty, and to the whole World, the true 
lie of the Generality of the People, As to the Peace 
of the Nation, we know, by Experience, that it was as well 
:ferved by Triennial Parliaments, as ever it was by Sep- 
inial, fo that the agreeing to this Motion cannot diflurb

with much tefs Heat and Animofity ; for every Man knows 
IC the Diiturbances about Eleftions have been much 
»ttr iince the Septennial Bill took place, thaii cvtv 
ley were before ; and I would gladly ask Gentlemen, if 
before that Time it was ever known that the Sollicitadont 
id Contentions about Ele£Uon3 began two Years before 
chufing of a new Fartiament, which is known lo b« 
Cafe at prefent over the whole Kingdom, and which 
-ays mwil neceflarily be the Cafe ; it being natural for 
Men to contend with Qiore Vigour and with more Heat

* Then, Sir, as to Bribery and Corruption at EleAions,^ 
I am fure it his very much incrcafed hnce the Septennial 
Law took place. It h a natural Conftquence of lengthen- 
ing the Time of a Parliament's Continuance ; a (Jonfe- 
quence fo natural, that I am furprifed to find It fo muclilj 
miitaken 35 it fcems to be, by forac Gentlemen who ha« 
fpoken upon the other fide of the Queltion- It is cert^un, 
£ir, that Bribery will never be made ufe of at ^y £te£lion^ 
but by a Man who has not a fufficient natural Intereil ii 
the place where he declares himftlf a Candidate i aad ' 
fuch wc may expcft it will always be made ufe of, as fai 
as jc can be done with Safety, if the Candidate has but thi 
leaft Hopes of fucceeding by fuch dilhonourable Meansj 
Where there happens a Competition, every Elcftor has 
natural Byafs to vote for o»e Man rather than another,i 
and every Eleftor will rote according to his natural Byafs; 
if he is not bought off : whoever endeavours to buy hit 
off, mult certainly come tip to his Price, and this Price will 
be higher or lower, according to the Eleftor's Honour ani' 
Circumllances^ and the natural Byafs he has for the othe 
Candidate. A great many Men may be perhaps hough( 
cffwith roo or looo Guineas, who, if half that Sum were 
o&red, woulii fpurn it away with an honeft Dildain. 
hope. Sir, there are a great many Eleftors in this KingJ 
dom, who^e Honour, upon fuch Occ3.fions, is above this 
Power of any fuch corrupt Temptations, but that there ara 
Jikcwifc a grjiit many who may be bought, is a Faf 
which, i believe^ no Gentleman in this Houfe wiil difputej 
and in this View let us examinb the J>ifierence betweei 
Triennial and Septennial Parliaments. 

* Give me Leave then to fuppofe two Gentlemen fet ni 
in Oppoiition to each other, for neprefenting one of our littl< 
Boroughs in Parliament v one of them a Country Gentle 
man, of a great natural Intereft in the Place, the other 
Citizen of London, or a Place-man, not near equal to hi 
in Intereft, but depending entirely upon the Money he it 
able to lay cut ; Suppofe the Citizen, or Place-man, come

may depend upon Corruption ; and the more It is to be 

dependea on, the more general. and the more frequent will 

it certainly he. From hence it appears evident, that the 

Increafe of Bribery and Corruption is as natural a Confe- 

quence of Septennial Parliameats, as any one Thing caii 

be conceived to be the Confequence of another. 

• There is no way, Sir, of effectually preventing Corrup- 
tion, but by putting it out of the t*ower of any Man to 
irrupt : There Is no corrupting any Man but by coming 
to hii Price ; therefore the only way^pf putting it out 
I the Power of any Man to corrupt, h to put it ou: 
the Power of any Man to come up to the Price of any 
umber of Ekftors ; and this can only be done by ma- 
lug our Eledions frequent : The more frequent the bef- 
it is certain, a Gentleman who enjoys a good Pen- 
00 for feven Years, is more able to gjve a high Price, 
n if he bad enjoyed that Petifion but for one Year, or 
ea for three ; and he will more willingly give a. high 
'rice, when he is thereby to purehafe the Continuance 
f that Penfion for fcven Years, than when he is to pm^* 
it only for one or for iliree Years. This, Sir, ii 
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fo rvident, that I am aHaniihcd to hear it controverted

• If our Parliaments were atmualf it would be impoiTibln 
for Place-men or Penfioners to favc as much yearly 
would be falEcienC to bribe Country Gentlemen out 
their Intercft, and the Eledors out of their Honefty 
which I am afraid Is a Praises now too frequent ii 
many Farts of this Kingdom : How can It otherwife 
imagined that the People would chufe Perfons they neve 
faw, Pwfons they perhaps never heard of, in Oppofi* 
tion to Gentlemen who live in the Neighbourhood 
Gentlemen who give them daily Employment, by bayii 
in thdr Shops and Markets all the Majiufaflures and Pre 
vifioDs they have ufe for in their FamiJies> and Gentlemc 
whofe Anceftors have, perhaps, often reprefented th»t vi 
ry Place in Parliament with great Honour and univeria 
Approbation i I remember. Sir, I was told by a Gentli 
man who is now dead» and therefore I may name him, 
mean Mr Spencer Cowper, afterwards one of the Jud| 
©f the Common-Pleas, he told me himfelf that he had nc 
vei' been in the Borough he reprefented in Parliament, nc 
bad cvier feen or fpoke with any of his Eteflor; ; and 
believe I could, without much Difficulty, name fome whi 
are now in the fame Situation. Can fuch, Sir, be cal 
ied the Rcprefentatives of the People, or can it be fuj 
pofed that they axe chofen by Means of that natural Ij^ 
tcreft by which every Maa ought to hold his Seat in tbu 
Houfe i 

* The Pariiament, Sir, is the grtat Council of tKeN«< 
tion, and the Bufinefs of this Houfe in particular is to re* 
prcftnt to his Majefty the Grievances of the People, tfl~ 
inform his Majefty if any of his Minillcrs or Officers make 
an lit ufe of the Power he delegates to them, and to h 
peach and profecute fuch evil MiniAers. Now I would 

J [lad to know who are the moft proper Rcprefentatives 
or thefe Purpofes, Gentlemen who have large Properties 
in the Country-who arc independent at the Minifters and 
Officers of the Crown, and who by living in the Country 
are perfeflJy acquainted with the Circumftances of 
People t or Gentlemen who for their chief Support det 
upon the Minifters and Officers of the Crown, who kno^ 
nothing of thofe they reprefent, and are not only ignore 
of their true Interelh, but are really indtfierent abac 
their Welfare. I hope it will not be controverted, but thi 
the fir ft fort of Gentlemen are the mol^ proper Rcprefei 
tatives of the People ; and if fo. Annual or Triennial 
liaments are better than Septennial, becaufe there is agr 
tet Probability «f their being chiefly compofed of fuc 
Gentlemen, 
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Bribery and Corruption, tbetefore. Is a natural 
Cofifequence of long pB^rliaments^ as it muft always in- 
creafe in Proportion as the fcrm for the Parliament's Con- 
tinuance is prolonged, I am perfuaded that all tbofe who 
u againft Bribery and Corrtiption, will join with me in 
ting for the Reftitution of^ Triennial Parliaments. It 
ttot the Expence of an Eleflion that Country Gentlemen 
e to be afraid of ; the moA extravagant Entertainments 
that a Stranger in the Country could give, would have 
but litt5e weight, if to thefe he did not add downright Bri- 
bery ; and even thofe Bribes mufi. be fo high, as to over- 
b^I lance the natural Interell of the Country Gentleman, as 
well as the Honefty of the greateft Part of thp Klcflors : 
As thiefe Bribes cannot be made fo high for a Triennial 
Parliament, as they may be for a Septennial, they cannot 
be fo prevalent among the Elcdors ; and therefore a Gentle- 
man, who depends upon nothing but his natural IntL-reft, 
Will always have a better Laj for reprcfenting his Coun- 
try in a Triennial Parliament, than he can have for re- 
prefenting it in one which is to continue for frrcn Years ; 
for which Reafon I cannot but think, that every Gentle- 
man, who has a mind that his Pofterity ihall depend for 
their Seats in Parliament, upon the natural Intej-dl they 
Biay have in their refpedlve Countries, and not upon the 
Frowns or the Favoars of the Miniiler for the Time be- 
ing, mull BeceflTarily be for our eeturning to our former 
Conflitution in this refpe£l. 'This, Sir, is, in my Opi- 
'on, abfolutely neceffary, and it muft be foon done, o- 
erwife Country Gentlemen, tired out with contending 
' ft thofe who purchafe their Elefllons^ perhaps with, 
the very Money which the Country Gentlemen are obliged 
to pay out of their Eftates in publick Duties and Taxes, 
will at lail have nothing to do but to fit down and be- 
moan the Fate of their Country ; but their Complaints 
will then be to very little purpofe, for the Doors of that 
Place, where the Groans of the People ought to be heard, 
will then be ftiut againll them. We may depend on it that 
thofc, who obtain their Seata in this Houfc by Minilkrial 
InEoenCe, will, while here, be direfiled in aJl their Pro- 
ceedingi by the fame fort of Influence, and by none o- 
ther.

confcfs, I canncft yet fee any manner of Reafon for a_ 
ing to the Motion. Gentlemen have been pleafed to put 
us in mind of our ancient Con flit ution ; but it has b«ea 
fo often varied and ahcrcd, that it will be found very di 
fcult to fix upon a Time when it was tuch as we ougF 
or would defire to return to: And if any Time is to 
£xed on, we are not furcly to take the Time when 
Conftitution w^b weak and in. it$ Infancy, we are certai 
to chufe that Time when it was come to its full Strengi 
and Vigour, which, in my Opinion, is the prcfent. Bat 
as Gentlemeo have mentioned the Claim of Rights, let as 
examine how it {tood at that Time* for I am perfuaded I 
will be agreed to by every Gentleman in this Houfe, t" 
after that Claim was fettled and confirmed, our Conftituti 
was more vigorous than it ever was before chat Time ; ani 
yet even in our Claim of Rights there is no Mention madt 
cf frequent new Parliaments : It is. indeed faid, that fa 
Redreft of Grievances, and for amending, ftrengthenin 
and prefcrving the Laws, Parliaments ought to be hel 
frequently ; but it is not fo much as inlinuated, that every 
one of thefe Parlianients ought to be a new Parliament ; 
and as to the Frequency of Parliaments, I am fure there 
never was lefs Reafon for Complaint than fmce the Sep 
tennjal Bill paffed ; for ever fmce that Time the SeffioiJiil 
have bten regularly held, and all of t{^em have been aU 
lowed to fit as long as it was nccei!kry or proper they 
ihould. 

* But, Sir, even by the Claim of Rights our Conllitatioo 
was not fo well regulated or cflabliflied as it is at prcfent : 
It was ftili left in the Power of the King to continue a, 
Parliament as Jong aa he pleafed, and this certainly might 
have become a Grievance upon the People. This Over- 
fig ht che whole Nation were feufible of, and this they 
were willing to obviate ; but in all fuch Cafes* People ge-

I was indeed glad to hear Encomiums beftowed by an 
Honourable Genrieraaiiupon the late King Willi am, becaufe 
fuch feldotr^ come fr^^m the- Comer of the Houfe where 
he fits ; but if that glorious King had been limited to 
Septennial ParlianientH only, and not to Triennial^ the fa* 
tur*' Happitiefi of chi: Nation would have been better fe- 
cured, and more firmly e(lablilh''d b}' him ; he would not

* The learned Gentleman was fo gftod as to te!l us, that 
we had all, or moft of us, by our Behaviour in this Par- 
liament, eflablilhed our Charaftcrs fo firmly among the 
People, that moft of us will be chofen again : if fo, it is ts^ 
be hoped we will behave as well in the next, and then a8^| 
many of us as arc alive may expefl: to be chofen a third S 
Time. And if we behave ill, I hope no Gentleman will fay 
lAfe ought to continue even for one Year> much lefs. for 
feven, in the Station we are in, whether our Reprefentativo 
will or no. This, Sir, is as proper an Aiifwer as can bft 
made to the principal Argument urged againft frequent 
Eletftions ; which was, that they would diilrefs his Majefty's 
Government, and reoder the Meafurcs of his Adminiftra- 
tjon uTiAeady ; for if the fame Members be upon a new 
EIe£lion generally retiarned as long as they behavC well* 
furely even an Annual Election could never diftrefs his Ma- 
jefty's Government, nor render his Mioifttrs tinfteady in 
the Meafures they purfue, at leall as long as the Membera 
behave well in Parliament. And I hope no King will^ 
J am fure his Majefty never will, and I hope no 
fter ever can depend upon the ill fiehaviour of the Mem.-^^ 
bers of Parliament for the Support of his Government, 
or for the Support of the Meafures hepurfues: 1 fay, I 
tope th]^ Cafe never will happen * bat left it ihould, the 
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itk way to foai-d agalnft ft is to have frequent Eleflioni ; Anno 7 Gro.ll. 
' therefore J am for the Quell ion.' J733-+- 

Then Sir William Lowther fkid : 

Sir, 
' There is one Reafon, which chiefly prevails with ine to Si/WiUlMn 
igainft youf Queflion : h has been faiJ, thtit the prin- Lowtlwr* 
d Motive for Jntrodiidiig Septennial ParliaracDts now no 
ager cxifts ; but this I can by no means agiec with, be- 
tauTe I am fure the Numbei" of Papifta has greatly incieafed 
even fince the -Septennial Law took plape: And as a true 
Regaiu for our own ReUgioa has in the fame Time very 
iniich tiecreafed, I am afraid the PopiJh Intereft will daily 
«in more and more upon us; and the Tranfition from 
Popery to Jacobitifm we ktiow to be ihort nnd certain. 

• Befides Sir, there has lately been publifhed i*i oar 
Weekly Papers, An EfTay upon Parties: who is the Au- 
thor of it 1 do not know, but I have read it ; and I think 
it the mod Jefuitical Performance 1 ever faw ; It could, iii 
jny Opinion, be wrote with no other View but to raife 
Difcontents and Jealoufies, and to increafe the DifafFtdioa 
to hh Majefty's Government ; and therefore J .cannot be 
fcr repealing a Law which greatly ftrengthetis that G^- 
^ercment agaJnlt all fuch Attempts,'

* As to all the Parts of England I know, 1 can affiro 
the Truth of what my worthy Friend by me has faid. 
The Papifts are in general making ufe of all their Intereflf 
in favour of thofe Candidates who are recommended bjf 
the Minifters i and an Honourable Gentleman on the Flooft 
who I believe has no fmall Share in the prefent Admini- 
ftration, knows that one of that Religion, who is a Gentle^ 
tnari of one of the bcft and moft ancient Families in the 
County of Norfolk, and a Gentleman of one of the bell; 
Eftates in it, is now riding about the Country, folliciting

jr their Purpofe; and where the Prifoner rajglit not per- 
haps be able to bring any Wjtneflcs in his own Jtiftirica- 
tion, it might at IcalV have been impofllbJe for him tQ 
bring "any without 3 gr^;\t Ejfpence.

* Bat, Str, to ask whether any Laws have been p.iflTed 
by Septennial Parliaments, which have been attended with 
inconveniences, or have been complained of as a Grie- 
imnce, is a C^eAion I am furprifed to hear come from a 
Gentleman learned in the Laws. Was not the fatal Souih- 
fea SchiMne, in the Year 1720, ertabliflied by an Aft of ^il 
Septennial PitrUament, and can any Man a^k, whether that 
Law was attended with any Inconvenience?

To this gl9rious Cata-^ 
logue I could add. Sir, not a few ©thers j bm I will flo| 
here, till I have heard the Laws I have mentioned juftifiefl 
by thofe who fetm to be fo much in iov« wich Septennia 
i^rliaments ; and if they can Juftify all that has been doi; 
by fuch Parliaments, I now promife moll folemnly to 
of their Opinion j but till then I hope they will cxcufe m^^ 
in being for the Repeal of a Lnw, which, in my Opinion^^ 
has never doni^ any goocJ» which has produced a greaf 
iJeal of Mifchicf I and which, I ana much afraid, will 
quite overturn our Con'flitution, if it continuts fqr aB5 
Time unrepealed.'

I am a good deal furprifed to find that none of thoft 
Gentlemen who ufyally have a great ftlare in our Debatefj 
ftem inclined to take aTiy Ihare in thir, I hope they w'" 
allow it to be a Queftion of fome ConTequence to thcii 
Country i and if it fhould bf carrieti in the AffirTDativi, 
fome of them may perhaps find it 'a Qut.llion of feme Con- 
fequcnce to thcmfclves. 1 uill venture to fay, that I have 
not Iiea< d a Qucilion better fupportt^d un one fide, and lefi 
faid againft it on the other, by the Gentlemen who have 
already fpoken fince J fat in Parliament ; and 1 now ftand 
up, not that I think any thing nefdful to be added to what 
has been (aid in fupport of it, but that J cannot think of 
ktting a Qucilion go, in the Succefs of which I think the 
Happinefs of my Country fo deeply concerned, without my 
joining with other Gentleinen in fhewiag all the Regard 
for it that lies in my Power. 

* An honourable and learned Gentleman has indeed ad' 
vanccd a Doftrine which I think altogether new : That 
we arc to have no further Dependance on our Eleflors af- 
ter wc have taken our Seat4 in this Houfe j nay, th^t a. 
!Depen dance upon them would be more dangerous than a 
Dependance on the Crown. This, Sir, h really, in my 
Opinion, forae thing i*ery new f tho' that Gentleman ma' 
perhaps like the one better than the other, yet I rtiall al 
ways look upon a Dependance on the People of Eoglani 
or even upon thofe I reprefent, to be lefs dangerous am 
more honourable, than a Dependance on the Crown : an( 
J value my felf more on the Honour J h:ive had of fittin] 
here for two PiirliamentJj as on* of the Reprefenta lives 
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People of Bag! andf and hy the fret and uncorrajpted Aano7Gfli>,>f, 
loice of thofe £ reprefent, than I fliould do on the '733*4' 

_ tell Honours the Crown can beftow. Indeed » if I 
fead obtained my Seat here by Bribery, or by the iUcgal 
corrupt Iniluence of an}f"grear Minifter^ I fhould look 
in it Ia a very different lights 1 fhould look upon ic as 
of the jnoi( difgraceful Stations I could be in. 
It has been affirmed by feveral Gendemenj who bavs 
ken on the other fide of tile Queftiqn, that the longer 
liaments continued, the lefs Influence the Crown had 
•pon them ; and for a Proof of thif, they have intlanced 
the long Parliament in King Charles the Second's Rc||gD. 
The fame Gentlemen have Ukewife aStrtpd, that Triennial 
Farliaraents would diltrefs hii Majelly'^ Govcrnirtent ; How 
tficfe two AHertioDS are compatible, I leave to che Gentle- 
men thcinfelves to ejcplain ; for to me it appears impof- 
c that both c?.n be trtie ; because if the Crown 1ir3 aj- 
ys the lefs Influence ia a P^ilianicni the lunger it con- 
tinues, furcly the Ihortening the Time of its Duration can- 
not diHrefs any K.ing'5 Government. But as to the long 
Parliament in King Charleses I ime, tho' tirjcy UiJ not to- 
wards the End flicw the fame fcrvile CoinpHance that they 
had done for many Years before i yet it is plata» that the 
Crown thought that Parliament fitter tor the Purpofes of 
the Court at that Time, than they could expc»?i; any new 
parliament chofen by the People to be; otherVife, as the 
King bad it in his Power, he would certainly have diiTol- 
ved them much fooner : And if that long Harliament really 
deferved the Name ufually given to it, we mull conclude, 
that their Non-compliance at laft was not owing to theijf 
Virtue, or a Want of Inclination to receive, but to a Want 
of Power in the Crown to give. The People were not 
then accLiftomed to bear fuch heavy Burdens, a^ they do »t 
prefcnt ; the Revenues of the Crown were not fo large, 
Bor the Pods And Placet at the Difpofal of the Crown fo 
mimerous ; there wa^ not fuch a numerous Handing Army 
tofuppsrt the Parliament, in cafe they had gone on in the 
$tmc (crvilc Method : And as the Compbints of the Peo- 
^e grew loud and clamorous, as there was little to be got, 
and a g re-Lit deal to be apprehended, by the Continu tncc 
of 4 fcrvile Compliance, it h very probable that thefe 
were the true Reafoas of that Parliament's becoming at 
lail fo rcftive : And if the Nation waa now in the fame 
State it was at that Time, I Ibould not be lulf fo much 
afraid of S'^pcennial P^Iiaments as 1 think I h^ve nom 
good Reafon to he. 

' Tluf Animosities, Difputes, and Divifions about E^ 
lodioiu, have beco fet ia the moA dr^uful Light, and

we oagh: to ruii the Risk of having our Conllitutioa bvet-* 
turned, rather than fubmit to it. But, Sir, can it be ima- 
gined that there would be the fame Contention for a SeatJ 
in Pariiament, which was to continue but for one Year, oC 
Bvcn for three, that there is for one which ii to contmuefi 
Jevcn : The Example of the City of London plainly fliev 
as the contrary. As the Coraraon-Councilmen, and »| 
grrat many other Officers in the City arc chofen anni 
I have had Occafion to be often prefent at ihefe annaa 
Elefiions, and never could find that they were attended 
with any great Heats and Animofitie-% or with any Incon- 
venience ; for after the Eleftion is over, the contending 
Parties go home, and live in the fame Friendtliip they 
did before: And I am convinced the Cafe would be the 
very famCj if annual Elections for Members of this Houfe 
were refto red. The fame Man might perhaps be conrinued 
and re-chofen every Year for many Years cogctHcr, proba- 
bly without any Difpute or Oppofiiion; but his being lia^ 
ble every Year to be turned out, would be a coniininl 
Check upon his Behaviour, and would make him ftucljr 
the Intercfts of the People, inllead of purfuin^ only fomC 
private and felfifli Views of his own. 
' * Even as Elcflions iland at prefent, there would be no 
fjch Contentions, nor any fuch Heats and Animofuies al 
we hear of, if they were entirely left to Gentlemen wbtr 
have a natural Interell in the PInce : in Jacli Cafe, if a 
Candidate found himfclf defeated by fair Means 00 1 y, and 
merely by the fuperior Ititerefl of his Antagonill, icwoukl 
norraife his Indignation, it would occafion no Hears of 
Animofities, he would wait with Patience for a new Op- 
portunity, and in the mean time would endeavour to re- 
commend himfelf to his Country by Afls of Hofpitality 
and Benevolence. I: is Minilleri of St:ite iqtermtddliug iiii 
Elfftions ; it is Eleftion-Brokers. and fuch Dealers in Coi 
lupUon, that occafion at! the Heats and Animofities 
have : for when a Gentleman, of a great natural Interefi 
fees his Electors obliged by Power, or bribed by Monry3 
to vote againfl him, perhaps in favour of an utter Stranger 
it cannot but raife his Indignation : it may indeed ja&li 
raife his utmoft Fury and Kevenge, 

'It is certain. Sir, that if the People were entirely Id 
to themfclveii, they would, without much Contention, af 
ways chufc thofc Gentlemen, who, by having large Pro 
perties of their own, might be reafonably luppofcd to b^ 
fuch as would take the beli Care of the Properties of ihcii 
Fel !ow-Subjc£b . But if the People IhotiM ever begin to fo 
their Rcprefentatives making their Scats in Parfianje 
i Phc 
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places of Profit, and bartering tbeir Votes and their Belja- 
viour in ParJhtment for Pofts, Pbces and Penfions, the Peo- 
ple will foon follow the Examplfl of xheh Reprerentatives, 
and will iallft upon niaring with them in the Profits, Thus, 
bjr degrees, the Minds of the People will be debauched; 
they will be brought to think, that the felling their Votes 
at EleQions is no Crime, the Reprefcntatives who buy their 
Seats mull fell their Votes ; and at laft, all Regard for the 
pubjfck Good will be generally hid afide by all forts of 
Men. The only effeftual Method, Sir, of preventing thit. 
^(al EffeiS, is to reftore annu^il EleAions { for then it 
iwauld be iropQfitble, even for theTreafury itfelf (if ever 
the pubtick Money fhould come to be fo mifippHed) to if- 
fue yearly. Sums of Money fufficient to get the better of 
the nztural fnterell, which Country Gentlemen always 
have in the PJaces where they and their Fa,milics have per- 
haps for many Generations rcfidcd. The Confequencc of 
which will be, thnt none bjt Country Gentlemen, and 
ihofe who have a natural Intereft in the Place, will ever 
S^ppear as Candid3.tc5 ; anj thus neither the Morals of the 
people will be debauched, nor thetr Properties plundered, 
jior their Liberties dellroyed by thofe Elefl ion- Brokers and 
Mini Aerial Agents, or their C;indi dates, who never can be 
employed or let up but for fuch bafe Purpofes. 

* As for our Credit abroad, which, it is pretended, Sep- 
tennial Parliaments very much contribute to, I think it is 
evident, that it has been finking ever fincc the Septennial 
I^w took place ; which coni;rm:j what was jullly obfcrved 
by an honourable Gcnileman, that the Credit of the Na- 
tion among Foreigners does not depend upon the Length 
Of Shortnefs of our Parliaments, but upon that Corre- 
fpcndence and Confidence which ought always to be kept 
up between the King and his People. I Will not fay that 
this D^cay of our Credit abroad has been altogether owing 
to the Septennial Law ; but I dare fay, if our Parliaments 
Jiad not been Septennial, they would probably, before nou-, 
have e«qL>ired into the Conduft of thofe who have bcea 
ihc Caufes of this Decay ; and whatever Reafons the Di?cay 
of our Credit among Foreigners may have been owing to. 
It is now come to lo low an Ebb, thnt we really feem to 
nave almoll none to lofe. This, I amforry to fay it, fc;ms 
to be our Cafe at prcfsnt ; and as I think nothing czin foi 
effe6hjally reilorc our Credit abroad, as the rcftoring our 

unllituiipn at home, I ihall thercfare give my Vote for

* 1 atTure you, I did not , f:t IHH becaafe I thought muc! 
had been faid in this Debate upon, one Side of the Qm*J 
ftion, and nothing ujjoa tfve otlrtr ; but becauie after whi 
had been offered by my worthy Friend under the Gallc- 
ry, whtj fpolte early in the Debate, and the honourabfe 
and learned Gentlemnn who fpoke fome time ago againft 
the Quenion, I thought it might be looked on as a ^nity 
in me tg pretend to add any Thing to what had b-edt 
faid : Indeed I am ftilt of the fame Opinion, and ftioiild 
have colJttntied in my Refolution of not giving you any 
Trouble this Day, had not the Honourable Gendcmail 
over the Way thrown out what I take to be a very laa- 
candid ReiiedUon upon my Honourable and LoLmed 
Friend, 

'My learned Friend happened to make 
tioHj which r ftill think a very Juft one ; 
after we are returned and have taken our Seati in thil 
Houfe, we ought not any longer to have a Dependance ^ 
upon thofe we reprefent. This the Honourable GentJe- ' 
man laid hold of; he not orvly called it a new and A 
very extraordinary Doctrine; but be dropt an ExprelTion 
fuch as I think ought not to be made X>(c of in this 
Houfe : As to the Obfervadon made by my learned 
Friend, he certainly meant, and I believe almoft every 
Gentleman ondcrftood him, that after we have taken oar 
Scats in this Houfe we ought, every one of us, to look up- 
on ourfelves as one of the ReprefenUtives of the whole 
Body of the Commons of England, and ought not to have 
any particular Byafs for the County, City or Borough 
reprefent. This, Sir, is fo far from being a Do«ftrinp ve 
ry extraordinary, or altogether new, that I wifh cvcry^ 
GentletnaQ in this Houfe would make it a llanding Ruici 
ftir his Conduft j for I cannot help obfcrvirig^' that thefW 
are fome Gentlemen in the Houfe who on many Ckcaiioi 
confine their Thoughts too much to the particular Coun-s 
ty. City or Borough they reprefent ; but furely thejtj 
mufl be fenfible, that many Things may happen in Pat-'I 
liamcnt which may be for the Intereft oFtiie Nation 
general, tho' they may not perhaps quadrate fo exafllj 
with the particular Intereft of London, Britlol, Liver poc 
or other like City j and in fuch a Cafe the Genilcinci 
mufl: furely grant, that as Members of this Houfe, thc|j1 
ought to drop not only their DepptiJance upon, but evettl 
their Concern for the particular City ihey reprefent, in 

order 
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concur with the reft of the I^rembers of this AriiwyGeo. n. 
HouCe^ in what they judge to be for the general Intei eft ^733-4- 
of the Nation. 

• This, Sir, I thought myfelf ohiigeti to fay in Vin- 
dicaiion of my learned. Friend ; but as to the QueHioti 
itfelf, I (hall gire yoa but very fictle Trouble : for tho' 
I muit do the Genclemen who introduced this Motion the 
Juftice to own, that they did it with as much Candour, 
and in as pretty a Manner, &s 1 ever heard any Queliion 
introduced in this Houfe, yet all the Argumenti they made 
life of were fo fully anlwered, and the Objedions againft 
their Motion feted in fo clear a Light, by the two wor- 
thy Gentlemen who fpoke firft againilt their Motion, that 
I cannot agree to ir : and indeed, as I believe n'e owe the 
Happinefi of having the prefent Royal Family upon the 
Throne, and the Liberty of debating any Quell ion in this 
Houfe^ chiefly to the Septennial Law, I Ihall never agree 
to the Repeal of that Law, without feeing much Wronger 
Reafons for it than any I have hitherto heard ofFL-rcd. 

• One of the great Inconveniences faid to attend Scpten- 
ftial Parliaments is, that they heighten and incrcafe thofe 
Heats and Anlmofvtks which are uihaUy raifed among the 
People about the Time of Eledions ; but this I cannot as^ree 
to, becaufe it is well known that thofe Heats and Ani- 
inoijties rofe to as great a Height, nay to a much greater 
Height, during the Coritinuance of Triennial Parliaments; 
than they ever did fince that Time; from whence we 
may obferve, that the Violence of thofe Heats and Ani- 
moftties does not depend upon the quick or the flow Re- 
turn of EleilJons, but apon the Temper of the feoplc at 
the Time. In every Nation there arifes fonietimej a ge- 
neral Ferment among the People, fometim:es without any 
viiible Caufe, and often from Caufes that are in thcmfelves 
unjuil : In this Nation, if an Eleftion far a new Parlia- 
ment (hould coxne on ivhen the Nation is in any fuch 
Ferment, the Heats and Animoiities at that Time would 
certainly bccoihe extremely vblcnt, nay fo violent, as to 
endanger the Peace of the Kingdom : and if we had An- 
nual or even Triennial Parliaments, no fuch Ferment could 
ever haopen but what would probably be attended with 
an Election, by which the Nation might be involved in 
fuch frequent Dtforders and Confufions, as might at laft 
make uj a Prey for fome foreign Enemy; which, in my' 
Opinion, is a Danger much more to be apprehended, thaa 
any Danger our Conrtitution can be in from having our 
Parliament Septennial. 
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^lJ*o7Ceo,lT. * Another Incotivemence is, that Septennial Parliaments 
J733"4' . increafe and give Encouragements w Bribery and Cormp 
tion. That tiierc is Bribery ^nd Corruption, rhat there 
always has been Bribery and Corruption, h a Faft I Ihall 
not difpute : But» Sir, that the Increafe or Dccreafc O' 
that Vice dcpdhds upon the frequent or the rare Return of 
Eleflions, is what I cannot agree to ; for I am convinced 
it will always depend upon the Virtue of the People in ge 
ncral, a.nd the Humour they happen to be in at the Time, 
J wifh Bribery and Corruptinn of all Kinds could be pre 
vented * but the Evil I am afraid is inevitable ; for not- 
withftanding the many exprefs Laws againft it, notwith 
Handing the fevere Law made but a little while ago for 
preventing it, yet we find that Methods have been con 
trived for evading all thofe Laws, either by giving great f 
Entertainments and great plenty of Vi&jals, or by fgnie'* 
more fecret and corrupt Prafticej, fo that the only Way 
to prevent the Growth of this Evil, is to preferve the 
Virtue of the People ; and I believe the beft Way to pre 
ferve the Virtue of the People, is to give them as fewOp* 
portnnities as poffible for being vicious : from whence t 
jnuft conclude, that for obviating this Inconvenience, Sep- 
tennial Parliaments are better than Triennial. 

* If fo many and fo great Inconveniences have been 
felt all over the Nation from Septennial Parliaments, if 
fo great Compkinta have been made, it is very ftrangCj 
Sir, that no Attempt has been made, ever fince the paf- 
fing of that Law, for the Repeal of it j but the Tim* 
now chofen for making that Attempt, fhews plainly with 
what View it is made: It is now the bft Seflion of a; 
Parliament, a new Eledion muft foon come on, and as 
this Motion has an Appearance of Popularity among 
the jneaner fort of Eleftors, it may be of Service to fomi 
Gentlemen at the next Elections : And as to the Conten* 
tions about thefe Eleftiona beginning fo early, I do not 
know by whom they were begun, but I believe they havi 
been fet on foot on purpofe to furnilh Gentlemen wietf 
Arguments in this Day's Debate i and an Honourable Gen- 
tleman has accordingly taJ^en hold of it, and has made uf<i 
of thofe Contentions fo early begunj as an Argsunent a- 
gainil Septenniail Parliaments. 

• Another Honourable Gcudeman has given tu a glorioa; 
Catalogue, as he was pleafed to call it, of Law* pa^ed by 
Septennia! Parliaments ; hut 1 think he ought in a parti 
CQJar Manner to have guarded againft putting the Rtot Atf 
into that Catalogue, for he knows it was founded on th< 
fame Motive with the ijcptennral. It was abfoIuteJy ne- 
ceflary ior the Safety of the Government, and had it uot 

been 











t>«eii for fome Executions in Flect-ftreet, in confequcnce AanojG^ 
of that A&y I am perfuadcd it %vould not have been poflibk *733-4' 
:to have prefcrved the Peace of the Kingdom at that Time : **— '■^''-» 
pnd I mtilt ia-Y, that it is fomewbat very ftrange to hear 
'Cemlemen arguing againtt Contentions and Riots a: Elefti- 
tta, and at the fameTinie complaining of that Law which 
was made for the preventing of Riots upon any Occafion. 
As to the Law for regulating Trials in Cafci of Treafon, 
iJiere was never a more reafonable Law pafTcd in Parlia- 
ment : Is it not at all Times abfofncely inconfiJlent with 
the S^ifcty of the Goi'ernment ; nay, is it not in itfelf ridicu- 
Jous, that Rebels and Traitors ihould be tried by a Jury of 
their own Friends and Relations, embarked in the fame 
wicked Defignsi and as much difafetTcd to the Government 
as the Prflbriers at the Bar I Ca.n ic be e^petted that fi^ch 
a Jury will ever find the Prifoners guilty \ And therefore , 

when whole Counties had rebelled, what could have been 
more reafonable than the fending the Rebels of thofe 
Counties to be tried in other Counties, ivhere an honelt 
and a difmtcrefted Jury might be found ; and as that Law 
was confined to the Rebels then in CuUcdy, or fnch as 
ibould be taken, within a (bort Time after, I am furprifeil 
tQ hear it found fault with. 

* We have been told. Sir, that the Nation in general de- 
Jires the Repeal of the Septennial Law, and that Inftrufti- 
ons have been fent up to feveral Members fpr that pur- 
pofe. As to ihe Dehres of the Nation in general, it is a 
Fa£i not eafy to be determined; I do not hnow but the 
Wob, I mean fuch as have no Bufinefs with ElcitionS| may 
generally defire the Repeal of this Law, becaufe they would 
(hen have an Opportunity of getting drunk, committing 
Hiots, and living idly, much oftner than they have a: pre- 
fent ; but as to all thofe who have any Right to vote at 
Elefliona, I am convinced the Generality of them dcfire n(> 
fuch Thing. And as for thofe Inilruflions that may have 
been fent up to Members, no Man is ignorant how they are 
afuaJly obtained : I faw a Copy of one of them lately ia 
one of our Evening Ncws'papers, and by the Stile of it I 
may leave any Gentleman to judge, what fort of Perfons 
they were who fent it, or rather obtained its being fent. 
As the Memory of King William will always, they know^ 
be reverenced in England, by all thofe who are attached 
to the true IntereA of their Country, thefelnllrufHions take 
particular Notice, that ths Triennial Law was pafled in the 
"eign of our great Deliverer, King William, of glorious 
id immortal Memory : But does not every Man, who has 
%id the Hiltory of his Reign, know, that that L^w was 
jjromuted by thofe who were perhaps Fricadi to the Revo- 
A a 2. lutjoD. 
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Ititioti, but EnemieB to the then AdminlfTradofl^ co-opcrt- 
ting with ihofc who were Enemies to both .' 

' in Ihort, Sir, the Septennial Law, as well as the Rid 
AfljWas pafled for the Safety and Eftablifliment of the prdcni 
Government i and, as I think in my Confcience, the Re 
peal of cither of them would endanger the Gqvernmentj 
&m therefpre heartily again A your Queftion.'' 

To this Sir WJIliaip Wyndham replied : 
Si r, 

* Tkc Honourable Gentleman who fpoke laft, in vm- 
dicating, as he called it, his teartied Friend, threw out a 
very unfair Reflection upon the Condud of a worthy Gentle- 
man under the Galleryi whofe Behaviour in Parliament I 
have been a Wjtnefs of, and I can fay without Flattery, i^M 
has been as even and as honoursible as the Behaviour of any^ 
Gentleman in this Houfe ; and if the Honourable Gentle- 
man thinks otherwife, I dare fay he is fingle in his Opinion : 
He is, 1 believe, the only Man, either in the Houfe or oiH^ 
of it," who thinks fo i 1 wifli the Behaviour of every othe^l 
Gentleman, f will not fay in this, but in former farba- 
ment5, had been as unexceptionable i fqr if it had, I am 
very fure we ftiould have had no OccaJion for this Uay*^ 
Debate. 

* The Ohfervation made by the Learned Gentleman, 
which the Honourable Gentleman took up fa much 1 imc 
to explain, was without Exception ; it was jufr, it was plainj,; 
and therefore wanted neither an Explanauoo nor a Vindica 
tion : but. Sir, what the worthy Gentleman under the Gal- 
lery, and others as well as he, took Notice of, was an Ex. 
preffion that fell from the learned Gentleman, I dare f^y, 
without Defign : He faid that we were to have no Depen- 
dance upon our ConftiEments ; he went further, he faid it 
was a dangerous Depend an ce ; nay, he went further hi!t| 
and iaid it: was more dangerous than a Dependance on the 
Crown : This my worthy Friend took notice of, and with 
his ufual Modefty, called it a new Doftrine. It is. Sir, not 
only a new Do£trine, but it is the moft monflrous, the molt 
flaviih Do^rine was ever heard, and fuch a Doftrjne as I 
hope no Man will ever dare to fupport within thefe Walls. 
I am pcrfuaded, Sir, the learned Gentleman did not mean 
what the Words he happened to make ufe of may feem lo 
import I for tho' the Pbople of a County, City or Borougk 
may be mifled, and may be induced to rive Inftruftions 
which are contrary to the true Intereft ot their Cwuntry,^ 
yet I hope he will allow, that in Times paft the Crown has 
been oftner milled j and confequently wemuft conclude,

can fuppofc the People to be. ^ i733-4» 

* As to the Contelb about the next Eleftion, Sif, that 
^Kcy were begun a long while ago, is. a cercain Fa£l ; buc 
who the Beginncfs wercj may not be (q certain, or at lealt 
iiot fogenei ally known: and the Honourable Gentleman 
who rpoke laft Teemed to be ignorant, or indeed rather to 
millake who were the Beginners of them ; but if he plea fes 
to look about him, he may fee one not far dilUiu from 
him, who, by bis Agents, was the firll and the principal 
Beginner of them in moll Parts of the Kingdom. To fee 
them begin fo foan, is no new Thing, Sir ; Jt is a flafe nai- 
pifterial Artifice ; it has been praftiled'cver fince Septennial 
Parli.intients took place, and will be pradlifed as iong as 
they continue : Minillers of State know well how unequal 
fhe Contention is between a Country Genileman» who has 
nothing but his own Eltate fgreatly exhauJUd by the many 
Taxes he pays) to depend on, and Minillerial Eleilion' 
mongers, iuppiied by Gentlemen in Office, who have for 
feven Years been heaping up Money for that purpofe, or 
perhaps fuppUed even by the pubUck Treafure of the Na- 
tion ; and the fooner this Contention begins^ the greater 
Difadvantage the Country Gentlemen labour under, the 
more Time thofe Tools of Corruption have to pradtife upon 
the Electors, and to difcover %vhere that Money may be 

£Iaccd to the belt Advantage, which is iflued for corrupc- 
ig the People, and overturning the Conllituiion : hroni 
hence ic is obvious who have been, and who will always bp 
the &ri\ Beginners of fuch Contentions. 

* The learned Gentleman, as well as fome others, par- 
ticularly an Honourable Gentleman under the Gallery, 
who (poke early in the Beba^te, and who indeed faid as 
ntucbt. and in as handfome a Manner a£ can, in my Opinl- 
on, be faid againjl theQuel^ion^ has told us, that our Con- 
HitutJon has been often varied ; and chat there was no 1 ime 
when it was fmh as we ought, or would defire, to rcturti 
to. Sir, it is not to be doubted but our C(>^^it^ution haj 
often varied, and perhaps there is no '1 ime when it wai 
wuliouc a Fault ; but I will affirm, that there is no Time 
to which we may not find fome good 'Ihings in our Con- 
Ititution : There are now, there have been in every Cenmr/ 
foine good Laws exilling : Let us prt'ferve thofe that are 
good i if any of them have been abolifhed, let them be re- 
Itored, and if any of the Laws' now in Being arc found to be 
attended with Inconveniences, let them be rtpealed. 'Ihis 
is what is now defired, this is what the People have reafon 
to expcdl from Parliament ; there ij nothing now defired 
but what the People have a Right to ; they have now, they 
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j&jtnd 7GW. 11. always had a Right to frequent new Parliaments ; and this 
'733-4" Right was ellabhfhed and can firmed even by the Claim df 
Rights, notwithllanding what the learned Gentleman his 
faid to the contrary. At the Time of the Revolution, najT 
HE the prefeot Time, at all Times, tha word Parliament, in 
the common Way of Speakings comprehends all the SeiS-' 
ens held from^ one Eleftion to another : That this is the 
common Me:inicg of the Word, I appeal to ei^ery Getitle- 
jnanin this Houfej and for this Reafon thofe Patriots, who 
drew up our Claim of Rights, could not imagine that i| 
was ncceffary to put in the word New : They cotild not fo 
much as dream nhat the two Words, Frequent Parliaments, 
would afterwards be interpreted to mean. Frequent Seffions 
cf Parliament ; but the Lawyers, who are accuflomed to 
confound the Senfe of the plaineft Words, immediately 
found out, that a Seflion of Parliament was a Parliament, 
and that therefore the words Frequent Parliaments, meant 
only Frequent Sefiions. This Quirk the Lawyer^ found out 
immediately after the Revolution ; this Quirk the Courri- 
[ers at that Time caught hold of; and this fet the People 
anew upon the Vindication of their Rights, which they 
obtained by the Triennial Bill: By that Bill the Right of 
the People to frequent new Parliaments, was eft^ibliihcd in 
filch clear Terms as not to be mifanderitood ; and God for- 
give them who confentcd to the giving it up. 

' I am extremely furprifed. Sir, to hear it faid, that the 
Triennial Bill was introduced by the Ent-mies to the Revo- 
lution. 1 will not fay, that it was introduced by the Cour- 
tiers at that Time ; we fcldom fee fuch Bills introduced by 
fuch Gentlemen ; but, does not every know, that it was 
jny Lord Somers who was the chief Promoter of that Bill, 
and that moft of thofe who fupported him in it, were Gen- 
tlemen who had been deeply concerned in bringing about 
the Revolution ? *Tis true, the Courtiers oppofcd it, and 
even King William hirofelf, by the Advice of fome wicked 
Minifters, refufed to pafs it the firlt Time it w^s offered; 
but when it came batk again to him; he was better ad- 
vifed i and if he had not palled it, he had not done what 
he ought to do, he had not done all he came to do ; nor 
that which when he came he promifed to do, which was 
to reftore the People to the full Enjoyment of a!i their 
Rights and Privileges. 

* To pretend. Sir, that the Triennial Btl! was intTodtrced 

with a View of dillreflitig King William"'s Government, is 

caflfn'r a Reflexion upon his Government : For to 
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tell us, that the People's claiming thofe Rij>hts, which hi 
came to eftahliOj, was. a diilreffing of his Giovemmcnt, 
to t«U U5j that hk GovernraCDt wa^ eonti ary to ike Right 
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ef tlie F«J)le, wHch 15, in mjr Opinion, a yerjr high Re- 
fieflJDnT and fucjv a one as the Gentlemen, who tell us fo, 
would not patiently hear call upari chat Reign b)' others. 
The other Pretence, that Triennial Parliaments were the 
Caiife of his putting an End to the War, or of that Treaty 
which was fo much complained of, is, I am fure, as ground- 
Icfs ; for the fccond War wis begun and carried on with 
great Succefs, under the Infiuence of Triennial Parliaments, 
mUI the Ballance of Power was fully rellored, ai;d fo firmly 
Bptabliihed, that France hr.3 never fmce endeavoured to 
m^kc the lealt Incroachihcnt upon any of her Neighbours : 
What fome late Meafures may encourage her to do htfre- 
aftcr» I fhall not pretend to determine > bnt this Matioti 
has ever fince that Time enjoyed what I think I may c^ll 
a profound Tranqaillity, which, if the Trjei^nial L;uv had 
remamed in force, we would, I belie vej have made a hiucU 
better ufc of, than we now feem to have done. 

* The learned Gentleman has told us, That the Septen- 
nial Law is a proper Medium between the Qnlimited Power 
of the Crown, and the limiting that Power too much ; bnt* 
Sir, before he had Jixed upon this ns a Medium, he fhould 
firft have difcovcred to as the two Extremes. J will readily 
alloiVi that an unlimited Power in the Crown, with refpeit 
to the continuing of Parli:iments, is one Extreme ; but the 
other I cannot really find out ; for I am very far from 
thinking, thnt the Power of the Crown was too much li- 
mited by the Triennial Law, or that the Plappinefs of the 
Nation was any way injured by it, or can ever be injured 
by frequent Eledions. As to ihe Power of the Crown, it 
is very certain, that as long as the Admiiiillr.ition of pab- 
lick Affairs is agreeable to the Generality of the People, 
were they to chufe a new Parliament every Year, they 
would chufe fnch Reprefentatives aa would moll heartily 
concur in every thing with fuch an Adminillratioa ; fo that 
even an Annual Parliament could not be any Limitation of 
the jafl Power of the Crown ; and as tQ.the Hippinefs of 
the Nation, it is certain, that Gentlemen will always con- 
tend with more Heat and AnimoJJty about being Members 
of a long Parliament, than about being Members of n fliorc 
one: and therefore the Eleftigiis for a Septennial Parliament 
muil always dillurb the Peace, and injure thcHappinefs of 
the Nation, more than the Elcdions for an Annual or 
Triennial Parliament. Of this the Eleftions in the City 
of London, mentioned by my worthy Friend, are an evi- 
dent DcraQnilrarion. 

' As to the Elections coming on when the Nation is in a 
Fennentt k is fo far from b^ing an Obje(5lion to frequent 
£lcdioiis» that it is, in jay Opinion, Sir, a ftfong Argu- 
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AJin&7Xjfo.Tr, ment in favour of them; becaufe it £t one cf the cfaief 
'733*4' Sqpparts of the Freedom of the Nation. It is plain, tkt 
ttje People feldom or ever were in a Ferment, but wJiCJ^i 
Incroachments were made npon their Rights and Privileges 
and when any fuch art: made, it is very proper, nay it ' 
even neceffary^ that the People fliould be allowed to pr 
ceed to a new E1e£lion, in order that they may chufc ftich 
ReprefentatJvcs as will do them Juflice, by pnnilhing thofe 
who haf^e been marking lacroachments upon them : otbcr- 
wife one of thefe two Eflfefts may very probably enfue : 
Either the Ferment will break out into an open Infurrefti- 
tn,, or the fncroachmenc (hat has been made^ may happed 
10 be forgot before a new Eleflioti comes on ; and then the 
Invaders of the People's Rights will have a much better 
Lay for getting fucli a new Parliament chtjfen, as will not 
only free them from all Puni (lira eat, but will confirm the 
Incroacbments that have been made, and encourage the 
making of new. Thus the Rights of the People jjiay be 
nibbled and curtailed by Piece-meal, and ambitious Crinii- 
naJs may at laft get themfelvea fo firmly feated, that it will 
he out of the Power of the People to Hop their Career, or 
(0 avoid the Chains which they are preparing. 

* Now, Sir, to return to the Power of the Crown, 
which the learned Gentleman has told us was too much li- 
mited by theTnennial Lawj 1 think I have made it plaia^ 
that the jufl Power of the Crown cannot poflibly be limited 
by frequent Elefllioni, and confequently could not be tool 
much limited by the Triennial Law ; but by long Parlia- 
ments the Crown may be enabled to aJTume, and to make 
nfe of ati unjuft Power. By our Conftiwtion the only le- 
gal Method we have of vindicating our Rights and Privi- 
leges againil the Jncroachments of ambitious Miniflers is 
by Parliament ; the only Way we have of rcftifying a 
weak or wicked Adminrftration, is by Parliament } the 
cnly efieftual Way we have of bringing high and powerful 
Criminals to coni^^n Punifhment, is oy Parliament, But if 
ever it fliouId come to be in the Power of the Adminlftra- 
tJon to Live a Majority of this Houfe depending upon the 
Crown, or to get a Majority of ftich Mtn returned, as the 
Reprefcnta lives of the People, the Parliament will thea 
ftand us in no ftead : It can anfwer none of thefe great 
Purpofes i the whole Nation may be convinced of the: 
WeaJcnefs or the Wickednefs of thofe in the Adminillia- 
tion ; and yet it may be out of the Nation's Power, in 
legal Way, to get the Fools turned out, or the Knave* 
hanged, 

' This Misfortune, Sir, can be bro^ught Bpon us^by do-" 
thing but by Bribery and Corruption : and therefore there 
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^nothing we ought to guard more watchfully againft. Anna ^ Ceo. rr; 
And an honoiirable Gcntkraan, who fpoke fome time ago, i7j3'4- 
upon the fame fide with me, has fo ckarl/ demonll rated, 
that the Elections for a Septennial Padtament are more lia- 
ble to he influenced by Corriiption, than ihofe for a Tri- 
ennial, that I am ftirprifed his ArgumEtit fhould be mif' 
caken, or not comprenended ; but it feenis the moli cer- 
tain Miixims, the plalnelt Truths, are iicw to be contro- 
verted or denied. It has been laid down as a Maxim, and 
I think it \i a mofl infallible Maxini, that a Man vvHl con- 
tend with iTiQre Heat and Vigour for a. Poft, either of Ho- 
nour or Profit, which he is to hold for a long Term, than 
he will do for ,bnp he is to hold for a Hiort Term : this 
has been controverted', It has been laid down as a Maxim, 
and r think equally infallifilei, that ^a hundred Guineas is 
a more powerful Bribe than fifty ; this has lieen denied : 
Vet reverthelefs, I muft beg Leave to pulh this Argument 
a Hctle further. 

' Let us f^jppofe. Sir, a Gentleman at the Head of tlie 
Adminillration, whofe only Safety depends upon corrupt- 
ing the Members of this Honfe. This may now be only a 
Suppofition, but k is certainly fach a one as may happcn.i 
amd if ever it (hould, let i^ fee whether fuch a Miniflcr 
might nbt prortiife himfdf more Suc.ccfs in a SeptenuiaJ, 
than lie could in a Triennial Parliament. It h an old 
Msxini, that cver^ Man has his Price, if you can but 
come up to it. This, I hope, does not hold true of every 
Man ; bat I am afraid it too generally holds true ; and 
that of a great many it may hold true, is what, I believe, 
was never doubted of j tho' I don't know but it may now 
likewife be denied : However* let us fuppofe this didrcifed 
Minifter applying to one of thofe Men who has a Price, 
and IS a Member of this Honfe ; in order to engage this 
Member to vote as he (hall dlre^l him, he offers him a 
Pcnfion of looo/. a Year : if it be but a Triennial Parlia- 
menr, will not the Member immediately confider within 
bimtetf. If I accept of this Penfion, and vote according to 
Difedjon, I (hall lofe my Charader in the Country, I 
(hall lofe my Seat in Parliament the next Elettion, and my 
jpeniion will then of cottrfe be at an end ; fo that by turn' 
tng Rogue I Ihall get but 3000 /. this is not worth my 
■while ,' And fo the Miniiler mull either ofTcr him, perhaps, 
_^be double of that Sum, or otherwife he will pvobably de- 
againil being corrupted j but if the Pailiament 
jrc Septennial, the fame Man might perhaps f^y within 
ifdf, I am now in for feven Ycsusi by accepting of thii 
Enfion, 1 fliall have at Jeall 7000 /. this will fct me above 
PorttctDpi ; and if I aM turned otit at next Ele^on^ I do 
Vol. ill, Bb not 
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Anno 7 Gen. IL not value it, I'll take the Money in the meantime. Is it 
•733 -4- . not very natural tofuppofe all this, Sir ; andj does not thi* 
evidently fliew, that a wicked Minifter cannot corrupt a 
rTriennial Parliament with the fame Money with whicn lift 
lay corrupt a Septennia! ? 
* Agaio, Sappofe this Minifter applies to a Geatlemair 
[who has purchaicd, and thereby made himfelf Member for 
a Borough, at the Rate of, perhaps, 1500 A beftdes tra- 
' veiling Charges, and other little Expences : Suppofe tha 
[Minifter offers him a Penfion of jod/. a Year to engage hi* 
f^'ote, will not he naturally conCder, if it be a Triennial 
1 Parliament, that if he cannot get a higher Penfion he wilt 
riofe Money by being a Member ; and furely, if he be » 
right Burgefs, he will refolve not to fell at all*, rather than; 
fell his Commodity for lefs than it coft him ; and if he 
•£nds he cannot fell at all, he will probably give over 
"landing a Candidate again upon fuch a footing ; by whtck 
not only he, but many others, will be induced to give over 
dealing in corrupting the Eleftors at the next Elcflion. 
^But in cafe it be a Septennial Parliament, will he not then 
I probably accept of the 500/. Penfionj if he be one of thofe 
i Wen that has a Price ? becaufe he concludes, that for 
] 500 1, he may always fecure his Eleflion j. and every Pa*- 
•liament will put near tooo i. in his Pockety befides reim- 
[burfing him all his Charges. After viewing the prcfent 
Queilion in this light, k it pofliblef Sir, noL to conclude, 
(that Septennial Parliaments, as well as the Eleftions for 
['fuch, muft always be much more liable to be influeoced by 
] Corruption, than Triennial, or the Ele^ons for Triennial ? 
For my own part, Sir, I have been often, chofen i I 
'liavc fat in Parliament above thefe twenty Years ; and I 
'can (^Y with Truth, that neither at my Eleftion, nor after 
[niy Return, no Man ever dared to attempt to let me hnovt 
what is meant by Bribery and Corruption i but I am forry 
to hear the ImpolTibility of preventing it mentioned, and 
mentioned too. Sir, within t£efe Walls. The honourable' 
Gentleman who fpoke lall, told u5 the Evil of Corruptioit J 
nvas inevitable, IF t were fo unhappy as to think fo, I fhoul4 V 



[look upon my Country to be in the moft melancholy Situa- 
Ition, Perhaps it may he the way of thinking among thofe 
f Je keeps company with i but 1 thank God I have 3 better 
^Opinion of my Countrymen ;. and fince it appears to be a 
way of thinking among fome Gentlemen, it is high Ti: 
[for us to contrive fome Method of putting it out of ihcirj 
_)ower to corrupt the Virtue of the People : for we ma 
depend upon this as a certain Mnxim, that thofe who thin 
they cannot gain the Affeftions of the People, will endea- 
vour CO pui chafe their ProAituticQ ; and tht; bdl way to- 
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:>f their Endeavours, is to raife the 

it out of ihe Power of any Man, or 
of any Set of Men to come up to it. If a. Parliament is to 
be purchafed, if Eleftions are Eo be purchafcd, k k mani- 
feft the corrupting of Triennial mull:, upon the v/hole. coll 
a great d^l more than the corrupting of Septennial Elcfli- 
ms or I'arliameMs ; Therefore, in order to put it out of the 
""owcr of any Man, or of any Adminifiration, to purchafe 
the ProlUtution of a Parliament, or of the People, kt 143 
return to Triennial Parliaments; and if that will not do, 
Jet us return to Annual Eledions', which, I am very ccrtaia, 
would render the Pratllice of Carruption impanible. This, 
Sir, is now die more neceffary, becaufc of the many new 
Polb and Places of Profit which the Ciown has at it^Dif- 
pofal, and the great Civil Lill fettled upon his prefent Ma- 
"efty, and which wilt probably be continued to his Succef- 
rs. This, I fay, urges the Neceffity for frequent new 
Parliaments i becaufe the Crown has it now more in their 
Power than formerly, to feduce the People, or the Repre- 
fen t wives of the People, in cafe any future Adrainiliratiofl, 
Ihould find it neccfiary for their own Safety to do fo. 

i'hat the Incri^jfe or Dccreafe of Corruption at Elec- 
05, or in Parliament, mult alwaj^s depend ujon the lo- 
crcafe or Decreafc of Virtue among the People, I (h^U 
readily grant j but it is as certain, that the Virtue ofalmoit 
every particular Man depends upon the Temptatioitt that 
arc thrown in his Way ; and according to the Quantify of 
Virtue he ha^-, the Quantity of the Temptation mull be 
raifed, fo as at h& to make it an Over-ballauQc far hh 
Virtue. Suppofe then, Sir, that the Generality ot the Ele- 
ctors in England have Virtue enough to withftand aTeniu- 
taUon of five Guineas each, but not Virtue enough towitli- 
iland a Temptation of ten Guineas, one with another : Is 
it not then much more probable, that the Gentlemen who 
dKil in Corruption, may be able to raife as much Mont-y* 
once every feven Years, as will be fufficieiic to give ten 
Guineas each, one with another, to the Ganerality of the 
EJcflors, than that they will be abJe to laife fuch a Bum. 
ce in every three Years ? And is u not from thence cer- 
in* that ihe Virtue of the People in general is in greater 
igcr of being deftroyed by SeptennLsl than by Triennial 
rliaments I To fuppofe. Sir, that every IMan's Vote at 
Elcflion is like a Commodity which mull be fold at the 
iafket Price, is really to fuppofe that no Man has any 
trtue at all : for I will aver, cJiat when once a Man ro- 
foIve$ to fell his Vote at any rate, he has then no \'irtuc 
kft, which, r hope, is not the Cafe of m^ny of our Eleft- 
<oci i and therefore, the on I v Thing we arc to apprehend 
B b 2 i^. 
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Ansfl? Geo.ll. Is, left fo hJgt a Price fhould be offered as may tempt thoo- 
' """" ' fatids to fell J v/hd had never before any Thoughts of catrf* 
ing fuch a Commodity to Market. This, Sir, is the fatal 
Event we Mt to dreadj and it is tniich more to be dreaded 
from Septennial than From Triennial Parliaments, If wfe 
h.ive therefore any Defire to preferve the Virtae of our 
People J if we hs.ve any, Defire to preferve oor Conftitti- 
rion ; ifwe have any Defire to preferve our Liber tieSj our 
Properties, and every thing th^t can be dear to a free People, 
we ou^ht TO reftore the Triennial Law; and if that be found 
to be infignlficant, we ought to abolifti Prorogations, and] 
return to Annual Elections, 

' The learned Gentleman fpoke of the Prerogative 
tJ]e Crown, and aflted us, Jflt had lately been extended be- 
yond thofe Bounds prefer] bed toitbyL^vv. Sir, I will 
not fay that there has been lately any Attempts to extend 
it beyond the Bounds prefcribed by Law; but I wilt fay, 
that thofe Bounds have Dcen of late fo va^llly enLtrged, that 
there feems to be no great Occafion for any fuch Attempt.^^ 
What are the^nany Penal Laws made within -thefe forty^B 
Years, but fo many Extenfiona of the Prerogative of the^ 
Oown, and as many Diminutions of the Liberty of the Sub- 
jcft ? And whatever the Ntceflity was that brought us into 
the enabling of fuch laws, it was a fatal Neccflity; It hifs 
greatly added to the Power of the Crown, and fariiciibr 
Care ought to be taken not to throw aoy more Weiglit 
into that Scale. Perhaps the cnat^rng of fevxral of thofe 
penal Laws niight have been avoided; 1 am perfiiaded the 
enadting of the Law relating to Trials for Treafon, not onl jf J 
might, but ought to have been avoided; for tho' it wa»| 
but a temporary Law, it was a dangerous Precedent ; andj 
the RebeHion was far from being fo general in aJty Count 
as not to leave a fufScient Number of faithful Subjefb fopj 
trying thofe who had committed A3.3 of Treafon within ih« 
County. 

' In former Times the Crown had a large Eibte of it 
cwn ; an Efc^ fuffident for fupporting the Dignity of th 
Crown ; and as we had no Standing Armies^ nor any grea 
Fleets to provide for, the Crown did not want freqoent Sup 
plies; fo that they were not under any Neceffity of calling 
frequent Parliaments ; and as Parliaments were always trou" 
bleiomej often dangerous to Minirters, therefore they avoided 
the calling of any fuch as much as poiTible : But tho' the 
Crown did not then want frequent Sup pi ies, the People fre-, 
qucntly wanted a Rcdrefs of Grievances, which cntild nql 
be obtained but by Parliament ; therefore the only Complain^ 
then was that the Crown either did not call any Par1ia4 
ment at all, or did not allow them to fit long enough : ThJsl 
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*Wis tke only Complaint, and to remedy this, it 

fcfficient to provide for having fretjuent Parliaments, every ^ '75a '» 
opc of which, 'twas prefumed, was always to be a^ oew Par- V^ 

IkmenCj for "tis well UnoVvn, that the Method of Proroga- 
fion was of old very rarely made ufeof, and was firll intro- 
duced by thofewhowere attempting to make IncroachmeJits 
Dpon the Rights of the People, 

'-But now. Sir, the Cafe is altered; t^e Crown, either 
by ill Management, or by Prodigality and FiofiifeBefs to 
its Favourites, hai J'pent or granted away all that Eftate; 
and, the publick Expence is fo omch enlarged, tliat the 
Cfown mull have annual Supplies, and^ therefore under a 
Nccefllty of having the Parliament meet every Year; but 
as new Eletlions are always dangerous as well as trouble- 
fomc to Minill«?rs of State, they lire for having them as fel- 
dom as poflibSej fo that the Complaint h not now for want 
of frequent Meetings or SelTions of Parliament, but againU 
having the fame Pjirliament continued too long," This is 
the Grievance now complained of ; ihl* is what the People 
defire; this is what they have a Right to have redrelKid. 
The Members of Parliament may for one Year be laak'd on 
as the real and true Reprelentatives of the People j but when 
a Miniller has feven Years to praftlfe upon them, amj to 
fee! their Pulfes, they may be induced to forget whofe Re- 
prefentatives they are; they may throw off all Dependance 
upon their Elcftors, and may become dependants upon ti;c 
Crown, or 'rather upon the Mi/iilter for tbe Time bein& 
which the learned Cjentleman has moft ingenuoufly confef- 
fed to u$, he chinks lefs dingerous than a Dependance upon 
Jus EleAor^. 

* We have been told, Sir, in this Houfc, that no Faith 
is to be given to Prophecies, therefore I ftiall not pretend 
loprophefy j but I may fuppofe a Cafe, which, tho' it has 
not yet happened, may polfibly happen. Let us then fup- 
pofe. Sir, a j\lan abandoned to all Notions of Virtue or 
Honour, qf no great Family, and of but a mean Fortmie, 
raifcd to be chief Miniftcr of state, by the Concurrence of 
many whim fica I Events; afraid or unwilling to truftany but 
Creatures of his own making, and moil of them equally a* 
bandoncd to all Notions of Virtue or Honour j ignorant of 
the true Intereit of his Country, and confuking nothing but 
}at of enriching and aggrandisUng himfelf and his Favoa- 
itcs; iri foreign A f&irs "trailing none but fuch whofe Edu- 
Uion makes it impoffibte for them to h^ve fuch Knowledge / 
or fach Qualifications as can either be of Service to their 
Country, or give any Weight or Credit to their Negoci- 
ation!> : Let us fuppofe the true Intereft of th(? Nation by

Credit loft, her Trade infuJted, her Mercliants plund«r«4j 
and her Sailors murdereii; and all thefe Things overlookeJ 
only for fear his Adminiftration ftiould be endangered f' 
Suppofe him next poffeffed of great Wealthy the pTondcf 
of the NatioRf with a Parliament of his own chufing, moj^ 
of their Seats purchafed, and theit Votes bought at the Ejc- 
pence of the publick Treafjire; In fucha Parliament, letui 
liippofe Attempts made to enquire into his Condufl, or t9 
relieve the Nation from the Diftrefs he has brought upon it{ 
Slid when Lights proper for attaining thofe Ends are called for, 
not perhaps for the InfQrma.tioii of the particular Gentle* 
];nen who call for them, but becaufi^ nothing can be dov 
in a Parliamentary Way, till thefe Things be in a prop«x 
Way laid before Parliament; fuppofe thele Lights refuted, 
thefe reafoji able Requefla rejedlcd by a corrupt Majority of 
his Creatures, whom he retains in daily Pay, or engages in 
his particular Intereil, by granting them, thofe Polls and 
Plates which oucht never to be given to any but for tiie 
Good of the Puolick: Upon this Scandalous Viftory, \tt 
us fuppofe this chief Minider pluming bimfelf in DeEance», 
bccaule he finds he has got a ["arliament, like a. packed 
Jury, ready to aci^uit him at all adventures : Let us fai*- 
ther fuppofe him m rived to that Degree of Infolence and 
Arrogance, as to domineer over all the Men of ancient Fa- 
milies^ all the Men of Spure, Figure or Fortune in the 
Nation; and as he has no Virtue of his odvn, ridiculing it 
jn others, and endeavouring to deftroy or corrupiit in all. 
• I am llill not prophefyjr^g. Sir, I am onty fuppofiog i 
and the Cafe I am going to fuppofe I hojie never vvdl hap- 
pen : but with fuch a Miniftcr aind fuch a Parliament* let 
05 fuppofe a Prince upon the Throne, cithtr for want of 
true Information, or for fome other Reafon, ignorant and 
unacquainted with the Inclinations and the Intereil of his 
People, weak, and hurried away by uitbomidid Ambition 
and infatiable Avarice; This Cafe, Sir, has never yet hap* 
pened in this Nation; I hope, I fay, 'twill never exill ; but 
as it is poiEble it may, could there any greater Curfe hap- 
pen to a Nation, than fuch a Prince on tlie Throne, advifcd 
and folely advifed by fuch a Mini iter, and that Minillerfup- 
ported by fuch a Parliament. The Nature of Mj-nkind can- 
not be altered by human Laws, the Exiftence of fuch » 
Prince, or fuch a Minifter we cannot prevent by Aft of 
Parliament, but the Exiflence of fuch a Parliaoieut I tliink 
we may; and as fuch a Parliament h much more likely to 
ixlSa, and may do more Mifchief while the Sertentiial Law 
'cmains in Force, than if it were repealed, therefore 1 ant

The Honourable Gentleman who fpoke laA, as,heal- 
jrayi guards wbtit he fays, and fpeaks with fo much De- 
icy, that no Notice can be taken of it in a Parli^mea- 
Way, fo in the laft Suppofitions he waspleafcd to make, 
obfcrved fo much Caation, that no Observations can ht 
idc on any I'hing he faids as being contrary to the Or- 
of this Houfej yet whatever Suppofitions he may 
ife to make with rcfpe^ to MiniAers, I think he ougnt 
to proceed any higher, and therefore I wifti he had 
ired the laA : However, Sir^ ts thcfc Suppofitions, and 
leed every other Suppofition I have heard, are all ima- 
lary, I fhall take no farther Notice of them : They were 
rtainly foreign to the Qncition in Debate^ and had, I 
IliDk, been better let alone. 
* As to the Contentions about Ele&ions, I /hall g,at pre* 
lend. Sir, to determine by whom they were begun, but I 
think I can eafily account for their having been begun at 
the Time they were, and that in a Method very difterent 
from that Jaid down by the Honourable Gentleman who 
feoke laft: It is well-known what a Spirit, if not of Difaf- 
leflion, I am fure I may fay of Dillfaftion, was artfully 
raifed during Jail Seflion of Parliament, in mo ft Parts of

* I intended from the Beginning, to have fpoke In thlu 
I>ebatc ; but as I now fpeak Jb Jate in it^ I can have but] 
little hew to offer, the Gentlrtnen who hive fjpoken beforeJ 
me, have almoft eniirely ej:liaun;ed the Argument ; and Tl 
flpi fufe. If thofe who have heard the Debate are to be de* 
tcrmihed, a^ I hope thcjr will, by what has been dlFered foi 
and againll the Qijeftioh, il v^ill hardly beai- a DivifjonJ 
However, as 1 voted for this Bill on a former Occafion»| 
and as the principaJ, and indeed the only Motive, whicl 
made mc do fo, now no longer fubfiJls, I think inyfelj 
obliged thosptiblickly to declare, that lam now as zealoiil] 
to have it repealed, as I then was to have it cnatlled.

^Beiv Ele^ion had come on, when that Spirit was in its. 
^greateft Vigour j and I hope it will not altogether fabfide, 
rill the People have full}' fecured their Liberties againji: all 
■^bch Attempts for the future. 

^H ' To imagine. Sir, th^c frequent Ele£ltons fhoatd ever 
^H^ome the Qtufeof Fa^ion and Sedition, is, in my Opinion, 
^Hbmething very extraordinary ; for it is certain^ that Scdici- 
^ons have always proceeded from a general Difcontent a- 
mong the People, and a long Dirappointment of meeting 
in a legal Way, with that Redrefa which they had rcafon 
I to expeft ; and till this Difcontent becomes violent as well 
i as general, no Faftion will ever break out into Sedition : 
I Then indeed Faftion begins to change its Name, and thofa 
Men, who at firft perhaps with Juftice were charged with 
being fa6tioua, become then the Patrons and theProteftors 
of the Rights of the People, and of the liberties of theie 
Country ; for nothing can be called Fa ft ion, but when a 
Set of Men combine and unite together againll a wife and 
ft jalt Government, which no Government can be, that dif- 
obltges and irritates the generality of the People. The 
certain and the only Way therefore of preventing Sedition,, 
and difappointing Faftjon, is to give the People frequent 
Opportunities of reprefcnung their Grievances, and obtain- 
ing Redrefs in that legal Way which is prefaribed by the 
Cdnilitution of their Country, Such a Way ought certain- 
ly to be etlablifhed, and is eftablifihed in every wife Qm- 
Itjtution i otherwife the People will fcek that by Sedition^ 
which they find they cannot obtain by Law ; and the Me- 
thod which is ellablilhed by our Conftitution, is by a Parfia- 
ment chofen by the free and un corrupted Voice of the Peo- 
ple; therefore in order to avoid Sedition, every Thing 
ought to be caretiiily avoided, which may tend to the in* 
Icrruptjng the free L'hoicc of the People ; and the oftcncr 
tbi» Choice is made, the better our Country is guarded 
againll Sedition ; beraufe in 3 long Farliament the People 
may in the Ik;;inning of if be difobUged ; they may defpftir 
of obtainbig Redrefs from that Parliament, and before the 
Bxid their Oifcon tents m^y become fo violent, 4s to break 
out to Seditions and Jnfurredlions, 

* Fafiinn and Sedition, Sir, are two Words that have 

altvay» '^ - jaade utti of by the Advocates for Afbirtary 
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Aopey c^,I^ Power* in, order to induce the People to give up thofe Pri- 
'73|')^ , vi]cges upon which their Liberties depended, or to divert 
them frora reafTuining, or vindicating thofewhicli had been 
before fooliftily given up, or unjaftly ufurptd and taken 
from ttiem i but it is to be hoped, th{)fe two hideous Words 
wifl never in this Country haye the dcfired Effeft. It has 
been already fully fhewn, that the Ele&ions for a long Par- 
liiunent muft always beattended with more violent Heats and 
Ahimortties than the Eleftion for a fhortr confequently the 
Oiuntty muft always be more expofed to Factions and Sedi- 
tions by the former, than by the latter : I do not know, 
but the £]e£Uon for a Parliatnent rnay coma at laft to be 
like the EltAjon of a I^ing of Poland ; it may be always 
Wtfcnded with a civil War, perhaps with an unvvekome Vi- 
Bt.from {ome of our Neighbours, Therefore jf th^ Fears of, 
Failion and Sedition be any Argument againft frequent E 
leftion^j as good an Argutnetit may from thence be drawRi, 
a^nA elefting any ii«w PaLtliament at all ; fo that I do not^ 
know but I may fee a Propofitton made for contiauiug our 
Sots in this Houfc for Lifcj and after that, it may be 
thpught proper to make a Law for. tranfmittlng them t^, 
6ur Heirs, nay even to our Executors or Adminitlrators. 

' An Hooourable Gentleman feemed much forprifed thit . 
th^ Riot-Atft Utould have been mentioned upon this Occa- 
iion, or titat any Gentlrmaa fhould have the leaft Thougdl^ 
of^ having it repeated.

and fo clearly demonftratcd chat Septennial Pari laments are 
more liable than Triennial to be influenced by fuch bafe 
Metho<U, that I ihall conclude witb obfcrving what every 
Gentleman I beliei'e is fenfible of: It is come to a moil in- 
tolerable Height i in many, nay in moll Parts of ourCon- 
fiitution, v,c are funk to the lovveft and vilcll Dregs of Cbr^ 
niptioa ; and if fome extraordinary Event do not preventit^ 
our Conftimtion will foon be irrecoverably lojTl.' 

To this Sir Robert Walpole replied :

BufineTs : fo that we may conclude, a Gentleman in Office 
cannot, even in fevcn Years, fave much for diftributing

&ir of the greateft Cqnfcquenoe to the whole Nation, as tvdlas 
(0 the Gentlemen now in this Houfe, I hope fome longef 
Timewiil be given to Gendemen ta coniider of fuch an ex- 
traordinary Demand, before chey be obliged to determine 
what they are to do j tor if they once agree to fuch a Grant* 
it may be generouHy ;md volujatarily reitored^ but it will 
never be in their Power to rtifumc it, 

* When we come to take the Meilage into otir Confide ra- 
tion, I don't doubt. Sir, bat the Honourable Gentleman 
who brought it will not only give usihe Reafons, why it 
became neceflary for hisMajelly to fend us fuch a Meilage, 
but why it was fo long in being fent i therefore I ihall not 
till then fo much fufpc^ hii Cutdnur, as to think there was 
any unfair Defign in delaying it till fo many Gentlemen are 
gone into the Country : bat as it hzs been fo long dclay\t, X 
hope fome fi:w Days will be granted before wc take it into 
Confidcration, that fome of thofe Gentlemen may have

Ihis is a Ra^peft which has been always paiif 
to the Crown } and 1 ^m fure his prefent Majefty ba? m 
Ter done any thing to merit lefa Refpeft being paid by '■

deceffori, 1 am perfuadetJ, when we come to enteF into

yet had the dcfired Efied, yet his Majclly's Propofals nr^ 
tuM altogether rejected, which makes it ftill unneteffary ti 
put the Nation to any immediflte Ej£|*enoe; This ihew 
hi» Majefty's tender Care for hia People, as well as the; 
Wifdomi and Integrity of thofe he is pleafed to Vkdvift 
with upon fuch Occafions : It IheWB bow unwilling he bj 
to put the Nafion to any extraordinary Ejcpenee, as long 
aa> It cap poiTibly be avoided ; but the great Concern hi» 
Majefty has for the Peace and Quiet of his People, ud

If Genclemen will but oon^der tibeprcfent Circutitftahcil 
Europe in general, and of that Marion in parcictilur, 
)m cfce Situation of whole Country we muft ailways 
ve iooft to fear, I believe the Neceffity of the Motioa 
im to make will pretty evidently appear. France ha& 
a large Fket aficmbled in one of thoie Ports which 
n«areft to this Ifl^ind : The Ships are all fitted out, and 
ready to put t© Seaj and there are, as we are 
toldj fevcral thoulartd Men ready to be fti^t on board 
thnt fleet.

• I repeat it again, Sir, I do fincerely believe that the 
Nution h in Safety, but I do not defire that the Safety 
of the Nation fhould entirely depend on my Belief; I 
bave» I think, good Reafonto believe, that the French Squa* 
dron is defigneo elfewhere ; bntiffrom new Coimfels, froth 
any JcaJou^' groundlcfly conceived, or any fudden Change 
in their Mcalares, that Squadron ihould cotlte this W^y, 
1 tnuil fay, that in our prefent Situation I do not know 
whtt ihe Confequence might be : and therefore I muft 
think, that thofe who have the Honour to advife the 
King, have done their Duty in advifing him to make this 
Application to Parliament.

in the Crown. Wha.t Danger then can there be in gra^ic- 
ing the Power now asked for ? Can it be prcfumed, that 
any Minilter will dare to make, or adnfe his Majelty toi 
make & bad Ufeof it, when fo Hildt an Account mtiit 
rendered to next Parliament, of every Ufe that ftiall 
iqadfi of it ?

Sir, as I ai 
one of the Servants of the Crown, I can anfwer for mj 
fclf, that I defire no Power i I know the Danger coo we 
of making ufe of any Power, but that which has tit 
Sanflion of Parliament ; and whenever I am entrufted wic 
any fuch Power, i ftiall always be ready to accoiint to Pat 
lianient for the Ufe I make at it, 

• *Tis true, Sir, the Powers noW asked for may occalial 
a. further Expence to this Nation i but whatever Expenc 
may, in purfuance of fuch Powers, be incurred, docs nc 
his Majedy, in the Meflage now before us, promife chat 
ftiall be fully and particularly accounted for to next Pa 
iiaitientf And if any Part Oi that Expence {hall appear 
have been unneceflarily incurred, may we not expcft tli 
the next Parliament will feverely punifti thofe who hav 
b^n the Authors of fuch unnecedTary Expence ? There i^ 
nothing contained in the MeHage* which can m the 
t^i)d to cxcufe thofc who Hull dare to give fuch wicke 
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unfcl to his Majefly ; and in the Motion I am toiaake. Anna 70**. II. 
I fball eudeniroiir 10 exprefs myfelf in foch a Mafiner as *734* 
to ©bviatc any Objeftion. that can be made upon that A ccdunt. 
Hb MajefVy ddires only a Power to make fuch further 
Augmentation of his Forces, either by Stei or Land, in 
may be abfolutely neccfiary for the Honour and Defence 
of his Kingdoms, and to concert faclt Meajufes as the Exi- 
gency of Affairs may require ; and when wc fee his Ma,- 
jcfty cxpreffing^ himlelf fo cautiouny iti the MeiJkge he 
has bean pleafed to fend us, caii we filppofe tlial any Mi- 
niUer will be hardy enough to advife him, or that he 
wU\ allow himfelf to be advifed to put the Nation to any 
Expence that ftiall not plainly appear to be abfojutely 
neceflkry ? 

' Now, Sir, let us fee whether the Meffage now before us, 
or the Powers thst are thereby decnondcd, arc lo extraoi'di- 
nary or fo nnpreccdented as fome Gentlemen have bean 
pleafed to reprefent? Tho' I am no great Mafter of Prece- 
dents J tho' 1 never look into them but when I have imme- 
diate Occafion for them, yet I have got three or four in my 
Hand, which I take to be cxaftly parallel to rhe C^fe now 
before ui. In 1702, her late Majcfty Queen Anne fent a 
MeCage to this Honfe, acquainting them with the theil Si- 
tuation of Afiairs abroad ; and upon that MelTage this Houfe, 
by an Addrefs, gave her Majdty the fame fort of Powers as 
are now alked fdr. In 1 71 f , his late Majefty Tent a MeiTage 
to this Houfe, acquainting them of the Danger the Nation 
w{l& in from Infurre^ions at home, and likewife from in- 
tended Invaficms from abroad, in favour of the Pr<itcnder; 
and the very fame Powers now afltcd for were granted by 
an Addrefs of this Honfe to his late Majeily. In 1718, 
during the Spanifti War, that Power was again renewed to 
bis late Majelty j and in 1715. the fame Powers were again 
■yen to the Crown, both in the fame Method: therefore it 
'e be faid, that what is now propob'd is either new or un- 
yrecedected. It is what has often been pra^ifed, and wb&C 
mull always be praflifcd, when the Nation happens to be 
. threatened with any EJanger. 

• J am^ afraid. Sir, I have already taken up too much 
' of your Time, and therefore I fhall now add no more j, but 
* if any material Obje^ions be made to what lam to pro- 
L^Aofe, { hope that the Houfewill agam indulge me to mtike 
jHlbch Anfwers to them as I m^y then think of. or that fonie 
^^bther Gentleman, *who may perhaps be of the fame Opi* 
^^kion with me, and better able to anfwer fuch Objeftion* 
^Hfctn I am, will rife up and do tt: Therefore I thall only 
^Hbeg Leave to make you the fol Sowing Morion ; That an 
^^umble AUdrefs be ptefented to his Majelly, To declare the 
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► 7<5«o. It Duty and: Fidetity of this HouTe to hJa Majelly, and tkt 

^i^ etitife Confidence which they repofe in his Royal Care aad 

Endeavoursj for the Security of his Kingdoms, and for rc- 
ftoring the Peace of Europe ; to exprefs the juU Seofe they 
lijivcof hi* Majeily's Atfention to the true Jnterek of his 
Feopk, in previoijily takiog the Advice and Concurrence 
of this Hode at thb criticaFConjunfture, in order to tanim 
the n&ceflary Provifions againil any Em«"gencies arifiog 
bom the prcfent Pofture of Afeifs in Europe, efpccially 
duxi/ig the Interval of Parli^metBti to defue his Majeiiy, to 
make ftich Augmentation, cf hi^ Poices by Sea^and Land, as 
his Majelly in his great Wildom (ball judge necdTary j and 
to coQco-t fuch Mi^ures, a*, the Exigency of Aftliirs {hill 
require ; this Houfe not doubting, bat that his M^jdly will 
find, that his £iithful Conmionii will at all TixpO't, when 
the Accounts fhali be Ittid before them of the ^xtra'>rdinai7 
Expencea incurred by his Majeity for the Hoe our, tntei«ft| 
and Defence of hk Kingdoms, efiet^ually enaj:)le bis Mit* 
jdly to anfwer aod mak« good the fam^.'

Majefty faidi expeil a Demand for a Vote of Credit; 
I little expelled that that Demand would have been attended] 
with fuch other extraordinary Demands a& arc contained in] 
ihe Meffagenow uiider con fide ration. 

' As no fufHcient Time has been given, Sir, forGentleniBiij 
to confidcrof this extraordinary Demand from the Cr^we, as] 
CQ Information has been given u& by ths Honourable Geatle' 
manwhofpokelaJt, from whom. I believe every Geotlemuin ' 
tliiaHQii&e:^ed\«dafuJl Informi^ioti^ with refp64\tothe£ea- 
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iOs (he Crown may have for raaUIng fuch a IJlsrhafl j ; GenitS- 
rn* like me, who are kept at tt, DJ/lance fro^n the Seireta 
^f ih^ Adniinillralion^ have no way hh to jtidjg<e ba£ n6- 
jrding to what appears upon the Face of the iVlefiage; 
id froifi thence I muA judge, that the Demand now mai'e 
jipon us is entirely new, and very exnaordlinary. As J hid 
•fort, it is a JJe maud for a total Surrender if all the 
Lights of Parliament i for we are now, it feenis. to give the 
tJBg a Power of raiiing what Money he pleafes ; we are to 
hve him a Power of raifing what Military Force he ple^fes 
'■Jlhout Con fen c of Parliament ; Are not thefe the two Rights, 
joii which all the other Rights of Parliament depend? fs 
it the Controul we have over thefe two the only Handle: 
y which we can, or dare vindicate any other Right that 
^longs to Uif And after the Surrender of thefe two, cat; 
be faid that we have any Right, or at IcaJl, that we dare

>m Time to Time to allow us ? 
The Honourable Gentleman, Sir, hy Way of Jairtii- 
duition to his Motion, was pleafed to fay a great d^al ia 
Jullification of the MeiTagc, and of the Powerii thereby de- 
manded ; but I think the SabtTance of what he faid may be 
reduced to thefe three Heads, That it is neoeflary for lis to 
grant thofe Powers, That the gratitltvg of fuch h neither 
new nor unprecedented, and That th"y may \\ith S:^fcty be 
granted to the Crown : Every one of which Propofitions I 
nuil deny, and I think I have good Reafoh for fo doing.

Whether the Powers notv aflted for be unprecedented 
not, it is certain, Sift, they are extraordinary, aitd there* 
re ought t^ever to be granted hot when the Nation is in 
itninent Danger, or in Cafes of the utitioil Extremity j and 
ilih Reaibn I did expeifl we were to have been told this 
iy, that the Nation was immediately to be invaded by 
*ome fareign Power, or thst fome dangeroiis Plot had bceii 
' "covered ; and I c;(pj(fl;cd this the more, becaufc tlic Ihort 
le that Wii afked for taking thi.i Affair into our Con- 
erfliion was refjfed, However, cow [ find it a quite 
lerwife, the Gentleman hin^fcIfJayt, he believes the N a - 
tq be in Safety, but does not defir* its Safety ftiould de- 
id on his Belief In this. Sir, I agree with him, 1 reilfy 
not dcfire, that the Safety of the Nation ihould depend 
m his Belief; and I believe it would be Lnppy for us if k 
npi depend upon his Admtniilration. Tho' at £rtl he 
willing ta terrify us with the French Squadron, .yet 
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at lail he told us lie bclicTed it w^s defigned elfewherei bat 
newCoOfifeb, groundlcfs jealoufiea, fuddea Changes might 
bring them this Way, For God's fake. Sir, are GentlenKa| 
feriotis when they talk at thU Rate? Arc vve to come iptu 
{iich extraordinary Meafares, are we to veil a.ti abfolute Powet:] 
in the Crown, betaufc from new Counfels, from fudde* 
Changes, the Nation may be in Danger I If this be a NfrJ 
ceffity for our agreeing to what is now propofcd, will bc 
the fame Neceffity always prevail ? Are we not in as: gre 
Danger from new Counfels and fudden Changes, when oii__ 
Neighbours arc all at Peace, aa when they are all en^gedll 
in a bloody War, and courting us cither for our Affiltance 
or for a Neutrality ? Nay, for this Rcafon, I think we arc. 
now in greater Security than \vc can ever propoft to be in ■ 
Time of the nioft profound Tranquilliiy 1 and therefore ifj 
we now agree to grant fuch PowcrSj and in fo extraordinary! 
a Method too, I thai 1 expeS to fee ihcm demanded from ak\ 
every Seffion of Parliament for the future ; I IhaJl never ex^ 
pea to fee them refufed. 

* I fay, Sir, in fuch an extraordinary Method too ; for 
fuppofc it could be allcdged we fhould probably be cxpofed 
to fome great Danger* in a Month, or fix Weeks hence, which 
Alight make it neccfliry to grant fuch Powers to the Crown i. 
yet that would be no Reafon for doing it in fuch an extraor- 
dinary Manner : We would, in fuch a Cafe, have Time to d<l] 
it in a regular Parliamentary Way, and wherever that can be] 
done, it ought, without Doubt, to be done. There can be JiftJ 
Reafon, there can be no Excufe for thus leaping over all thtj 
Forms and Methods of Proceeding m Parliament, but when 
the Danger is fo near at Hand, that the providing againft it 
cannot admit of fuch Delays. The Honourable Gentleman 
fays, our CircumftanGcs are much the fame now they were at 
the Beginning of the Sefllon j therefore if we are now ift 
Danger, we were then in the fame Danger. Why then were 
we not made acquainted, with it at that Time ? If we had, 
wc could have provided againft it in a regular Manner, 
But fuppofe that we had then done it in this irregular Man- 
ner, does the Gentleman think, as he pretends, that thett- 
IS no greater Inconvenience in lodging an unlimited Powc^ 
in the Hands of the Crown at the Beginning of a Seffion 
than at the End of it, or perhaps at the End of a Parlia- 
ment ? The contrary is evident j while the Parliament con- 
tinues fitting after fuch a Power granted, they will never^ 
thclefs, be a Check upon the Ofe of that Power 1 thev maf 
recall it before it be too late i but when an expiring Seffion^ 
much more an expiring Parliatnent, grants fuch a Power, itj 
may, before the next ScHion, or the next Parliament is ifcj 
lowed to meet, be extended beyond Controul. 
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Honourable Gentleman tdd tu. Sir, that there AimoxGfa^, 

; Negomtions on fact, that there arc Negotiati 
ens on foot i 'tis true,, they have not^ he fays, yet liad chi 
deJircd Succefs, but neither have they b<en rejeilcd ; That 
his Majefty is willing to wait the Rcfult of ihefc N^oiiati- 
ons, being rcfolved to detay putting his People to any Ex- 
pence, a,s long as it can be avoided. Upon this he ap- 
plauded his Majeily^s tender Care for hisSuhjefis, and took 
care to alTuiiie great Merit to himfdf in advifing this De- 
lay. Let us fiippofc, Sir, this Parliament diffolved ; fup- 
pofe there Negotiations adtually r ejcfled ; Airely isre cannot 
luppofc any Power in Europe fa mad, or fo unjull as toat- 
k his Majefly for endeavouring to reconcile the Differen* 

between them and their Eneniie^ ; and it in ioipoflible 
to fuppofe that the Affiiirs of Europe can upon the rejefting 
of fuch Negotiations take fuch a fudden Tarn, ai may in- 
evitably oblige his Uajelly to declare of One Side or the 
other, before it be pofiibJe for [he new Parliament to meet : 
This, I fay, is impof^ible to fuppofe; and It is as impo^ibte 
txj fuppofe that any of the Powers now engaged in War 
will attempt to invade or infult this Nation, till his Majelty 
has openly declared againft them. The Gentleman fays, 
that hjs Majefty has all along endeavoured not to give any 
juft Caufe of Alarm to any foreign Power, norto aifobUgc 
any Al!y : 1 am afraid if we difoblige any Power in Europe, 
we muit difobllge an Allv. However, as his Majefly has, 
during, the Seflion of Parliament » been fo cautious. It is not 
to be doubted but that he will continue to be as cautious » 
during the Interval of Parliament ; So that upon the Whole, 
1 muft think, that every Thing the honourable Gentleman 
fa id tended to prove, that we aic not at prefent under the 
leaft Neceffity of granting the Powers demanded, 

* Now, Sir, give me I.cave to examine the Precedetits 
the honourable Gentleman was pleafed to mention, and 
which he faid were exactly parallel to the Cafe in hand.

then in imminent Panger. And further, Sir, that Meflkge^J 
\^ ngt fcnt to tbe Houf? kx the End of a Seflion, and aiteff j 
moft of the Members were gone to the Country ; it wa| ' 
lent in the yery MiJdle of the SeiBon, and at a Timewlw*] 
it muft be fuppoJed tjiat the Houfe was full. 

• EiJt as to the Powers then demanded or granted, I am, 
fuiprired to bear it (aid, that that Cafe is parallel t& th*' 
prefent. ^ir, her Majelly aflted no Powers; iheonly told* 
and fhewed the Hoofc, what her Allies defirKJ and prayed tj 
biit ihedid not pretend by her MeiTage to direft the HouJi 
what they were to do j. fhe djd not deHre them to do^) 
Tbinz, but only faid, (be doubted not but they would takfl 
fuchMeafures upon that Occafmn, as might be naoA fo 
the Honour and Advantage of her Majcfty, the Safety d 
ber Ringdoms, and the neceffary Support of her Alliei^ 
And in confcquence of this what was done ? Thb Houfe'1 
Wn^ very f^r from granting to her Majelty a Power of aug-", 
ffier.iing her Forces both oy Sea, and L^nd, as mach as Di« 
pleafed ; a Power of railing and keeping up in this NatioB,j 
ti numerous an Army as fhe pleafed ; a Fewer of ruanlnff/ 
ihu Nation in Debt a$ much as Jhe pleafed ; a Power of,;^ 
ontcring into, and concluding whatever Negotiations or 
Treacics flie fliould think proper. No, Sir, they only toW 
her, that, if her Majefty ihould think it ncceffary to ent 
into any further Negotiation* for encreafmg tb^ Fort 
wJiich were to ad in ConjunfLioii with the Forces of it 
State:- Gen era! J that Houfe would enable her Majcfty 
ftj^ke good the fame; And even to this fo particular, thi , 
fo Riuci lijpiipd <^;'ant, they ^dded this exprefs CofiditioB, 
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England {houM not he charged with the Pa^ of fuch Antw 7 Geo. H* 
ttional Troops, but from the Day when a Stop ftiouW . '734- 
made by the Suus- General to all CorTefpondence,^Trade, 
nnd Commerce with France and Spain. But this Condkioiij 
^tTi was Dcvet performed ; the additional Troops were taken 
into our Payt but no fuch Stop wag ever made by the 
t<:s-Generalr which Ihews how litdewe ought to depend 
CI the Conditions innexed to, or implied jn any Grant 
make, or in any Power we give. 
As. to theMcflage fent to this Houfe in the Years 171^ 
1 71 8, they are very far from being Precedents for the 
efeat. At the Time of the firll, there was an Infurrec- 
n in a manner adlually broke out, and an Invafion ex- 
fled ; the Nation was then in imminent iDanger, the 
oTernjneQt was expofed to the Daiiger of being imme^ 
tely overturned.

dom, was much more rtafonable, than the fame Power can 
10W appear to be, even fuppofe wa were threatened with 
like Danger i but 'twas not then fo much as defired, 
t the Houfe fhouid before* hand approve of all the Ne- 
ttations and Treaties, which his Majefty, or rather hit 
iniilers, ihould think proper to enter into, or to <:on- 
Ci and the Power (hen granted to his Majedy wa$ the 
i diangerous, becaufe neither the Parliament, nor the 
5e0ion of Parliament, was then drawing towards a Clo{e j 
r on the contrary, his late Majefty was fo good as to 
tinue the fame SeHion of Parliament, till the Danger 
Nation was threatened with was entirety over : fo that 
Parliament had at any Time an Opportunity, and cer- 
nty would have put a Check to the Minifters of State, 
they, or any of them, had attempted to have iqjide a 
ng Ufe of that Power which the Parliament had grant- 
to his Majeily. The Powers granted in tjiS, were 
_ ted for the fame C^ufe. His Msjefty^ in his Speech, 
acquainted his P^liament, that the Nation was in danger 
being invaded by a foreign Power 1 and it aftually would 
.re been invaded, if the Spanilh Fleet had not met with a 
fa0er at Sea ; fo chat neither of thefe Csfe* can be any 
ly conildered as pafallel to the prefent. 
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Aano 7 Cko.II. -* 'Tis tnie. Sir, the other Precedent, quoted by tht ho- 
'73+- , hourablc Oentlenian, may be looked on as lome way p- 
rallel to the prcfent : We were then in a fort of Hmt 
which 1 cannot give a Name to j it was neither a Time of j 
War, nor aTimebf Peace; but 1 do not remember it waj.,' 
fo much is pretended, that the Nation was threatened wiiJt 
imminent Danger i yet we then did fomewhat like what 
we are now defired to do i we granted aw^y Mtllioni, foi'j 
aught we knew, in the Dark, without any Ciufe or Rca*i 
foft afljgncd. But I muft obferve. Sir, that that MelTag^el 
happened fince the honourable Gentleman's Return tri 
Power, and therefore may be fgppofed to have been ad' 
vjfed by the fame Perfons, and to have proceeded from the-^ 
fame Councils with the prefent; yet they were a little more, j 
modcft at that Time, It could not be cheti properly faid,' 
that the Nation was in a Stare of abfolute Tranquillity p' 
yet neverthelefs the honourable Gentleman was fo modeiVj

Thtisi 
we fee the honourable Gentleman improves upon his hi 
Precedent i and it is natural to fuppofe he wUt likevviftj 
improve upon this : therefore, if all the Powers now askc 
for, be granted, as I do not know any other Power hrjj 
Majefty can want from his Parliament, but that of makinj 
Laws, I fhall expctt that, befides the Powers now askfio 
for, there will be, in the next Meifage from the Cfown> 
Demand for impowering bis Majelty to msikc or repeal 
tonfinae or fufpcnd, alter, explain, or amend fuch L^wSjJ 
and in fucb manner, as he Ihall think abfolately necefFary 
for the Safety of the Nation. This, I fay, is the only furJ 
ther Grant that h necsflary for U5 to make, in order t< 
ejlablilh, by a Reiblutioii of both Houfa, the abfolut^ 
Power of the Grown ; and with refpeft to the Liberties 
the Nation, T think it is much the fame, whether we grau^ 
this Power to the Crown, or put the Crown in a Capacitj' 
of fllTrujiing it whenever they have a mind, which wil 
certainly be the Confequence of the Refolutioa now 
pofed.

blifh } tJiat we may with Safety grant to the Crowffli tl 
Powers now asked for. As to bis ppcfent ^fejcfty. Sift 
h a Prince of fo much Goodnefs and Wifdom, and b en

.IS this would be a itigd dangerous Precedent, and might be 
made a moft wicked Ufe of in Times to come ; The fame 
WiTdom and Generofity, which makes it fafe for us to put 
lb jnvich Truft in his prefent Majelly, would render Perfons 
capable of {o rnuch mean and low Complaifance, moft de- 
fpicable in his Majefty's E)'es. He might juftly fay of us# 
what the Roman Emperor faid of that Senate, wliich was 
fo compbirant as to refufe nothing he alked; O Homi* 
ttcf fimiire par&loi} And his Majcfly would have as much 
Kea'^iiti to be quite tired with Cur fawniag Coinphifance^ 
as cha: Emperor is by the Hiflorian TeprcTented to have 
been with the fawning Complaifance of the Reman Se- 
nate. We all know. Sir, how diiHcutt it is to reftife to 
the King upon the Throne thofe Favours or Powers which 
have been granted to his Predeceflbr j and tlicrefore it 
has always been the eftabliJhed Maxim of every honeH 
M^n, who hadaSc.it in either Houfe of Parliament, not 
to grant to a good King thofe Powers, which a bad King 
might make an illUle of^ and furely, if a bad King were 
trufted with a Power of raifing Land- Forces at Difcrction, 
he might eafily turn It to the utter SubverGon of all the 
Liberties and Privileges of the People of this Kingdom. 

* But with refpcft to the Powers now aCced. our Saftty 
is, it fccms, to be fecured by this ; that a particular Ac- 
count is to be rendered to next Parliament of whatever 
may be done, and of all the additional Expence that may- 
be incurred, in purfuance of thefe Powers. Sir, I have 
been fo often deceived by Minifleral Promifes, and Ex- 
pereincc has fo fully convinced me, that we arc never to 
expe^ any fuch Account Jn a fair and regular Manner, 
that 1 have no Faith in, nor Depcndance upon fuch Pro- 
inif» : Both \ and other Gentlemen have often called for 
fuch Accounts, but we have always been told, that cither 
Matters were not ripe for laying fuch Accounts before 
Parliament, or that the Secrets of the Government were 
noi to be re^'calcd i and the highefl Sadsfeflion we could 
e%-er get upon fuch Occafions was to be told, that the Ex- 
pencei had been neceflarily incurred on account of fo- 
reign and fccret Services : It has always been pretended 
there was a Neccfllty for fuch Expence, but the Parlia- 
ment wzs never to be let into the Secret from whence 
that Neceflity arofei we are always, it fccms, to behevc 
fo, upon the bare Word of ourhoncll and wife Minifters j 
id 1 am very apt to believe that the fame Confidence and 
cfrgiiatioa will be required ffora the next Parliaoient.

Government 
than ever I expefted to have heard within thefe Walls. 
I will not eafil/ admit, Sir, that we are ever to trufl the 
Crown it^ich fuch excenJive Powers as are now demanded ;

N outward Appearance, they were all 
very civil ; fet me a Chair equal to the 
Table where they fat, and wtM to Se- 
cretary Siitfihojie, who had the Books and 
Papers of the Secretary's Office before 
him. Mr. H^alpole the Chairman faid 
little more than mere CompHment- Mr, Ltcbmere, with, 
great Induflry, hid from me, and often himfelf looked 
jnto Papers in Folio, uribound, and covered with a blue 
Sheet. I did not then know what they were, but during 
the Estamiiiation, I perceived it was the Report then 
printed, and in fome few Days after pufaJifiied .

1 came in, and aflared them again, That as well as 1 
coald remember a Trani^^)on> of which I took no Notes, 
and which was now above three Years pafti and of which 
I waB (o far from expefting to be called to any Account^ 
that I thought it was an Honour to me* I covid not deters 
mine which of the two were abfent, 1 fold again. That 
this wae Fa£it, that I do not remember it : 1 have only an 
Idea that one of them was abfent. The Aafwer indeed 
had this Effeft, that it waa the fame Thing as if they were 
both abfcot, iince they could not determine which of them 
was prefent. But upon this Meeting no lefs Accufatiofi 
than, ark Article of High Treafon was to be founded. Wai 
any thing more difHcult ever put upon a Man, than to endear 
voar to extort an Evidence from me, in order to bring thofo 
to the Scaffold who were Friends and Patrons, under whofe 
Orders formerly, and with whom jointly now, I had the 
Honour to afl, by the Queen^s Directions, and in a Mat- 
ter not only innocent, but laudable ! Or could any thing faa 
more abfurd, or more inhuman, than to propofe to me a 
Quellion, by the anfwering of which I might (according 
to them) prove my felf a Tray tor f Since, as I had heard, 
every Man who is a Partner, ifi a Principal in Treafon : 
And natwithlUndiog their folemn Fromife, that nothing 
which { could fay ihould hurt mylJelf, I had no Reaion to 
truft them i for they violated that Promife about fire 
Hours after (as I ihall fay anon,) However, I owned T 
wae there prelent. Whether this wa^ wifely doae or no, 
I leave to my Friends to determine. 

From, my being tal^en up by Order of the HonTe at 
Commons, this Examination was jull a Week. They 
now J. after I had been turned out, and returned again, i»* 
terrogated me ; If fince my being taken into Culiody, | 
had not fee n my Lord of Oxfwd^ or any of his Relations f 
J faid, [ had feen my Lord Oxjhrd the laft Sunday at Mr. 
'Thsmas H^risyi Houfe ; and was going on to explain that 
Mr. TA<amai Mar ley and I, who were taken up at the fame 
Time, {living within three Doors of each other) com- 
monly dined together at one or the other of our Houfea, 
our refpedlivc MciTengers guarding us. That on Sunday 
going to dine with Mr. Uarle^^ i faw my Lord Qjijerd 
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3t the Stairs iieadt going out ; that I zikcd him lY he 
dineii with u£ : He told me, he was to dine in beuer Com' 
pany : That this vvas ail tJiat.paiTed bctvvcen us; the 
Mefle^ger at the Bottom of the Stairs heard cvGjy Word 
I faid to him. As 1 was telling tliis, they anfwered h was 
^ificient. 1 had fcen tny Lord 0,rfard, aod his near Rela- 
tions ; which was the Qudtion afked. 

I here was ordered to retire, and when [ was *caTJed in 
sgatQ. the Chairman t from amongft many Books atid 
Papers which he had before him, (and the Secretary of 
State had on the other Side as many ; and I perceived many 
of jhem were my own) the Chairman, J lay, abruptly 
€nDcgh drew out one Half-Sheet of tha large Demy Paper, 
written very foal, and razed in federal Places, which, 
indeed j when he gave into my Hand, I hardly knew what 
it was, fo far as to give any rcafonable Account of it, it 
b^Dg without Date or Title, and, as 1 fay, very imperfeft 
as to the vfry Words and Stile. He aied me drily, and 
without any other previous Word, If 1 knew that Hand i 
Prifr, There are two Hands in it, one is very like the 
Haad I write when iirll T make any Brouillon, One ar 
two &f the Coi/tmtttte, Sir, What do you mean by a 
fir«uilIoa ? Prior, When I write any thing at firit only for 
my own Memory, as to what I would draw up after in a. 
more perfed Manner. I perufed this Piece of Paper, and 
upon a little ReEe£tion, di reding myfelf to Mr« Statiiofif, 
Ikjcl,, I believe [his Paper contained fome Note;; upon a 
letter I received from his Predeceftbr my Lord Bdingbroh, 
He was apprifed of this before ; for he readily turned to 
the Letter which was regitlred in the Otfice-Book, I 
added, that I thought there were fome Notea I had tnkea 
ill tht Fremh Languagej to enable me to fpeak moie par- 
ticularly to Monfieor de farcy of the Matters mention'd in 
the &td Secretary's Letter, As that Lettirr was written 
four Veara before, *nd I was not in PolieiDon of my own. 
Letters, the Secretary himfeU and the Committee could 
l>eA inform themfelves of the Subftance thereof There 
was written, My Ltrd, 5V. m dtute paint que ia Ceur de 
France tty ifewvt it rtmide. Now whatevtr Lord that 
might mean, they had already printed it my Lord Trea- 
furer*; and in fo doing had given that Sentence the 
roPgeft CoflftfuflioB imaginable, a^ proving that my 
>fd JVeafurer wouid give up Tournay to Ftame i whereas 
whole Hint was meartt to renew to the Minilters at 
Courts that 'Tajttsay was to ite given to the Allies ; and 
VfiL, liL b it 
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i( fras to keep the Court of Frmnts from endeavouring to 
hope the contrary. As what was in this BrouiJlon was 
Jbmetiines an Abridgment, and fomtimes a vert^l Tranfla- 
tbn of my Lord Solhghnki^ Letter, which Mr. Stmnhepi 
ilill he!d clofe^ and as J read th^ French \a]s3 Ettglip,V 
afited him if the fame Senfe was in the Letter. He did not 
deny it. Cminphy' grew extremely angry, and on a fadden 
broke out into fome Exprellions which neither he fhould 
Jiavc utterr'd^ nor will I repeat; and fo I was ordered to 
withdraw again s which was into the next Room, where 
not only a Meflcnger of the Houfe of Commons, but i 
Door Keeper of the Secretary's Office, waited all Day, 
and were itiH ready m receive me. 

Being called in again^ I was interrogated wkhaiit Me* 
thod or Conneflion, as any Member of the CoinniJttee 
p leafed,, amd indeed with Confuiion and Diforder cnoogh 
among cherafelves ; for they {ometimes flopped each othe/j 
Qiicilion, and propofed new ones of their own. At laft, it 
came to this. Chairman^ hit, Priot-f we cannot doubt but 
that you are apprised of the whole Af&ir of Tsur^aj, Bid 
my Lord ever write about Teurnsy? Prisrt I cannot 
readily anfwer.asnot uBdcrftanding the Force of theQuef* 
tion ; I believe my Lord Trcafurer may have writ to roe 
coftcerniflg Touraajzt the Beginning of the Ncgociation: 
I am fure he has ipoke to tpe about 'Totirtieiy: I may be 
milbken as fo the Time; but I think in 171 1 the Fnmk 
infilled upon their having Tsurnny ; But I very well remeai- 
ber, that the Queen's Inftruftions to Her Ambafladors fof 
the general Peace, were pofitivc that the Dutch ibould have 
it t I underftood the Negotiation to continue always upon 
that Foot. I added, that as the Affair of the Barrier wai 
tranfafled at Utrtchtf I had nothing in my Inftjoflions 
i-elating to that whole Matter^ oiherwife than as it might 
relate in general to the Peace. What I have of the whole 
Negotiation i^ before you. Here ffhlpoU and Stanhft 
grew mightily perplexed ; one in a fallen, and t'other in 
a;n unbounded Paflion. CsningtBy raved out-rights I may 
juflly protelt that I could not conceive the Caufc of this 
Diforder ; for X did not know that they had already founded 
their High Treafon upon the Articles of Taitrnayf againJt 
my Lord Trcafurer; nor can I fmce comprehend why 
they did. To ^ew the JuRice, as well as the good Judg- 
ment of thefe Men, it mufl: certainly appear not oq. 
extravagant, but ridiculous to all that ckink fighter tb 
the Committee, that is, to all Men living, that an Artici 
of High Treafon ftiould be founded againft an Sng^t) 
Miaiiler upoti Teumaj, which was not given up to the 
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R'tackt and no mentton ever made of Lt^e^ which aflually 
wa& given op, TJiis by the way. It may be further 
oblerred, that at that Time not one third Part of th« 
Coromittce therafelves did know upon what Point the Ac- 
cuiations either againd the Earl of Oxford, or any M^n. 
die, were to be grounded ; feveral of them having Bdcc 
toTd tne themfetves, that they never either drew up or read 
the Report ; but that tho(e Things came to them^ as they 
Bierriiy exprefled it, ready cut and dried. 

But to return to my Journal ; thi^ varioas and incoherent 
Manner of Examination having now lafled above nine 
Hours, Two of my Mafters (by the way) Sir Rkhttrd 
Otiflm^?., and General ErU, had leit the Committee almoft 
ac the Beginning of the Day i for to give them their Due i 
they a sited me very few Queftions while there, and by 
going away jeemed afhamed of the Proceeding : And now 
Walpole hjmfelf grew weary of it, and was going, but 
hindered, and, as it were, kept in the Chair by Mr, 
Stamhtptf who faid openly, they could not go on without 
the Chairman. I was ordered to withdraw, and during 
about half an Hour's Recefs Into the next Room, or rather 
Paf&ge^ a$ the Door was by chance opened, I heard them 
extremely warm and loud with one another. Whilft 1 waa 
in this little Room, In which the MeiTenger, under whofe 
Cuftody I was, and a Door- Keeper of the Secretary's OfHce» 
as I have already iaid, were waiting, Comngthj.CSkmt OuC 
by a Back-Way, as Bejc&ivtn did by the Fore-Door. lot 
thi* Room was a Trunk, and in it feveral Papers and Me- 
moriah* to which th« Corojnittee had Reconrfe during the 
Examination. The Trunk was open, and I could not but 
perceive by the Indorfements that many of the Papers 
were my own. Ceningsby whifpered the Officers to take 
care that I Should not come nigh the Trunk* and really 
looked on me more like a Fury than a Man ; tho' certainly 
I had ail the Right imaginable to fee every .Paper that 
related to me in my Examination, which was pretended 
to be made upon no other Foot, than that the King ihould 
be informed of what I had done for his Service in the 
Negotiation of the Peace ; and if the Committee the mfc lyes 
had had really a mind to be apprifed of the Truth as to 
FaiV, the hindering a Man whom they intended ftiould 
become an Evidence from feeing his own Papers, was but 
an ill Methed towards his giving them a dearer Intelli' 
gence. 

, I was now ca.lJed in for the laft Time, and I found that 
they had colleded feveral Heads of what they thought 
|ijop^ I ihould fee my Hand to. I read themj and made 
b z foms 
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fomc Ob|c£lions thereunto, bat to no Ptirpofe, I fatd, tha 
to many Qdeflions. I had not, nor could, anfwer in tii 
pofitive Mjnner that was there fet down : That as to divet 
Fafts, 1 could not take Thifigs upon my Memory : That i 
to others, I had indeed fa id I befieved, I thought, I heard 
or Bnderllcod, they were fo : That the OmilBfin of tlid 
Wcrds matle me fay pofitively.andas an Eviderice, whS 
I Should not be a,b1e to mnintaiO], having only anfwerc 
them as my Memory ferved mej, and as machas I kaei 
of the Heads upon which I had been interrogated j krirn 
ing that they thenjfelves had blamed ray An Avers ^ for be- 
ing very imperfcft j and I had more ihan once told then, 
I was forry I could not anfwer them more fully. I ob- 
}eded agEiinft thefc Wofds ; He csHftffis, thai find his Can* 
Jinement, bt has cstfvtrfed naith the Eat! af Oxford, tt»d bit 
ne&refi RclBtiam. J did not, I fnid, confefs, Confeflioa 
iiippofcs a Crime : I was told, I was accpfed of none : t 
fitd, I had fcen the Earl o{ Oxford at Mr, Tf^maj Harl/f sf 
and as I was going to tell the Thing again, y^/tfj/ laid 
Coiiingsky, how perjured is this Man ? Prioh., My Lord> 
have a Care of — — >— . C^ningihyi No, Sir, 'tis you thit 
luuft have a Care . Seeing now the Face of the Committee 
againft me^ knowing and prefuming that if ever the Duke 
of Shren.v/hnry, the Earl of Oxford^ or Lord So/irtgSteie 
bitnfeff, ftiould be brought to Trial, I ntuft be fure 
before the Lordi have an Opportunity of explaining 
what I had faid, afid dedaring what Ufage I had found 
from the Committee, I figned the Paper, J cannot here 
omit a ridiculous In fiance of ray Mtddkfex Juftice*s Skit! 
jn the Law i He was juft going to fet his Nanie on the left 
Hand of the Paper, where I was to have fet mine : and, 
if he had not been timely cautioned by the Chairman, it 
'would have been the Difpofition Of Hugh ^cetwttt^ jgr&t, 
ioam ffscj Matfhevv Prior. 

When t had thus Jigned the Paper, the Chftifman told 
me, that the Committee were not at all fatJsfied with my 
Behaviour, nor could give filch an Account of it to the 
_Hotife that might merit their Favour in my Behalf; That 
at prcfent they thought fit to lay mc under a firifler Con* 
Unement than that of my own Houfe. Here Beftatvtn 
ptay'd the Moralift, and Conlngshy the Chriflian i but both 
very aukwardly. Bsjiafwat faid, that he had often hear 
Mr, Stepniy^ (who was a wife Man, and our old Frict 
repeat this Proverb, Near h my Shifty hut ntartr my Skt0l 
rud told me, if I had remembered that Saying, and sflcd 
according to it, it would have been better for mr. And 
Cmi^shy faid, he had known mc a long Time, and wis 

ho&rtily 
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lieartUy forry far my Condition ; but all this proceeijcd 
from nvy own Fault. Now thb kind Commifcration did not 
Jaft above a Minute j for the Meflenger, to whofe Houfc 
they ititended to confine me, being called, C»/ii!igii>y aikcd 
him. if his Houfc was fecured by Bolts and Birs, The 
MeflVngcf , who is by Birth a Gentleman, and a very good- 
natured Man, was alloniihed at the Queflion j and ao- 
fwered, that he never had any in his CuUody but Parlia- 
ment Prifoners, (as heexpreffed it,) and there were neither 
Bolts nor Bars in his Houfe. Ac which Cvningiby vtry 
angrily faid, Sir, you muil: fecure this Prifoner i it is for 
the Safety oi the Nation , if he efcspcs, you Jhall anfwer 
for it. And now I met with another Hardfhip, which in- 
deed I could not have expe<!led, as I had all Day taken 
Notes of the Heads of their ExaminacloQ, and my Anfwers* 
sad particularly that Mr, Sianhapf had, by his Majcfty*R 
Order, in formed the Committee^ that from whatever \ 
jhould iky in this Examination, nothing Oiould or ought to 
redound to my Prejudice ; Nor indeed could ic be imagintd 
I fhould anfwer upon any other Foot; for without the 
King^s Confenc, I doubt, if I ought at all to have anfwered 
$0 ch£ Committee.

jefty's Honour, and the Dignity of his Crown ; in which 
Memorial he has forgot all Regard to Truth, and the 
KeTped due to his facred Majerty ; and the faid Memorial 
being alfo pubHckly difperfed next Morning in Print, 
together with a Letter from the C$uvt de Sinxeador^ to 
him the faid Faint, ftill more infolent and more injurious,^ 
if poflible, than the Memorial ; his Majedy had there- 
upon commanded him to declare to him the faid Reii. 
dent, P^/m, that his Majefty looked upon him no longer 
as a public Minifter, and required him forthwith to depart 
oat of this Kingdom.* [See the Proceedings of the

AS foon as the Speech made by your Majeflyto the 
Parliament of Great Britain maw aflembkd, came to 
the Knowledge of his Imperial and Catholic Majcily, 
my moil gracious Mafler ; he was Uruclc with the utmoU 
Aflonifhment, that your Majefiy could fufieryourfclf to be 
prevailed upon to declare from the Royal Throne, to that 
moft renowned Nation, in a manner hitherto unheard of, 
as certain and undoubted Fafls, feveral Thing;, fome of 
which are firaincd in that Speech ta a wrong Scnfc, fome 

ars 
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are entirely diftant from the Intentions of hh Imperial 
and CatboHc Majclty j and laftly, (which affe£t much 
more fenfibly than all the reft^ fome Thinga abfolutely void 
of all Foundation. 

For as to what regards the Peace concluded at Henm 
with the ropft Serene King of Spaht^ who can forbear 
ing allonifhed, that this very Peace, which is built on tl 
Quadruple Alliance figned at L^ndm, and other Treat 
contracted with your Majefly, as its folid and fo!e Foui 
dation ; and for the obtaining of which Peace, your Ma*' 
jeUvt together with your AllieSj waged fo bSoody, fo long, 
and fo glorious a War, and took yourfelf fo much Fains ta 
procure, Aiotild now be aJledged by your Majefty 23 a juft 
Ground of Complaint, and ihould be made ufe of a$ a Pre^ 
tence for thefe Things, which hitherto your Minifters have 
been doing in alJ Parts, to the great Detriment of the 
Emperor and tlie Empire, and the public Tranquillity, and 
fiiould be reprefented by your Majefty to the Bri/r/h Nation, 
with fo much Animofuy againft the Emperor and King of 
Sjiain, as a Violation of Treaties, 

After complaining of the Peace made at Fiinna, Cojn'> 
plaint is likewife made of the Treaty of Compicrcc en- 
tered into with Sfsis, which is calculated to promote ihc mu- 
tual and lawful Advantages of the Subjefls of both Parties, 
which is agreeable to the Law of Nations, and to the Cudoms 
of all People in Amity with each other ; which can in no 
Refpeft be of any Prejudice to the Britijb Nation, whether 
we rcgurd the Situation of the Countries, or the particular 
Nature of the Trade, and which is not ia the Jealt repug- 
nant to the Treaties made with Great Britain. So that if 
this Treaty be confidered with a Mind free from Prejudice, 
and from all Defign of inflaming the Nation, there will 
jeraain no Pretence to fay, that this Treaty can be grievous 
or buriful to a Nation for which his Imperial Majefly has 
the greateft AfFs:dion and Edeem, and whofe glorioaa Ex* 
pi oils and important Succours no Time will efiuce out of 
iiis Memory, 

I'he other Head of Complaint, which contains fuch 
Things as are void of all Foundation, relates principally 
to that iiaaginary Alliance which in the Speech is called 
Offenfive, and in there fuppofcd to have been made againft 
your Majefty, between the Emperor and King of Zpmin, 
But it will not only appear how groundlefs and frivolous 
this Suppofitionis. from the Ofter lately made by his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majcfly, of entering into a Conventioii, 
Dt ft jjiHtuQ nan OffenitniOf but will be entirely refuted by 
Che Conlidcration of the I'enor of ihe Trtatj ef AlUsnti 
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and Friindjhip itfelf made with, the Crown of Spftht, and 
communicated in its whole Extent to your Majeity when 
it was proper i from the Words cf which, whether the 
]eaA Shadow or Appearance of an Offenfive Alliance can 
be dr&wn, is Submitted to the Judgment of the whole 
World. 

Another Part of the Complaint rclasea t% the Sccrtt Ar- 
tklei made in Fai'our of iht Preundir, whereof your Ma- 
jetty aflerts thjt yoa have tirtainAXid undoutted hfirmfiUans^ 
by which Articles it Ihauld have been ngreed to let the 
Pretender on the Throne of Grmt Britain, With whac 
View, on what Motive, and to what Purpofcj thcfe In- 
formations, founded on the fn.tlcH Reports, were reprefented 
to the People of Great Bntain, is not oniv eafy to be un- 
derltood by his Imperial and Catholic Majeliy, but is ob- 
vious to the meaiteft Capacity. £ut fince the inviolable 
Dignity and Honoor of fuch Great Princes cannot fufler 
that Aflertions of this Nature, tntireJy unfupported by 
Truth, fliould be advanced frotn the Roya^l Tyrone to the 
whole Nanon, and to all Mankind i his Sacred Imperial 
and Catholic Majeity has cxprelVIy commanded me, that 
1 ftiould declare to your Mpjelty. and to the whole King- 
dom of Great Briiaitt, how highly he thinks himfelf af- 
fronted thereby, folemnly afHrming, upon his Imperial 
Word, that there exilb no fecret Article nor Convention 
whacfoever, which contain^!, or can tend to prove the teatl 
Tittle of what has been alledged. 

Bat that the fecret Dcfsgnj, which lie concealed utider 
a Condud 'till this Time unheard of, may more manifelUy 
appear,, it muft be obierved, that the Time is purpofely 
taken for doing this, whea a^ Negotiation h on Foot ac 
Par is f for compofing the Differences which have arifen 
without any Pault of his Imperial and Catholic Majelly ; 
which Negotiation fufiicienily (hews how much his Im- 
perial and Catholic Majefiy is at all Times inctined to 
Feaccj and to the religious ObfervatioJi of his Treaties, 

As to whac is faid of Gibraltar^ and concerning the 
Siege thereof, under which in the Speech it is infinuated, 
a.5 if fome other Defign was concealed ; the Hoftilitics no- 
toriouJly committed in the hditi andclfewhere, agiinilthe 
KiO£ of Spain, in Violation of Treaties, feem to hav« 
giv^n a very juil Occafion to the King of Spain for at- 
tempting that Sicgr, But as to the Intenlions and Engage- 
ments of the Emperor upon that Article, it u eajy to lee 
what they are, by the Treaty abovcmentionedj which hai 
bee n com m un ict tc d . 

As CO what is f^id in the lafl Fkce^ concerning the OJitnd 
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Trade, wbicH the Goodncfs of the Catholic King in- 
duiceJ him to favour, (being bound by no Treaty) after 
he had been, apprized of the juft Reafon* for the Eftablilh- 
ment of it, various Ejepedicnts for a Compofitton have been 
propofed, not only at the H/igue, but even iaiefy at Fartjt 
left this harmlcfs Method of providing for the Sccuriiy of 
the Barrier, Ihould prove an ObHade to the comaoa 
Friendjhip of Neighbouring Powers.^ 

Which Things being thus, the Injary of ered to Truth, 
the Honour and Dignity of his Sacred Imperial and Ca- 
tholic Majelly require, that they fliould be expofed to 
your Majelly, to the Kingdom of Gnat Mtitmttt and to 
tbe World.

mght to be prefamed, that the King, whoft 
Sacred Mouth ought to be an Oracle of Truth, muK have 
been himfelf abufed by the Sq[ggeftionsand falfe Reports of 
thofe, who have the Honour to poiTefs his Confidence ; and 
who think It their Interell to inflame, by thde A-Ieans, 
both the Prince and the Nation, tor their own private 
Views and PerlbnaJ Prcfervation, without any Regard to 
the Honour of the Majefty of the Throne, or to the Evils 
which may refult from hence to their own Councryi and to 
all 'Eurepe.

and this they do, a few Days after the Miniller Plenipo- 
tentiary of the Catholick King ha,d, before his Beparrure, 
from LsfiJan, in a Memorial prcfented in the Sacred Name 
of his Mailer, publicly and in the moA authentic M^tnrver, 
di£&vowed thefe Imputations, which fuJKciently prove the 
Emperor's Difavowal of the fame, fmce the pretended Ar- 
ticle was equally imputed to the two Powers, and ore of 
them conld not have flipulated any thing in the fame 
Treaty without the other. Befidea which, it is to be confi- 
dcred> that fix Months ago, upon the fidl Reports of thde 
felfe Suppofitions, the Emperor and King of Sj^/w, in or- 
der to filence them, pro po fed a formal Aft, ^e nsa efend^fi" 
df, into which all the Allies on one Side and the other 
iDight enter, and which would effe^ually have iecured the 
peaceable PofTcflions, of each of (he Powers cone rafting, 
cither in the Treaty of Fimna^ or that of Has>vtr, 'till 
'facb Time as it had been pofTible by one general Treaty to 
remove and quiet the Complaints of ali Sides ; But thcfc 
Propofah were rendered inefFeftual, by the fame Views of 
thole Pcribns, who chofe rather to hinder the peaceable 
£ffe£l3 of thefe jull Dcfigns, by Attacks and open HoUi- 
lities. 

It is farther known, and it i$ even notorious by the To- 
lemn Communica^don made to the King of Grmi Britain, 
©f the Treaty of Peace concluded at Fics»&t between the 
Emperor and King of Spain^ that the Treaty of the Qiia- 
druple Alliance, made at London the id of Auguji^ 1718* 
ha* been laid down as the un:LlterabIe Bafis of their Peace 1 
and that all the Article* of this Quadruple Alliance are 
therein confirmed and corroborated, as if they had been in- 
serted anew : How then can it be iuppofcd, and even given 
out a> a Msitter of Fafit, that by another Secret Treaty, iigncd 
Vou ai. f en 
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on the fame Day, Conditions have been efliabljlhed^ vxi 
Engagements taken entirely^ repugnant to the fajne ? 

Such a Thing cannot be advanced, without inful ting and 
injuring, in the moft outrageous Manner, the Majefty of 
the two cdtitrafting Powers, who have a Right to demaoi 
a fignal Reparation and SatiAfaflLion proportioned to t 
Enormity of the Affront, which equally intereils thei 
Honour, and that Faith which ought always to be lerpefl 
among Sovereign Princes. 

But if thofe who endeavour to arail themfelves of foe! 
feigned Recriminations, and to excufe themfelves from ti 
Blame which their rafii and turbulent Meafures .deferv 
imagine that this unjuilifiable Conduft may at kit obli^ 
the Emperor and King of Spain, to repel Force by Fore 
and to defend themfelves by all thofe Means which G 
has put into their Hands, from the Mifchiefs with whi 
they are threatened, and from the Infnlts and Attac 
which have been actually made ufe of againA them, fo 
that it has been even attempted to engage the Qtisman Po, 
in thefe unparallelled Defigns ; at leaft, ought they not 
publifli as antecedent Fafts, thofe Things which they ha' 
Reafon to apprehend may be the Confeqoence of a War^ 
into which they vvilj have forced thefe two Powers to enter 
in iheir own J aft Defence ? 

The Emperor and King of Spain hope however from 
the Divine Goodnefs, and from the Wifdom of Perfons left 
prejudiced, and lefs paffionate, that more mature and ferioui 
Reflcdlions will be made, in order to reftore amicably the 
public Tranquillity, and to fave all Earops from the Mif- 
fortanes of a War* flirred up by Motives fo trifling and 
groandlcrs* which can tend to nothing but the Deltruflion 
of the Subject, of his Eltate, and of his Commerce. 

Their Majcftics, the Emperor and the King 'of Spaiitf 
ardentiy defire the Bleifing of Peace, and to obfej-ve their 
Treaties with all their Allies, with the ftrifteil Fidelity: 
But as a mutual Contract can fubfijl no longer on oneSide* 
than while it remains unbroken on the other ; the evil 
Confequences of a Rupture, if that IhouM happen, ought 
to be impmed to thofe alone who have been the Authoi^ 
of thofe Infraflions. 

I have the Emperor's exprefa Order to write this to you 
in his Name, that you may be abletodeftroy the FalJhoods 
and Calumnies, which have been charged on the high 
contracting Parties of , the Treaty of Vknaa^ who have laa 
other View, but that of making Peace between thenafclve^ 
without hurting any one elfe.
